DIRECTIONS  FOR  OPERATING 


McMillan  minute  books 


TO  OPEN: 

1.  Raise  either  cover  to  an  angle  not  over  90°. 

2.  Pull  out  locking  rod. 

3.  The  studs  or  posts  are  now  released,  permitting  the  insertion  or  removal 
of  sheets. 

TO  CLOSE: 

1 .  Raise  cover  on  the  side  which  has  been  opened  to  an  angle  of  not  over 
90°. 

2.  Align  the  sheets  in  the  binder  so  that  the  studs  or  posts  fit  into  the  slots  in 
the  metal  casing,  on  the  inside  of  the  cover. 

3.  Push  in  the  locking  rod,  so  that  the  3  studs  or  posts  are  securely  engaged. 

TO  LOCK  PERMANENTLY: 

When  the  book  has  been  completed,  it  can  be  permanently  sealed,  as 
follows: 

1.  Remove  the  small  wrench  from  the  white  box  sent  with  the  binder. 

2.  Raise  the  top  cover  to  an  angle  of  not  over  90°,  and  pull  out  the  locking 
rod. 

3.  Place  the  hooked  end  of  the  wrench  on  the  rod  and  break  off  the 
exposed  part  of  the  rod. 

4.  Carefully  align  the  studs  or  posts  in  the  slots  in  the  metal  casing  on  the 
inside  of  the  cover. 

5.  With  the  small  end  of  the  wrench,  push  the  rod  into  the  casing,  making 
sure  it  engages  the  three  studs. 

6.  Repeat  this  operation,  on  the  lower  cover. 

NOTE:  Never  have  both  locking  rods  released  at  the  same  time,  and  do 
not  break  the  ends  off  until  the  book  is  to  be  sealed  permanently.

IV.   COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.   Letter  of  October  28,  1950,  received  from  Mr.  Allan  C. 
Eske,  a  member  of  the  Lafayette  Rifle  and  Pistol  Club, 
in  which  he  states  that  the  club  is  very  much  interested 
in  having  a  rifle  range  in  the  Regional  Parks,   Mr.  Eske 
also  writes  that  his  club  sponsors  a  junior  organization 
and  that  the  teaching  of  safety  precautions  and  methods 
of  correctly  handling  guns  is  considered  extremely 
important  to  the  junior  group.   A  petition  with  242 
signatures  of  persons  who  would  like  to  have  a  rifle 
range  constructed  within  the  Regional  Parks  was  attached. 
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The  Board  of  Directors  expressed  themselves  as  being 
willing  to  have  a  rifle  range  constructed  in  Roundtop 
Regional  Park  if  the  persons  living  near  the  park 
do  not  object.   After  consideration  of  the  opposition 
raised  by  neighbors  to  the  park  previously  when  the 
Board  had  intended  to  build  a  rifle  range,  it  was 
decided  that  Mr.  Eske  and  members  of  his  club  would 
be  asked  to  canvass  the  area  surrounding  Roundtop 
Park  discussing  the  proposed  construction  of  a 
rifle  range  with  nearby  residents  and  to  report  to 
the  Board  their  findings  before  any  further  action 
is  taken  by  the  Park  District, 

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  swimming  season  is  nov/  over  and  both  areas  have 
been  cleaned  up  and  put  in  shape  for  winter.   An 
excellent  season  was  had  by  both  beaches  and  the 
water  safety  record  has  continued  to  be  very 
successful, 

B,  The  use  of  the  Brazilian  Building  has  reached  a 
new  high  for  the  next  two  months,  being  booked 
almost  every  evening  for  that  period.   The  use 
of  the  Temescal  Clubroom  continues  to  be  heavy 
and  the  public  demand  for  the  two  buildings  points 
to  the  need  for  more  buildings  of  this  type, 

C.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  October  dropped 
considerably  with  the  exception  of  play  on  the 
golf  course,  which  continued  to  be  heavy.   An 
average  of  over  4,000  youngsters  used  the  Nature 
Area  during  the  month, 

D,  Work  Progress  Report t   During  the  month  of  October 
the  following  work  was  either  started  or  accomplished; 

1.   Tllden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Completed  v»rorking  over  the  nature  trails 
and  putting  them  into  condition  for  winter, 

b.  Logged  out  35  eucalyptus  trees  at  the 
Nature  Area, 

c.  Completed  concrete  work  on  the  new  bridge 
at  the  Botanic  Garden, 

d.  Constructed  60'  cf  rock  wall,  4'  high, 
as  part  of  the  new  plant  nursery, 

e.  Completed  a  railroad  iron  and  v/ood-tie 
bridge  on  Anza  Trail, 

f.  Continued  filling  cracks  in  all  roads 
with  bitumuls  and  sand. 

g.  Completed  roughing  out  a  roadway  from  the 
merry-go-round  to  the  cricket  field.

E.  Letter  of  November  21,  19  50,  received  from  Bernard 
Segal,  requesting  renewal  of  his  contract  for  opera- 
tion of  the  park  concessions  and  suggesting  that  if 
the  Board  could  award  the  contract  renewal  for  a 
period  of  several  years,  he  would  be  enabled  to  make 
capital  improvements  in  his  concession  facilities. 

In  consideration  of  Mr.  Segal's  request,  the  Board 
expressed  the  belief  that  inasmuch  as  the  concession 
contract  has  been  awarded  to  Mr.  Segal  each  year 
during  the  past  nine  years,  he  should  not  feel  par- 
ticularly wary  about  making  improvements.   In  fact, 
as  District  Manager  Walpole  explained,  much  of  the 
equipment  used  by  the  concessionaire  is  maintained 
by  the  Park  District,   However,  the  Park  Board  felt 
that  the  request  for  a  contract  covering  more  than 
one  year  was  justifiable  to  a  certain  extent,  and 
decided  that  the  contract  would  be  awarded  for  a 


two-year  period,  1951  and  1952,  to  give  Mr,  Segal 
the  opportunity  to  make  the  improvements  he  re- 
ferred to.   This  action  was  taken  to  demonstrate 
the  attitude  of  the  Board  in  this  matter,  but 
should  not  be  construed  in  any  way  as  establishment 
of  a  precedent  in  awarding  contracts  for  more 
than  the  usual  one-year  period.

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER <S  REPORT. 

A.  The  heavy  rain  during  the  month  had  completely  filled 
Lake  Anza  by  November  20,  which  is  the  earliest  in 
the  year  that  Lake  Anza  has  been  filled  since  its 
construction.   Although  a  great  deal  of  rain  fell, 

no  serious  damage  occurred  in  any  of  the  parks, 

B.  On  Sunday,  November  12,  52  members  of  the  Berkeley 
Hiking  Club  turned  out  in  Tilden  Park  to  plant  a 
grove  of  100  Sequoia  Gigantias,    The  trees  were 
planted  in  back  of  the  Nature  Area  and  the  hiking 
club  made  quite  a  ceremony  out  of  the  occasion. 

C.  On  Sunday,  November  19,  28  members  of  the  University 
of  California  Hiking  Club  came  into  Tilden  Park  and 
planted  a  grove  of  100  Douglas  firs.   The  club 
members  also  assisted  in  demolishing  one  of  the  old 
barracks  buildings  in  the  old  CCC  Camp, 

C,    Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  November, 
a  great  deal  of  our  time  was  taken  up  in  cleaning 
gutters  and  keeping  road  culverts  open  to  receive   the 
storm  waters.   In  addition  to  this,  the  following 
work  was  also  done:

b.  Balled  out  and  moved  three  8'  pine  trees  and 
transplanted  them    in  back   of  No,    18   tee. 

c.  Laid   492'    of   drain   tile   on  No,    14   and    No.    10 
fairways  using   20   tons   of  1^"   drain  rock   in 
the   ditches. 

d.  Hauled   and    distributed    eight    tons    of  pea 
gravel   for  paths   throughout    the    golf    oDurse, 

3.  Redwood  Regional    Park, 

a.  Completed    installation  of   a    sprinkling   system 
for   the    lawn   at  the   Monteiro  house.

VI.      UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

A.      The   water   district   appears    to   be    almost  ready   to   discuss 
price    and    terms    for  the  purchase   of   the   Grass   Valley  land. 

President  Sibley  reported    that  he   had  met  with  represent- 
atives   of    the   East  Bay   Municipal  Utility  District    and    had 
offered   a   total    of  $750,000   for   3,000   acres    in  Grass 
Valley  and    had    suggested  possible    terms    of  payment   of 
$300,000   down    and     subsequent  yearly  payments    of  #50,000.

In  order    to   have   time   for   further   consideration  on 
this   matter,   the    Board   voted   unanimously  in  favor 
of  delaying   the    appointment   of  a   new  Board  member 
until   December   5,    1950,    at   which    time   a   special   Board 
meeting  will    be   held    in   the   District   Office    at  3  p.m. 

B.        It  has    been   customary  In  the  past    to  advance    the 

December  Board  meeting   to   a   date  before   Christmas   so 
that    the    park  employees  might  receive    their   checks 
before   Christmas.      The   Tuesday  before   Christmas  would 
be   December   19,    at  which   time    the  Board    decided   to 
hold   their   next  regular  meeting. 

C.      President   Sibley   told   the   Board    that   Senator  Breed   had 
recently   called   him   to   say   that  Mr.    John  Haddigan   of 
the  EGA   would    like   to   discuss    a  plan  whereby  the 
various   European    countries   would   form  a  group   of  build- 
ings,   possibly  within  the    Regional   Park's   boundaries, 
for   the   purpose    of   exhibiting   and   demonstrating   the 
E\iropean   customs   and    cultures.      President    Sibley  has    an 
appointment    with  Mr.    Haddigan    to    go   into    the  matter  more 
thoroughly  and  will   report   to   the    Board   at    a   later   date. 
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D.      District   Manager  Walpole    infoiroed    the   Directors   that 
the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  has    offered 
a   piece   of   land,    with   a  house,    to  the  Regional  Parks, 
but   has    not    yet   set  a   sale   price   on   it.      This   property 
is   adjacent  to   tine    main   entrance    to   Redwood   Regional 
Park,    and    it   is    assumed    that    the    asking   price  will   be 
approximately  $3,700.      If  the   Regional   Park    District 
does   not   purchase    the   property,    the   Utility  District 
will  wreck   the   house.      However,    if   the    Park    District 
is    interested    in  making    the    purchase,    the    house  would 
be   valuable. 

No  action  was    taken  regarding  the  property  pending 
receipt    of    information   fron  the   Utility  District    as 
to   their   asking   price   and   formal   offer  to    sell. 

VIII.    ADJOURWffiNT. 

No  further  business   appearing  before    the  Board,    the 
meeting  adjourned   at  4j20  p.m.      In  calling   this   meeting 
to   order,    President    Sibley   had   expressed   grief   and    sorrow 
felt  by  the   Board  members    at   the   passing   of   our   beloved 
President  Emeritus,    Charles  Lee   Tilden   on  November  12, 
He   then  voiced   his   wish,    which   was  unanimously  approved 
by  the    directors   present,    that    it   be   recorded    in  the 
minutes    that    this    meeting  be   adjourned   in  memory  of   and 
respect  for  the   Regional   Park's   leader   for  many  years, 
Charles  Lee   Tilden.

A.   Plans  for  acquiring  Grass  Valley  are  going  ahead  and 
It   ^Z^J""^^   f""  ^^®  process  of  discussing  restrictions  that 
the  Water  District  will  impose  upon  our  use  of  the  land 
and  fixing  the  final  boundaries.   It  is  presumed  that  at 
least  three  months  will  pass  before  the  final  details  and 
payment  will  be  arranged. 

Restrictions  on  Park  use  of  this  land  will  be  similar  to 
those  in  effect  for  the  Bridges  Canyon  property.   They  will 
include  restrictions  on  sanitary  facilities  as  well  as  the 
construction  of  a  fence  along  the  common  boundaries  of 

S?^u"?l  ^^T?^  ^^""^   ^""^  Utility  District  land  in  areas  on 
which  the  Utility  District  wishes  to  keep  free  of 

trespassers.   Cost  of  the  fence  and  patrolling  and 
installation  of  signs  will  be  discussed  further  with 
Utility  District  officials. 
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A  topographical  map  of  the  Grass  Valley  area  was  shown 
to  the  Board,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  Lake  Chabot 
dam  is  to  be  enlarged  so  that  the  water  level  may  be 
maintained  at  400',  which  is  considerably  higher  than 
the  present  level. 

District  Manager  Walpole  was  instructed  to  continue 
with  arrangements  and  discussions  with  representatives 
of  the  Utility  District  leading  to  actual  purchase  of 
Grass  Valley  property. 

B.  President  Sibley,  Director  Macdonald  and  District  Mana- 
ger V/alpole  made  a  trip  to  Angel  Island  on  January  23. 
President  Sibley  reported  that  Mr,  Ralph  Ghaney  had  been 
appointed  by  the  National  Park  Service  to  award  control 
of  Angel  Island  to  some  local  authority  for  development 
in  the  field  of  public  park  and  recreation  uses. 

The  Angel  Island  Foundation,  a  non-profit  organization, 
has  been  formed  and  President  Sibley  reported  that  he 
had  been  asked  to  sit  on  its  Board.   President  Sibley's 
idea  concerning  development  of  Angel  Island  as  a  park- 
recreation  area  is  that  it  could  be  used  as  an  organized 
camp  area  for  certain  groups  at  nominal  cost  which  would 
pay  the  cost  of  operation.   The  University  of  California 
has  successfully  operated  camps  on  this  basis  and  has 
demonstrated  that  such  a  plan  might  work  out  to  the  bene- 
fit of  those  using  the  area  and  to  the  operation  and 
increased  development  of  the  island  for  this  purpose. 

C .  Park  Executive's  Convention  at  Fresno;   On  January  18 
and  19,  the  District  Manager  and  Tom  Flood  attended  a 
meeting  of  state  park  executives  in  Fresno,  California. 
We  found  the  discussions  very  informative  and  came  away 
with  the  feeling  that  parks  and  recreation  will  play  a 
large  part  in  furnishing  relaxation  for  the  many  defense 
workers.   Speakers  also  pointed  out  a  general  tightening 
up  of  finances  and   inability  to  secure  new  materials 
and  new  construction.   Park  people  feel  that  it  is 
exceedingly  important  to  try  to  hold  the  line  of  maintain- 
ing the  facilities  they  now  have  and  to  make  such  facili- 
ties available  on  a  full  scale  to  as  many  people  as 
possible. 

D.  Work  Progress  Report;   During  the  month  of  January  very 
heavy  rains  caused  a  great  many  drainage  and  sanitation 
problems.   Erosion  has  occurred  in  places  where  we  have 
never  experienced  difficulty  before.   A  great  deal  of  our 
time  has  been  given  to  work  on  these  problems.   However, 
during  the  period  that  has  elapsed  since  the  last  regular 
board  meeting,  the  following  work  was  either  started  or 
accomplished;

A.  At  times  we  had  heavy  rains  during  the  month  of  February, 
but  the  few  sunny  days  that  followed  on  the  week-ends 
found  a  large  number  of  people  coming  into  the  parks.   On 
February  18,  many  people  visited  Tilden  Park,  indicating 
a  heavy  siommer  season  ahead, 

B.  Mrs.  Rieber  donated  a  butterfly  collection  to  the  Junior 
Museum  which  contained  many  South  American  species  in  two 
cases  and  which  is  valued  at  approximately  $800.   During 
the  past  month  some  1,200  children  and  900  adults  visited 
the  Nature  Area  and  the  Junior  Museum. 

C .  Western  States  Recreation  Convention  at  San  Diego:   On 
February  11,  Director  Macdonald  and  District  Manager 
Walpole  left  to  attend  the  Western  States  Recreation 
Convention  at  San  Diego.   Stopping  en  route  at  Santa 
Barbara,  they  inspected  the  Junior  Museum  and  Botanical 
Gardens.   The  San  Diego  attendance  took  part  in  sessions 
concerning  golf  course  management  and  operation. 
Operation  of  junior  museums  and  related  subjects,  school 
camping  and  swimming  pool  construction  and  operation  were 
discussed,   A  very  good  program  for  discussion  formed  the 
larger  part  of  the  convention  activities.

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Opened  300'  of  foundation  trench  1'  deep  on  the  beach, 
using  the  compressor  and  hand  shovel  in  preparation 
for  construction  of  a  concrete  curb  to  retail  the 
beach  sand. 

Constructed  800'  of  temporary  fence  aroung  the  new 
lawn  at  the  Fowl  Area, 


VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 


President  Sibley  was  active  during  the  past  month  in 
investigating  the  possibilities  of  the  Regional  Parks 
securing  Angel  Island  as  a  self-supporing  portion  of 
the  Regional  Parks.   He  read  his  letter  to  the  Angel 
Island  Foundation  in  which  he  made  it  known  that  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  would  consider  sub- 
mitting an  application  to  the  National  Park  Service  for 
Inclusion  of  Angel  Island  as  a  part  of  the  Regional  Parks, 

President  Sibley,  having  read  a  letter  to  the  Board  in 
reply  to  his  original  letter,  stated  that  he  felt  the 
Board  should  take  some  definite  action  in  this  matter. 
The  Angel  Island  Foundation's  reply  was  to  the  ef  ect  that 
the  offer  of  the  Park  Board  was  accepted  enthusiastically 
and  highly  approved  by  the  foundation,  which  will 
actively  support  the  Park  District's  a:plication  to  take 
over  the  island. 

President  Sibley  further  stated  that  he  feels  that  Angel 
Island  would  be  particularly  suited  for  park  and 
recreational  purposes,  but  that  he  would  not  advocate 
expenditure  of  Regional  Park  funds  and  would  only  favor 
the  Park  District  taking  the  island  on  a  basis  of 
developing  it  through  use  of  funds  raised  by  the  Angel 
Island  Foundation.   He  was  of  the  opinion  that  acquisition 
of  the  island  would  be  in  line  with  the  original  plan  of 
the  Regional  Park  District  to  follow  a  program  of  increasing 
the  holding  of  park  land,  which  plan  is  more  than  ever 
desirable  in  view  of  the  vast  increase  in  population  of  the 
Bay  Area. 

Director  Godfrey  agreed  that  enlargement  of  the  Regional 
Parks  seems  to  be  in  line  with  the  objectives  of  the  Park 
District;  but  that  we  should  not  file  an  application  for 
Angel  Island  unless  we  are  prepared  to  accept  the  island 
and  develop  it.   Director  Godfrey  also  was  not  in  favor  of 
involving  the  Park  District  financially  as  present  committments 
do  not  afford  additional  expenditures. 

Director  Macdonald  did  not  favor  the  Regional  Parks  taking 
over  Angel  Island.   He  doubted  its  appeal  to  vacationists 
and  also  considered  the  transportation  problem  to  the  island 
as  a  difficult  problem;  and  he  felt  its  success  as  a  park 
would  be  questionable.   The  opinion  on  this  subject, 
requested  from  the  District  Attorney,  has  not  been  received; 
and  it  may  be  that  the  Park  District  could  not  legally 
operate  Angel  Island  as  a  public  park.   Public  opinion  must 
also  be  considered  and  criticism  avoided  as  much  as  possible. 
Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  preliminary  publicity 
merely  advancing  the  idea  of  the  Park  District  taking  over 
Angel  Island  would  provide  the  opportunity  of  determining 
public  reaction. 
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President  Sibley  then  read  a  report,  made  to  the  State 
of  California  by  Mr,  Olmstead,  on  the  appropriateness 
of  Angel  Island  for  park  and  recreation  use.   The  report 
set  forth  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  island 
stating  that  every  square  foot  of  the  640  acre  island 
is  desirable  park  and  recreation  land;  that  80  species 
of  birds  have  been  found  there  as  well  as  abundant  plant 
and  animal  life. 

President  Sibley  also  compared  Angel  Island  to  Palisades 
State  Park  in  New  York  which  is  approached  by  both  land 
transportation,  and  by  boat,  the  boat  trip  being  preferred 
to  other  modes  of  transportation,  even  though  it  is 
longer. 

Director  Roberts  expressed  his  opinion  that  the  Regional 
Parks  would  be  providing  additional  park  land  for  the 
underprivileged  persons  who  cannot  take  vacation  trips 
and  for  the  laboring  people  who  need  the  type  of  recre- 
ation that  could  be  offered  on  Angel  Island,  if  it  were 
handled  by  the  ParkDistrict, 

Director  Goodrich  told  the  board  that  he  very  much 
doubted  the  legality  of  the  Regional  Parks  operating  a 
park  so  far  removed  from  the  District  and  felt  that  such 
an  undertaking  should  be  made  by  the  state  rather  than 
by  a  local  agency.   He  also  felt  that  there  is  a  consider- 
able risk  in  the  fact  that  funds  obtained  for  operation 
might  not  be  adequate. 

District  Manager  Walpole  brought  out  the  fact  that  an 
organization  in  Nevada  had  an  interest  in  acquiring  Angel 
Island,  and  as  far  as  he  knows,  this  is  the  only  other 
group  which  might  make  application  for  Angel  Island, 

Director  Goodrich  suggested  that  he  might  contact 
Joseph  Knowland  and  find  out  whether  or  not  the  state 
park  commission  is  interested  in  Angel  Island  and  what 
their  reaction  would  be  to  the  Regional  Park  District's 
making  application  to  take  the  Island.   Also,  since  there 
is  some  doubt  about  the  legality  and  practicability  of  the 
Park  District  taking  the  Island,  Director  Goodrich  might 
propose  that  the  Regional  Parks  promote  state  control  of 
the  island. 

The  Board  of  Directors  requested  that  Director  Goodrich 
carry  out  his  suggestion  of  speaking  to  Mr.  Knowland,   It 
was  decided  that  President  Sibley  should  call  the  Angel 
Island  Foundation  and  explain  that  the  Park  Board  had 
arrived  at  no  decision  on  the  matter.

C.  Letter  of  March  1,  1951,  received  from  Mrs.  Lucille  Bowles, 
Chairman  of  the  San  Leandro  Advisory  Board  of  Recreation 
expressing  the  hope  that  the  Park  District's  purchase  of 
Grass  Valley  will  be  completed  at  an  early  date  and 
commending  the  Park  Board  for  its  perseverance  in  its  effort 
to  acquire  this  property  over  the  past  years.   Ordered  filed. 

D.  Letter  of  March  6,  1951,  received  from  Mr,  Walter  S.  Mangold,

Simmons,  expressing  her  appreciation  for  the  many  educa- 
tion and  recreational  facilities  provided  by  the  Regional 
Parks,   She  particularly  mentions  the  Tilden  Nature  Area 
and  the  program  handled  by  Jack  Parker,  and  its  popularity 
among  the  Junior  Rangers.   Ordered  filed. 

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT, 

A.   The  warm  weather  enjoyed  on  the  week-ends  brought  large 
numbers  of  people  to  the  Regional  Parks,   On  Sunday, 
March  18,  Tilden  Park  had  an  estimated  15,000  visitors; 
and  it  was  difficult  to  cope  with  the  early  season  crowd. 
There  was  tremendous  pressure  for  the  opening  of  both  lakes 
to  swimming,  but  it  was  felt  that,  in  addition  to  the 
expense  of  hiring  lifeguards  so  early  in  the  year,  there 
was  also  the  danger  of  cold  water  which  invites  swimming 
disaster.   Therefore,  the  date  for  opening  the  lakes  has 
been  set  officially  for  April  7;  although  if  the  weather 
and  crowds  warrant  it,  we  will  be  ready  to  open  the  lakes 
on  March  31, 

B.  The  California  State  Recreation  Cort-mission  held  its 
monthly  meeting  and  luncheon  at  the  Brazilian  Building  on 
Friday,  March  16.   Recreation  executives  from  all  over 
California  attended,  and  Director  Macdonald  welcomed  them 
on  behalf  of  the  Regional  Park  Board  of  Directors,   The 
concessionaire,  Mr,  Segal,  served  the  luncheon;  and  the 
affair  proved  highly  successfull.   Prom  the  standpoint  of 
all  participants,  the  Regional  Parks  received  a  great  many 
compliments  on  both  the  scenery  and  the  food, 

C.  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  March,  our 
efforts  were  directed  toward  getting  the  parks  in  shape 
for  the  heavy-use  period.   During  the  month  the  following 
new  work  was  either  started  or  accomplished; 

1.   Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Hauled  rock  from  the  quarry  to  improve  and  extend 
the  parking  facilities  at  Grizzly  picnic  area,  the 
pony-ride  and  Big  Spring  Canyon,   Five  hundred 
yards  of  rock  were  hauled  into  these  areas. 

b.  Graded  and  rolled  rock  at  the  above-named  areas. 

c.  Installed  a  carved  sign  at  Spruce  picnic  area. 


d.  Planted  50  Douglas  firs  along  the  bank  at  Meadows 
playf ield. 

e.  Constructed  a  bridge  12'  long  and  3'  wide  on  the 
trail  below  the  Native  Gardens. 

f.  Installed  a  32'  hand  rail  on  the  bridge  at  the 
Native  Gardens, 

g.  Installed  a  130'  rock  barrier  on  the  Lake  Anza  road. 
h.   Installed  80'  of  12"  culvert  on  the  service  yard 

road  in  the  process  of  grading  a  new  parking  area, 
i.   Dug  out  and  hauled  two  truck  loads  of  iris  from  the 

Salbach  gardens  to  Tilden  Park, 
j.   Installed  130'  of  log  barrier  around  the  new  parking 

area  at  the  pony  ride. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Wrecked  and  removed  the  counter  at  the  clubhouse, 

b.  Assisted  the  brick  mason  with  construction  of  a  new 
brick  counter  at  the  clubhouse. 

c.  Drilled  76  holes  in  6"  concrete  to  set  19  stationary 
stools  for  the  counter  at  the  clubhouse. 

d.  Planted  68  Douglas  fir  trees  along  No.  12  fairway. 

e.  Sulphated  all  greens  and  fertilized  all  tees, 

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park, 

a.  Painted  the  entrance  of  Redwood  Lodge  and  replaced 
six  window  sills, 

b.  Completed  repair,  installing  a  window  and  painting 
the  bedrooms  at  the  office-residence. 

c.  Planted  60  Douglas  fir  trees  and  25  Redwood  trees 
at  the  railroad  site, 

d.  Installed  320'  of  1"  pipeline  for  watering  the  trees 
at  the  railroad  site. 

e.  Cut  up  ten  cords  of  eucalyptus  wood  for  use  in  the 
picnic  areas, 

4.  Teraescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  installation  of  partitions  and  doors  in 
the  new  restroom  at  the  Bowl  area, 

b.  Planted  two  flats  of  spring-blooming  annuals  at  the 
park  entrance. 

c.  Constructed  300'  of  concrete  forms,  and  poured 
concrete  in  the  construction  of  a  retaining  wall  at 
the  beach, 

d.  Str'pped  forms  spread  and  packed  soil,  and  prepared 
the  beach  for  summer  use, 

e.  Carved  and  painted  eight  signs  for  use  throughout  the 
parks , 


VI.   UNPINISflED  BUSINESS. 


Director  Macdonald  reported  that  he  had  been  approached  by  a 
representative  of  the  City  of  Richmond  regarding  the 
possibility  of  Richmond  joining  the  Park  District.   The  Board 
was  of  the  opinion  that  there  would  be  very  little  that  the 
Park  District  could  do  to  furnish  park  facilities  in  addition 
to  Tilden  Regional  Park  in  the  vicinity  of  Richmond  due  to  the 
fact  that  Lower  Wildcat  Canyon  would  not  provide  satisfactory 
park  land.   The  residents  of  Richmond  now  have  access  to  all 
the  Regional  Parks  and  would  have  little  to  pain  by  coming 
into  the  Park  District.   However,  the  matter  of  Richmond's 
joining  the  District  would  have  to  be  decided  by  the  electors 
of  that  city. 
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B.  Director  Goodrich  told  the  Board  that  he  had  spoken  to  Mr^ 
Joseph  R.  Knowland ,  regarding  Angel  Island,  and  had  been 
informed  that  the  island  was  not  considered  as  particularly 
good  park  land.   He  stated  that  both  Marin  County  and  San 
Francisco  had  thoroughly  investigated  its  possibilities  for 
park  and  recreation  use  and  had  come  to  the  decision  that 
the  matter  of  water  transportation  and  expense  involved  in 
development  would  make  any  plan  for  using  the  island  for  such 
a  purpose  impractical.   Mr.  Knowland  was  definitely  of  the 
opinion  that  any  such  plan  was  unworkable. 

C.  The  two  small  peaks  along  Grizzly  Peak  Blvd.,  which  the  Board 
decided  to  purchase  several  months  ago,  are  now  in  escrow, 
and  we  should  take  title  to  them  sometime  in  April.   Both 
peaks  join  property  and  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  Tilden 
Park. 

District  Manager  Walpole  was  instructed  to  make  arrangements 
for  purchase  of  this  property, 

VII.  NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.  District  Manager  Walpole  requested  permission  to  advertise 
for  bids  for  purchase  of  one  pickup  truck  and  one  small 
dump  truck. 

Two  trucks,  one  1940  Chevrolet  pickup  and  1940  Inter- 
national dump,  will  be  traded  in  on  the  new  equipment,  and 
money  is  available  in  the  budget  for  this  expenditure.

B.  District  Manager  Walpole  told  the  Board  of  Directors  that 
the  California  Spring  Garden  Show  has  reserved  space  for  an 
exhibit  by  the  Park  District,  the  theme  this  year  being 
"Outdoor  Living",   It  was  his  idea  that  a  model  picnic  area 
would  make  an  attractive  showing,  with  suitable  foliage 
taken  from  the  parks;  and  that  such  an  exhibit  would  be 
inexpensive  to  prepare. 

The  Board  of  Directors  were  in  favor  of  having  a  Regional 
Parks  exhibit  at  the  garden  show,  and  felt  that  it  would 
be  very  good  for  public  relations. 


C,  Director  Macdonald  reported  that  on  his  trip  to 
Sacramento  recently  Oakland  Chief  of  Police  Lester 
Devine  haa  suggested  that  a  rifle  range  be  constructed 
in  the  parks  for  use  of  younrsters  so  that  they  might 
learn  safe  handling  of  guns.   Chief  Devine  offered  the 
cooperation  of  the  police  department  in  operation  of 
the  range  and  felt  that  labor  for  construction  could 
be  done  by  prisoners  from  the  city  jail. 

The  Board  v;as  interested  in  construction  of  a  rifle 
range  in  Grass  Valley,  but  no  official  action  was  taken, 

D.  District  Manager  Walpole  recently  met  with  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Oakland  Recreation  Department, 
and  the  Manager  of  the  Alameda  Golf  Course  to  discuss 
a  general  increase  in  prices  for  the  three  public 
golf  courses  in  the  East  Bay. 

The  following-  new  prices  were  recommended,  and  subject 
to  similar  Increases  by  the  other  golf  courses,  the 
Board  approved  the  following  raise  in  prices  for  Tilden 
Golf  Course  to  be  effective  May  1,

RESOLVED,  BY  THIS  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  Of  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  that  in  the  interests 
of  public  safety  a  stop  sign  should  be  posted  at  the 
north  side  of  the  intersection  of  South  Gate  Road  and 
Wildcat  Canyon  Drive.

P,  District  Manager  Walpole  also  mentioned  that  on  the 
trip  to  Sacremento,  he  and  Director  Macdonald  visited 
Land  Park,  and  had  the  opportunity  of  speaking  v/ith 
the  concessionaire  there.   They  found  that  during  the 
three  years  the  concessionaire  had  operated  his  business 
in  Land  Park  he  had  paid  12|^,  16^  and  20^  on  each 
succeeding  year.   His  concession  includes  a  miniature 
merry-go-round,  small  train  and  airplane  ride.   Of  course 
the  climatic  conditions  in  Sacramento  permit  a  longer 
season  and  had  much  business  in  the  evenings  which  is 
not  possible  in  the  Bay  Area. 

It  was  suggested  by  the  District  Manager  that  Mr.  Ross 
Davis,  merry-go-round  concessionaire,  be  permitted  to 
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operate  a  small  food  concession  on  the  area  leveled 
off  on  Grizzly  Peak  Blvd.   This  area  will  be  a  very- 
good  view-point  and  Mr.  Davis  has  expressed  his  opinion 
that  a  small  food  concession  would  be  very  popular  there. 

As  an  additional  recreational  feature  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  knolls  to  be  purchased.  District  Manager  V/alpole 
further  suggested  that  an  amusement  area  for  small 
childred  might  bring  a  good  return.   As  an  experimental 

project,  several  portable  rides  could  be  installed  to 
determine  its  popluarity  and  the  amount  of  revenue  that 
could  be  received  from  such  a  concession. 

The  Board  of  Directors  decided  that  Mr.  Davis  could 
install  a  food  concession  at  the  view-point  on  Grizzly 
Peak  Blvd.  at  his  expense  and  that  if  the  concession 
was  unsuccessful  no  percentage  would  be  charged.

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VII.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  The  two  small  peaks  along  Grizzly  Peak  Blvd.  are 
now  ready  for  us  to  take  title;  all  that  is  nec- 
essary is  to  turn  over  a  check  for  the  proper  amount, 

B,  All  the  Directors  have  received  a  copy  of  the  restric- 
tions imposed  by  the  Utility  District  regarding  the 
purchase  of  Grass  Valley.   The  restrictions  are  practi- 
cally the  same  as  those  imposed  in  previous  purchases 
from  the  District,   However,  the  restrictions  are  still 
in  the  form  of  a  rough  draft  and  we  still  have  the 
opportunity  to  offer  objections  to  any  of  the  re- 
quirements before  purchase. 

District  Manager  Walpole  brought  out  the  fact  that  in 
some  ways  this  apreement  is  better  than  the  agree- 
ment signed  at  the  time  of  purchase  of  the  Bridges 
Canyon  land;  for  instance  it  would  be  possible  to 
have  a  swimiring  pool  in  the  grass  valley  property 
subject,  of  course,  to  certain  sanitary  precautions 
that  would  be  required  by  the  Utility  District. 

The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  agreement  should 
include  a  provision  for  the  utility  district  to  restore 
to  its  original  condition  any  property  belonging  to 
the  Regional  Parks  shoiid  it  become  necessary  to  tear 
up  pavement,  or  damage  the  property  in  any  way  in 
the  course  of  regular  work  done  by  the  Utility  District. 

The  Board  also  wishes  to  have  the  agreement  modified 
to  include  provision  for  a  resident  caretaker;  and 
possibly  to  eleminate  the  paragraph  concerning  a  pre- 
determined re-purchase  price  on  the  property  should 
the  Park  District  wish  to  turn  it  back  to  the  Utility 
District.   It  was  felt  that  provision  might  be  made 
for  a  body  of  three  arbitrators  to  decide  on  such  a 
re-purchase  price  at  the  time  such  a  situation  might 
arise,  although  it  is  unlikely  that  the  Park  District 
would  ever  wish  to  release  any  of  the  property. 

District  Manager  Walpole  suggested  that  the  tract  of 
approximately  500  acres  which  lies  adjacent  to  the 
Grass  Valley  land  near  Redwood  Park  should  be 
included  in  the  purchase.   This  property  is  useful 
only  as  park  land. 

The  Board  of  Directors  instructed  Director  Macdonald 
and  District  Manager  Walpole  to  continue  negotiations 
and  to  secure  favorable  amendments  to  the  agreement 
as  it  has  been  submitted  in  rough  drate;  and  to  give 
consideration  to  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  on 
the  unpaid  portion  of  the  debt  for  Grass  Valley  which 
might  equal  the  interest  paid  on  the  bonds,

B.  The  parking  area  and  view  outlook  on  Grizzly  Peak  Blvd.  has 
been  cors true ted  and  there  is  now  room  for  400  cars  to  park 
and  enjoy  one  of  the  most  outstanding  views  in  the  East  Bay 
Area.  Pians  have  been  com.pleted  to  have  a  small  food  conces- 
sion stand  at  the  area  operated  by  Ross  Davis,  who  operates 
the  merry-go-round . 
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C.  The  first  of  two  outdoor  shelters,  constructed  of  stone, 
complete  with  fireplaces,  to  be  used  by  scouts,  carapfire 
girls  and  youth  organizations  will  be  completed  on  June  3. 
The  PruitVale  Lions  Club,  which  is  donating  ^^500  toward 
the  two  shelters,  will  dedicate  the  building  on  Sunday, 
June  3,  with  appropriate  ceremony  and  a  picnic.

market  to  .'lfel,000.00.   It  was  decided  that  next  year  would 
be  the  proper  time  to  bring  this  matter  up  before  the  state 
legislature. 

C.  President  Sibley  reported  further  developments  concerning 
disposition  of  Angel  Island,  stating  that  the  State  Park 
Commission  is  nov/  handling  the  Island,  but  would  be  will- 
ing to  give  it  to  the  Park  District.   He  pointed  out  that 
it  would  probably  be  possible  to  take  over  the  island  at 
no  expense  to t he  Park  District. 

Mr.  Sibley  was  very  enthusiastic  about  this  proposition; 
however.  Director  Goodrich  expressed  a  doubt  about  the 
legality  of  the  Park  District's  having  Angel  Island  under 
its  jurisdiction  and  told  the  Board  that  he  had  spoken  to 
Mr,  Joseph  R,  Knowland  and  had  received  the  information 
that  the  island  is  not  suitable  for  envelopment  as  a  park  or 
recreational  area. 
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Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Angel  Island 
Foundation  and  the  State  Park  Corranission,  including  Mr. 
Landis  and  Mr.  Hoyt,  would  like  to  meet  with  the  Park 
Board  to  discuss  the  matter  further,  and  it  was  decided 
that  a  Special  Board  Meeting  be  held  on  Monday,  June  1, 
1951,  at  3  p.m.  in  the  Main  Office  at  which  time  the 
Angel  Island  proposal  will  be  taken  up  with  the  Angel 
Island  Foundation  and  State  Park  Commission.

I.   ROLL  CALL. 

The  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East 

Bay  Regional  Park  District  was  held  at  the  Pistrict  Office, 

6500  Broadway,  Oakland,  California,  on  Monday,  June  4,  1951, 
at  3  p.m. 

PRESEOT:     President  Sibley  and  Directors  Goodrich,  Roberts, 
and  Macdonald.   District  Manager  Walpole  was 
also  present, 

ABSENT:      Director  Godfrey, 

II.   PUBLIC  liEARING. 

Representatives  of  the  Angel  Island  Foundation  and  of  the 
State  Park  Commission  met  with  the  Park  Board  to  discuss  the 
possibility  of  the  Regional  Park  District  administering 
Angel  Island  as  a  park.   Among  those  present  were  Mr.  Neil 
Cunningham,  Mr.  Jack  Landis,  Mr.  Cramer,  Mr.  Charles  Dougherty 
and  Mr.  Hoyt,  representing  the  Federal  Government,  under 
whose  jurisdiction  Angel  Island  is  now  being  held. 

It  was  explained  to  the  Park  Board  that  the  State  Park 
Commission  cannot  purchase  Angel  Island  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment until  the  state  has  a  lease-contract  with  some  local 
state  political  sub-division  to  adnmister  the  island.   It 
is  against  the  policy  of  the  state,  to  administer  parks 
which  border  on  municipalities  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
machinery  for  doing  so  does  not  exist,  and  it  is  considered 
more  practical  for  the  state  to  lease  park  lands  in  proximity 
to  cities  to  some  local  administering  body  experienced  in 
meeting  the  particular  needs  in  its  locality. 

President  Sibley  outlined  the  uses  to  which  Angel  Island  might 
be  put  if  operated  as  a  park  by  the  Regional  Park  District.   He 
suggested  that  camps  for  industrial  organizations  and  schools 
would  te  a  source  of  revenue  and  might  be  set  up  as  the  initial 
development.   Furthermore,  President  Sibley  felt  that  Angel 
Island  could  be  an  ideal  site  for  conventions  similar  to 
Asilomar.   However,  the  difficulty  faced  by  the  Regional  Park 
District  in  administering  Angel  Island  is  that   the  Park  dis- 
trict is  contained  entirely  within  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa 
Counties  and,  as  the  Park  District  does  not  have  funds  for 
carrying  out  a  development  program  on  Angel  Island,  there 
would  undoubtedly  be  considerable  public  criticism  should  the 
Park  District  endeavor  to  expend  monies  supplied  by  the  East 
Bay  residents.   The  nuestion  of  legality  of  the  Park  District's 
entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  state  to  make  Angel 
Island  into  a  park  is  still  unanswered,  but  if  it  proved  to 
be  legal,  President  Sibley  stated  that  the  agreement  with 
the  state  would  have  to  contain  an  option  for  a  ten  year 
period, 

Mr.  Landis,  of  the  Angel  Island  Foundation,  told  the  Park 
Board  that  pressure  is  being  brought  to  bear  for  disposal  of 
Angel  Island  as  soon  as  possible. 
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He  told  the  Board  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  acquire 
a  great  deal  of  money  for  Initial  development,  as  the  con- 
cessionaires would  probably  be  in  a  position  to  supply  the 
needed  funds.   He  mentioned  as  an  example  the  Harbor  Tug  & 
Barge  Service,  which  company  could  provide  transportation 
to  the  island  for  8,000  persons  in  one  day  or  1,000  per  hour. 

President  Sibley  stated  that  there  would  have  to  be  trans- 
portation from  the  East  Bay;  and  Mr,  Landis  assured  the 
Board  that  transportation  could  be  established  from  any  of 
various  points  such  as  the  foot  of  Broadway  in  Oakland,  from 
Berkeley  or  Alamedc  and  also  from  the  foot  of  Hyde  Street  in 
San  Francisco.   As  a  source  of  revenue,  the  transportation 
would  be  approximately  lb<^   round  trip  fare  out  of  which  at 
least  \0<^   would  revert  to  the  administering  agency. 

Director  Goodrich  voiced  his  opinion  that  Angel  Island  could 
be  most  beneficially  operated  on  a  wider  scale  than  by  one 
agency  such  as  the  Regional  ParkDis trict, 

Mr,  Landis  advised  the  Park  Board  that  there  were  only  three 
possible  administrating  agencies  to  be  considered  for 
Angel  Island.   One,  was  Marin  County  (which  Is  financially 
not  equipped);  another  is  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco (which  is  re-opening  an  investigation  into  the  matter 
and  seems  to  be  definitely  interested)  and  the  other  is  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  (which  is  the  most  experi- 
enced organization  in  developing  the  type  of  park  which 
Angel  Island  is  most  suited  to  be. 

At  this  point.  Director  Goodrich  read  aloud  Sections  5502 
from  the  Regional  Park  Enabling  Act:   "Two  municipalities, 
together  with  one  or  more  other  municipalities  and  any 
parcel  or  parcels  of  city  or  county  territory,  whether  in 
the  same  or  different  counties,  may  organize  and  incorporate. 
All  the  territory  in  the  proposed  district  shall  be 
contiguous  and  shall  be  located  within  the  boundaries  of  a 
municipal  utility  district  organized  and  existing  under 
Chapter  218  of  the  Statutes  of  1921," 

Mr,  Landis  stated  that  Marin  County  had  received  an  opinion 
from  its  District  Attorney  which  indicated  that  Angel  Island 
is  contiguous  to  Marin  County, 

A  Bay  Area  Map  was  checked,  and  it  was  found  that  neither 
Alameda  nor  Contra  Costa  Counties  were  contiguous  to  Angel 
Island.   It  appeared  that  Angel  Island  lies  approximately 
95^  in  Marin  County  and  5^  in  San  Francisco  County, 

Mr.  Cunningham  stated  that  the  ideal  way  of  handling  Angel 
Island  would  be  to  have  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties  as  joint 
administrators;  and  further  mentioned  that  the  island  would 
have  to  be  made  available  to  the  general  public  rather  than 
to  any  specific  group  of  individuals. 

Director  Goodrich  further  explained  that  when  the  Hall- 
Olmstead  Report  outlined  the  proposal  for  acquisition  of 
park  lands  for  the  East  Bay,  this  land  was  entirely  situated 
in  the  East  Bay  hills  and  formed  the  basis  for  the  origin  of 
the  Regional  Park  District  which  the  East  Bay  residents  voted 
into  existance.   The  people  voted  to  have  a  park  district 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  certain  particularly  suitable 
lands  as  parks. 

la  further  perusal  of  the  Enabling  Act,  Director  Goodrich 
brought  to  the  attention  of  those  present  Section  5402  which 
states  "...A  district,  shall  not  embrace  within  its  boundaries, 
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or  change  its  boundaries  to  include,  any  lands  lying  nearer 
than  one  mile  to  the  Pacific  ocean  or  any  inlet,  bay,  estuary 
or  arm  of  the  ocean."   This  paragraph  raised  an  additional 
question  of  the  legality  of  the  Regional  Park  District's 
possible  administration  of  Angel  Island, 

Although  the  members  of  the  Angel  Island  Foundation  expressed 
their  belief  that  the  public  could  be  depended  upon 
ultimately  for  an  enthusiastic  acceptance  of  a  plan  whereby 
the  Regional  Park  District  would  operate  a  park  on  Angel 
Island,  it  was  concluded  that  any  action  to  bring  this  about 
would  involve  a  great  deal  of  time  in  obtaining  amendments 
to  the  Enabling  Act  through  the  state  legislature  and  a  vote 
of  the  people.   Time  element  is  quite  important,  it  is 
possible  that,  upon  reconsideration,  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  may  be  able  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
state  to  operate  a  park  on  Angel  Island,

Rides  were  given  to 
all  who  wished  to  circle  the  quarter-mile  track  and 
Director  Macdonald  was  on  hand  to  participate  in  the  ride 
around  the  track, 

C.  On  Thursday,  June  14,  a  bus  load  of  hotel  men  and  members 
of  the  Tourist  and  Convention  Bureau  toured  the  City  of 
Oakland,  Lake  Temescal  and  Tilden  Regional  Parks.   Luncheon 
was  served  at  the  Brazilian  Building,  and  the  tour  was 
very  successf'ul  from  the  standpoint  of  showing  the  parks 

to  a  number  of  people  who  had  never  been  in  them  before. 

D.  Attendance: 

On  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  a  new  high  in  attendance  for  that 
day  was  reached  with  76,000  people  using  the  parks.   All 
the  picnic  areas  in  the  park  were  in  use  and  people  were 
picnicking  in  any  spot  that  was  available.

V,    DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.   Attendance,  reached  its  highest  peak  in  the  Regional 
Parks  dur'ng  the  month  of  August,   On  both  Sundays, 
August  5  and  12,  capacity  crov/ds  were  recorded  in  all 
the  parks.   Picnicking  continued  to  be  the  most  popular 
pastime  for  park  visitors,  although  both  swimming  beaches 
had  capacity  crowds  on  all  the  warm  days  of  the  month, 

B»   The  14th  Annual  Regional  Golf  Championship  at  Tilden 

Golf  Course  was  completed,  and  the  prizes  were  a  dmired 
very  much  by  the  winning  contestants.   Prizes  were 
awarded  to  thirty  people  in  all,  with  trophies  going  to 
both  the  winner  and  the  r unner-up  of  each  flite,  as 
well  as  the  medalists.   The  tournament  was  entirely 
self-supporting,  and  all  trophies  and  incidental  expenses 
were  paid  for  by  the  entry  fee. 

C,  The  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  the  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  the  Oakland  Red  Cross  cooperated  in 
presenting  a  water  safety  show,  on  Sunday,  August  26, 
which  attracted  a  large  group  of  spectators.   The  show 
featured  swimming  and  boating  events,  and  particularly 
pointed  out  safety  measures  for  all  water  sports, 

D#   Work  Progress  Report:   Maintenance  of  the  parks  continued 
to  take  up  a  large  part  of  the  time  of  the  park  crews; 
but  in  addition  to  the  regular  maintenance  work,  the 
following  projects  were  either  started  or  completed:

c.  Carried  on  painting  of  white  center  lines  on 
all  park  roads. 

d.  Installed  a  permanent  picnic  table  at  Acacia 
area. 

e.  Installed  three  drinking  fountains  at  the 
Jewel  Lake  restroom  and  three  fountains  at 
Woodland  picnic  area. 

f.  Started  clearing  over-hanging  limbs  away  from 
all  road  signs, 

g.  Started  construction  of  a  fireplace  in  the 
museum, at  the  Nature  Area, 

h.   Completed  painting  the  interior  of  the  Nature 

Area  Museum. 
i.   Located  and  flagged  a  new  trail  and  site  for 

a  little  nature  shrine  to  be  constructed  this 

fall, 
j.    Started  construction  of  a  new  lawn  area  in 

the  Native  Gardens. 
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2.  Tilden  Golf  Course, 

a.  Constructed  a  fence,  200'  long,  and  12"  high 
along  No,  17  fairway  to  protect  players 
driving  from  No,  18  tee. 

b.  Completed  installation  of  sprinkler  system  on 
new  No.  18  tee. 

c.  Raised  the  fairway  between  No,  17  fairway  and 
No,  18  tee  with  200  yards  of  dirt.

VI.    Ul^IFINISHED  BUSIl^IES?. 


President  Sibley  and  the  District  Manager  investigated 
the  pros  and  cons  of  establishing  a  play  area  in 
Redwood  Perk  near  Skyline  Blvd.   A  site  was  finally 
located  which  is  attractive  to  all  parties  concerned, 
and  the  area  has  been  cleared  off.   Seemingly,  all  the 
neighbors  involved  are  satisfied  with  the  site. 
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B,  The  barbecue  in  Grass  Valley  is  to  be  held  Thursday, 
September  6,  and  all  preparations  have  been  made  to 
serve  the  150  people  invited  to  attend.   Approximately 
l<yfo   of  these  people  are  from  the  south  end  of  the  county. 
A  program  has  been  arranf^ed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all 
the  directors  and  their  wives  will  be  able  to  attend. 

C,  The  Fourth  Rough  Draft  of  Proposed  Agreement  Between 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  and  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  Applying  to  Grass  Valley  Lands  was  read 

by  the  Park  Board,  and  found  acceptable  with  one  or  two 
minor  changes • 

The  District  Manager  was  instructed  to  submit  the  Grass 
Valley  agreement  to  the  District  Attorney's  office  for 
approval. 

D,  Brougher  Property:   The  Park  Board  was  informed  by  the 
Mason-McDuff ie  Company  that  the  owners  of  the  Brougher 
Property  would  sell  the  82-acre  tract  to  the  Regional 
Parks  for  |60,000.00. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  in  favor  of  purchasing  this 
land,  and  instructed  the  District  Manager  to  draw  up  a 
warrant  in  the  amount  of  $60,000.00  payable  to  the 
Oakland  Title  Insurance  and  Guaranty  Company.

VII.    W^l   BUSIT^SS. 

A.    One  of  the  park  employees,  George  Rowland,  who  has  been 
with  the  Park  District  for  almost  ten  years,  suffered 
a  heart  attack  approximately  three  months  ago.   It  is 
believed  that  he  will  be  able  to  return  to  work  at  some 
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future  date.   So  far  his  time  off  has  all  been  covered 
by  accumulated  annual  and  sick  leave  and  over-time. 

The  District  Manager  would  like  to  request  that  the 
Board  authorize  continuance  of  his  salary  for  an 
additional  30  or  60  days  with  the  expectation  that  he 
will  be  able  to  make  up  his  time  off  when  he  is  able  to 
return  to  work.   Hov\rland '  s  record  has  been  excellent, 
and  he  has  been  one  of  our  most  faithful  workers.

A.  The  Annual  Report  for  the  1950-1951  period,  prepared 
by  the  District  Manager,  is  now  completed  and 
presented  to  the  Board  herewith. 

B.  The  barbecue  in  Grass  Valley  on  Thursday,  September  6, 
1951,  v^as  very  successful;  and  a  great  deal  of  public 
relations  work  was  accomplished  by  the  Regional  Park 
District. 

C.  The  Model  Train  Meet,  held  on  the  three-day  Labor 
Day  weekend  was  attended  by  some  75  entrants,  one 
coming  from  as  f ar  a/'/ay  as  Canada.  The  affair  was 
considered  highly  successful,  and  a  great  many 
spectators  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  various 
model  steam  trains  in  action. 

^«    Brougher  Property:   The  82-acre  piece  of  property  known 
as  the  Brougher  Property  has  been  purchased  and  has 
gone  through  escrow.   This  piece  of  property  is  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  that  we  have  acquired,  and 
will  lend  itself  to  the  building  of  a  concentrated 
recreation  area.   It  can  provide  parking  facilities 
for  at  least  two  thousand  people. 


The  Board  of  Directors  authorized  District  Manager 
Walpole  to  have  the  area  surveyed  and  to  have  plans 
drawn  up  for  a  concentrated  recreational  area  to 
include  a  swimming  pool  with  dressing  rooms,  large 
picnic  areas  and  a  large  parking  lot;  and  to  submit 
these  plans  to  the  Board  at  a  later  date.

f ♦   Started  to  repair  the  house  on  the  new  property. 
g.   Rigged  up  an  emergency  pump  and  started  to 
pump  out  the  old  well, 

4.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Replaced  a  rusted  12"  drain  pipe  under  the 
pavement  at  the  upper  end  of  the  park  with  25* 
of  new  corrugated  iron  pipe. 

b.  To  cooperate  with  requests  of  residents  on 
Chabot  Road,  two  signs  were  placed  at  the 
Chabot  Hood  exit  reading  "Children  At  Play" 
and  "One  Lane  Road." 

c*   Constructed,  carved  and  painted  a  large  rustic 
sign  for  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area  and 
24  small  horse-trail  signs  for  use  in  Tilden 
Park  to  by-pass  the  new  railroad  grade  there. 

d.  Pushed  the  sand  back  on  the  beach  with  the  new 
grader  to  prevent  its  being  washed  away  during 
the  winter.

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS, 

Director  Goodrich  has  contacted  Mr.  Robert  Hunter  of  The 
District  Attorney's  office,  who  is  drawing  up  a  purchase  agree- 
ment concerning  purchase  of  Grass  Valley  property  to  be 
presented  to  the  Utility  District,   The  agreement  is  being 
simplified  and  should  be  finished,  soon. 
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VII.    New  BUSINESS. 


A,   To  completely  develop  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  wster  from  the  Utility 
District.  Water  must  be  brought  a  distance  of  two  miles;

The  Board  of  Directors  discussed  this  matter  and  decided 
that  such  amendment  to  the  Enabling  Act  would  be  dis- 
advantageous to  the  Park  District,   The  District  Manager 
was  instructed  to  write  a  letter  to  Senator  Breed 
expressing  the  Board's  appreciation  for  his  interest 
in  the  Park  District  and  for  the  stand  he  has  taken

V.    DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  The  heavy  rains  this  season  have  caused  a  new  record  at 
Lake  Anza  in  that  water  is  already  running  over  the 
spill-way.   In  spite  of  the  high  wind  and  extremely  heavy 
rain,  the  parks  have  escaped  serious  damage.   Drainage

VI.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  gave  us  2,500 
Monterey  pines  during  the  month,  and  they  plan  to  make 
40,000  more  available  to  us  next  year. 

B.  President  Sibley  and  the  district  manager  attended  a 
meeting  in  Sacramento  on  Tuesday,  January  15,  to  speak 
before  a  civic  group  which  plans  to  form  a  Regional 

Park  District  providing  camping  sites  along  the  Sacramento 
and  American  Rivers. 

C.  On  Saturday,  January  19,  PresidentSibley  and  the  district 
manager  attended  a  conservation  conference  in  Berkeley. 
Colored  slides  of  the  Regional  Parks  were  shown  and 
President  Sibley  conducted  the  panel  on  parks,  recreation 
and  conservation. 

D.  Weather  slowed  down  outdoor  construction  during  the  month 
but  the  following  projects  were  either  started  or  completed:

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Cut  and  bucked  up  17  eucalyptus  trees  for 
firewood. 

b.  Painted  the  interior  of  the  golf  clubhouse. 

c.  Planted  43  Bishop  pines  along  the  edge  of  No.  1 
fairway. 

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Planted  1,000  Monterey  pines  along  the  Dunn 
Trail, 

b.  Carried  on  construction  at  the  Roberts  Area: 
Completed  two  20'  picnic  tables;  installed 
bases  for  two  double  fireplaces;  cleared  the 
boundary  of  the  area  for  installation  of  a 
rustic  fence  1,200'  long,  and  dug  132  post 
holes .

a.  Planted  500  Monterey  pines  along  Broadway 
Terrace  and  in  the  area  denuded  by  construction 
of  the  freeway.

IV.   COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.   Letter  of  February  1,  1952,  received  from  R.L.Pardini 
of  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  giving  the 
estimated  cost  of  installation  of  a  water  main  on 
Skyline  Blvd.  to  serve  the  Roberts  Recreation  Area  to 
$31,073. 
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If  the  Board  wishes  to  proceed  with  this  work  they  may 
indicate  their  decision  and  request  submission  of  a 
formal  agreement  flr>m  the  Utility  District. 

District  Manager  Walpole  recommended  that  the  Board  wait 
to  take  action  on  this  issue  until  further  developments 
take  placG,  since  it  is  possible  that  new  fire  hydrants 
may  be  installed  on  Skyline  Blvd.  soon.   This  would 
probably  eliminate  a  portion  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
water  line  given  in  Mr.  Pardini's  letter.   It  is  also 
possible  that  the  fire  department  and  the  Utility  District 
would  share  with  the  Park  District  an  arrangement  in  the 
cost  of  installation  of  the  water  line  and  that  an  arrange- 
ment might  be  made  whereby  any  person  wishing  to  hook  into 
the  line  at  a  later  date  would  pay  into  a  fund  which  would 
be  pro-rated  back  to  the  payors  of  the  installation  cost. 

The  Board  of  Directors  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  not 
taking  action  on  this  matter  until  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  board.   The  District  Manager  was  requested  to 
contact  the  fire  department  and  water  district  with  regard 
to  sharing  the  expense. 

B.  Letter  of  February  15,  1952,  received  from  Wm.Penn  Mott,  Jr., 
Superintendent  of  Parks,  City  of  Oakland,  stating  that  he 
has  been  unable  to  find  a  letter  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utility  District  regarding  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
installation  of  a  water  main  on  Skyline  Blvd.   Mr,  Mott 
recalled  that  the  Utility  District  had  originally  given  him 
an  estimate  of  $8,000  or  |9,000  to  do  this  work  if  the 

city  did  the  ditching  and  backfilling.   At  the  time  this 
figure  was  given  it  was  their  intention  to  reach  an  agree- 
ment whereby  the  City  of  Oakland  and  the  Park  Department 
would  share  the  cost.   Ordered  filed, 

C.  Letter  of  February  20,  1952,  received  from  A.F,  Bray,  Jr. 
an  attorney  representing  Mr.  Jerry  G.  Farrar,  requesting 
a  right-of-way  across  Roundtop  Park  for  the  purpose  of 
gaining  access  to  a  quarry.   In  return  for  the  right-of- 
way,  Mr,  Farrar  is  willing  to  msk  e  one  thousand  tons  of 
gravel  available  to  the  Park  District  each  year. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  of  the  opinion  that  a  temporary 
permit -might  be  issued  to  Mr.  Farrar  to  cross  park  property 
and  that  he  would  have  to  stand  any  expense  in  constructing 
and  maintaining  a  road.   District  Manager  Walpole  suggested 
that  Mr.  Farrar  should  provide  a  survey  Indicating  the 
location  of  the  right-of-way  he  needs  and  pointed  out  that 
allowing  him  to  have  a  roadway  through  the  park  would  be 
advantageous  to  the  park  in  that  it  would  provide  access 
to  part  of  the  park  heretofore  undeveloped  and  he  would 
supply  gravel  from  his  quarry  which  would  be  useful. 

The  Board  referred  the  matter  to  the  District  Manager  to 
be  investigated  more  thoroughly. 

V,   DISTRICT  MANAGER ^S  REPORT, 

A,    The  District  Manager  put  on  a  Regional  Park  Day  at  the 
North  Oakland  Kiwanis  Club  on  February  1,  showing  new 
color  slides  and  telling  of  the  need  for  outdoor  trailside 
shelters  like  the  two  built  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Fruitvale  Lions  Club  in  Redwood  Regional  Park  last  year. 
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The  North  Oakland  Club  pledged  $400  for  the  construction 
of  a  trailside  shelter  in  the  girls'  camp  in  Tilden  Park. 
Construction  of  this  shelter  will  start  around  March  15. 

B.  Director  Macdonald  and  the  District  Manager  attended  the 
California  Recreation  Convention  at  Fresno,  California, 
February  19,  20  and  21,   A  great  many  subjects  of  interest 
and  instruction  on  park  and  recreation  were  heard.   The 
meeting  was  attended  by  approximately  250  park  and 
recreation  people  from  all  over  the  state. 

Director  Macdonald  reported  that  they  stressed  family  life 
and  that  Newton  Drury  brought  out  the  fact  that  perhaps  too 
much  attention  is  devoted  toactive  recreation  developments 
rather  than  to  acquisition  of  land  for  future  development. 

C.  We  were  successful  in  persuading  the  highway  District  to 
buy  30  five  gallon  can  size  redwood  trees  and  present  them 
to  the  Regional  Parks  to  replace  trees  damaged  at  the 
Broadway  Terr-ace  entrance  to  Lake  Teraescal.   These  trees 
have  been  planted,  and  their  cost  to  the  Highway  District 
was  $3,50  per  tree. 

The  weather  during  the  month  of  February  continued  to  be 
such  as  to  discourage  attendance.   However,  the  few  good 
days  that  we  had  brought  out  considerable  crowds.   During 
the  month  the  following  work  projects  were  either  started 
or  completed:

e.  Installed  250  ft.  of  log  barriers  at  new  picnic 
area  by  Wildcat  Creek, 

f .  Completed  two  double  picnic  stoves  at  same  picnic 
area. 

g.  Completed  two  redwood  picnic  tables,  permanent  type 

10  ft,  long,  at  the  new  picnic  area, 

h.   Planted  100  Bishop  pines  around  site  of  the 

miniature  railroad, 
i.   Completed  construction cf  a  bulletin  board  for  the 

Nature  Area, 
j.   Installed  a  new  rustic  mail-box  at  Spruce  Gate 

entrance, 
k.   Hauled  240  yards  of  quarry  rock  to  the  pony  ride. 
1.   Hauled  370  yards  of  quarry  rock  to  the  railroad 

parking  area.

VI.   NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.   District  Manager  Walpole  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  that  the  flycasters*  floats  in  Lake  Temescal 
are  in  extremely  poor  condition  and  that  the  cost  of 
repairing  them  periodically  is  considerable.   He 
presented  a  plan  for  construction  of  an  e arth  filled 
promontory  at  the  south  end  of  the  lake  which  would 
require  no  maintenance  as  it  would  be  a  permanent 
physical  feature.   The  Board  studied  this  plan  and 
authorized  the  District  Manager  to  carry  out  its  constr- 
uction.

Mr.  Roberts  is  one  of  the  most  .active  members  of  the 
Labor  council  and  this  recognition  of  his  work  in  the 
improvement  of  community  life,  Mr.  Ash  states,  reflects 
honor  to  the  labor  movement.   Ordered  filed, 

B.  A  memorandum  from  Jack  Parker,  Naturalist,  dated  March 
19,  1952,  concerning  activities  in  the  Tilden  Nature  Area 
stated  that  there  was  a  45%   increase  in  attendance  in 

the  Ranger  Club  over  the  comparable  period  last  year; 
girls'"  groups  and  hiking  clubs  made  reservations, 
totaling  390  individuals;  Sunday  visitors  number  between 
270  and  750,  depending  on  weather;  27  girl  scout  leaders 
participated  in  first  session  of  training  school  compared 
with  15  last  year;   and  development  of  the  museum  is 
continuing. 

Mr.  Parker  points  out  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
persons  enjoying  the  Nature  Area  facilities  and  changes 
and  improvements  constantly  being  made  to  keep  up  with 
the  Nature  Area's  rising  popularity.   In  their  forestry 
activities,  the  Boy  Scouts  planted  160  trees,  sixth  graders 
planted  40  and  the  Ranger  Club  planted  30.   The  trees 
consisted  of  Douglas  fir,  Jeffrey  pine  and  redwood. 

VI.    DISTRICT  MNAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  Two  regional  park  programs  were  put  on  during  the  month: 
One  for  the  Metropolitan  Horsemen's  Association  and  one 
for  the  Joaquin  Miller  Improvement  Club.   The  new  color 
slides  were  used  for  both  programs.. 

B.  The  Division  of  Highways  is  furnishing  over  280  plants 
to  be  planted  at  the  Broadway  Terrace  entrance  to  Lake 
Temescal  and  along  Landvale  Road, 

C.  Heavy  rains  during  the  month  hampered  a  great  many  projects 
which  are  under  way.   The  worst  damage  suffered,  however, 
was  to  the  8"  pipe  line  running  from  Lake  Anza  to  the  golf 
course.   There  are  seven  breaks  in  the  line  in  the  section 
between  the  lake  and  the  Brazilian  Building,  caused  by 
extensive  slides.   A  great  deal  of  repair  work  will  have 

to  be  made  on  this  section  of  the  line  before  water  can 
be  pumped  from  the  lake  to  the  golf  course.

f.  Hauled  120  yards  of  rock  from  the  quarry  to  the 
miniature  railway  parking  area. 

g.  Hauled  1,000  yards  of  dirt  fill  to  Anza  View  picnic 
area  to  provide  additional  parking  space. 

h.   Completed  construction  of  two  ten  foot  redwood 
picnic  tables  at  Wildcat  picnic  area. 

i.   Sawed  and  split  30  cords  of  eucalyptus  wood  for 
park  fireplaces. 

j.   Cleaned  and  painted  115  garbage  cans  for  picnic 
areas. 

k.   Started  construction  of  a  stable  for  the  pony  ride. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Treated  and  sulphated  all  golf  course  greens. 

b.  Felled  and  bucked  up  18  eucalyptus  trees, 

c.  Planted  24  Bishop  pines  and  58  Douglas  firs  along 
No.  1,2  and  3  fairways. 

d.  Completely  rebuilt  two  power  greens  mowers. 

e.  Repaired  and  painted  87  automatic  sprinklers, 

f .  Repaired  and  painted  all  metal  tee  markers. 

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  eleven  20'  picnic  tables  for  the  Roberts 
area. 

b.  Completed  one  12'  barbecue  pit  at  the  Roberts 
area. 

c.  Set  80  fence  posts  along  the  property  line  between 
the  Roberts  area  and  Sequoia  Park, 

d  .  Cleaned  up  all  junk  and  salvaged  700  pounds  of  scrap

f.  Installed  and  painted  a  cabinet  in  the  reception 
office  to  provide  storage  space  for  office  records 
and  supplies, 

VII.   UI'IFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  After  extensive  discussion  ^f   the  right  to  bring  water  into 
the  Roberts  Area,  the  District  Manager  believes  we  should 
apply  for  the  service  even  though  Installation  cost  would 
be  |31,073. 

The  Utility  District  believes  that  we  stand  an  excellent 
chance  of  recovering  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  original 
outlay  from  other  subscribers  who  will  wish  to  make  use 
of  this  line.  Each  person  taking  service  from  the  line 
would  have  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  original  cost  of  instal- 
lation on  a  front  footage  basis..  Therefore,  in  a  matter  of 
ten  years  or  less  approximately  |21,000  would  be  returned 
to  the  Park  District, 

The  Oakland  Park  Department  will  definitely  draw  water  from 
this  line  as  will  residents  in  that  vicinity  and  their  pay- 
ment for  tying  into  the  water  line  on  a  front  footage  basis 
will  result  in  reimbursement  to  the  Park  District  of  a 
major  portion  of  the  original  outlay.   The  water  line  will 
be  maintained  by  the  Utility  District, 

Director  Goodrich  suggested  that  this  matter  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  District  Attorney's  office  for  an  opinion 
as  to  the  legality  of  the  Regional  Park's  paying  for  the 
Installation  of  the  line  and  receiving  reimbursement.   The 
Board  of  Directors  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  action 
and  Instructed  the  District  Attorney's  office.   If  considered 
legal,  the  Boord  decided  that  the  new  water  line  should  be 
installed  as  soon  as  possible  with  payment  being  made  from  the 
general  fund. 

B,  The  agreement  concerning  the  proposed  purchase  of  Grass 
Valley  prepared  by  the  District  Attorney's  office  was 
received  and  copies  were  submitted  to  each  director. 

Director  Goodrich  stated  that  he  believed  the  agreement 
had  been  reduced  to  its  simplest  form  and,  with  permission 
of  the  District  Attorney's  office,  he  turned  the  agreement 
over  to  the  Utility  District  for  consideration  by  its 
Board.

District  Manager  Walpole  thought  that  another  stable  might 
be  built,  in  a  suitable  location,  so  that,  since  Miss  Graham's 
stable  will  eventually  te  wrecked,  there  would  still  be  a 
riding  stable. 

Director  Macdonald  was  interested  in  the  sp proximately  30 
acre  strip  of  land  between  the  Redwood  Park  boundary  and 
Skyline  Blvd.  which  is  owned  by  the  American  Trust  Company. 

As  this  land  might  be  a  good  location  for  a  recreation 
building  the  Board  requested  District  Manager  Walpole  to 
inquire  as  to  the  asking  price,

A:   The  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  had  an  exhibit  in 
the  annual  California  Spring  Garden  Show  depicting  a 
portion  of  a  nature  trail  through  the  park.   The  actual 
cost  of  materials  for  the  exhibit  v/as  $50,00,  and  the 
prize  money  should  amount  to  at  least  f 125. 00.   All  the 
plants  purchased  for  the  exhibit  will  be  used  in  the 
parks  after  the  show. 

B.  The  U.C.  Hiking  Club,  20  members  strong,  turned  out  on 
April  13  to  assist  Jack  Parker  in  working  on  the  nature 
trail  around  Jewel  Lake,   They  donated  100  man  hours  to 
this  project, 

C.  The  ranger  club  operating  in  the  Nature  Area  for  children 
between  the  ages  of  12  and  14  continues  to  draw  children 
from  all  over  the  East  Bay  area.   Attendance  at  the 
ranger  club  meetings  was  356  against  245  for  the  comparable 
period  last  year.   A  number  of  members  come  from  as  far

VI.   UWINISHED  BUSINESS  .- 

A.   On  April  23,  President  Sibley,  Vice-President  Goodrich 
and  the  District  Manager  met  at  the  District  Attorney's 
office  with  President  Breuner  of  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utility  District  and  their  attorney  Hal  Raihes,   The 
conditions  of  sale  of  the  Grass  Valley  property  were 
discussed  and  efforts  were  made  to  reconcile  the  agreement 
prepared  by  the  water  district  and  the  one  prepared  by 
the  District  Attorney's  office, 

A  great  deal  of  progress  was  made  in  the  direction  and 
the  general  feeling  seems  to  be  that  a  satisfactory  agree- 
ment that  would  enable  us  to  purchase  the  property  could 
be  worked  out. 


President  Sibley  thought  that  Vice-President  Goodrich 
had  very  accurately  indicated  to  Mr.  Ereuner  and  Mr,  Raines 
the  desire  of  the  Park  Board  to  comply  with  all  necessary 
restrictions  in  the  development  of  Grass  Valley  as  a 
regional  park,  and  of  its  wish  to  cooperate  with  the  Utility 
District  in  properly  maintaining  the  area. 

Vice-President  Goodrich  stated  that  he  found  Mr.  Breuner 
and  Mr,  Raines  quite  agreeable  to  forming  a  compromise

In  the  opinion 
of  the  District  Attorney's  office  we  can  legally  enter 
into  the  agreement  and  the  District  Manager  informed  the 
water  district  of  this  fact. 

During  the  month  we  also  had  a  meeting  of  representatives 
of  the  water  district  on  the  ground  at  the  Roberts  Area 
and  thrashed  out  the  areas  in  which  the  water  would  be 
used,   A  portion  of  this  area  lies  within  the  Oakland 
city  limits  where  they  must  furnish  water,  and  a  large 
portion  of  it  lies  outside  the  city  which  they  are  not 
obliged  to  serve  with  water. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  area  that  will  need  the  water  service 
is  within  the  city  limits  and  therefore  this  restriction 
should  not  hamper  us  in  the  least  in  developing  the  area, 

C.  We  are  still  checking  on  the  price  of  the  30-acre  strip 
of  land  between  our  boundary  and  Skyline  Blvd,  We  should 
have  a  price  on  this  In  the  near  future, 

VIII.  I^TEW  BUSINESS.

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A*     Attendance.  Very  heavy  attendance  has  been  experienced 
in  all  the  Regional  Parks  on  the  warm  days.   On 
the  week-end  of  June  14-15,  an  estimated  45,000 
people  made  use  of  the  parks. 

B.  The  Ladies  Driving  Contest  at  the  golf  course 
driving  range  raised  over  $200  for  the  Children's 
Hospital.   Over  100  prizes  were  given  away  which 
were  donated  by  members  of  the  sorority  which 
sponsored  the  event, 

C.  Junior  Golf  Tournament.   In  conjunction  with  the 
Berkeley  J'unior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Junior 
Golf  Tournament  will  be  held  at  the  golf  course 
starting  July  7,   The  tournament  will  continue 
during  the  week  with  finals  on  July  11,   Over  100 
youngsters  between  the  ages  of  14  and  18  will 
participate, 

D.  Tilden  Park  Railroad,   Our  newest  concession,  a 

-  miniature  railroad  in  Tilden  Park,  was  previewed 
to  the  public  on  June  15.   On  this  day,  over  800 
passengers  were  hauled  free  of  charge,  and  a 
tremendous  amount  of  interest  in  the  train  was 
augmented  by  the  old  fashioned  engine.   Adults' 
acceptance  and  interest  in  this  project  surpassed 
that  of  the  children. 

E.  Open  House  at  the  Nature  Area.   On  June  14,  the 
Junior  Rangers  of  the  Nautre  Area  held  open  house 
for  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  youngsters 
taking  part  in  the  program.   Pot  luck  supper  was 
served  and  everyone  was  invited  to  inspect  the  area 
and  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Junior  Rangers. 
Director  and  Mrs,  Macdonald  represented  the  Park 
Board  at  this  affair. 

P.     Metropolitan  Horsemen's  Field  Day.   In  spite  of  bad 
weather,  which  somewhat  hampered  activities,  some 
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300  horsemen  turned  out  at  the  race  track  in  Redwood  Park 
to  take  part  In  the  riding  events  of  the  Annual  Metro- 
politan Horsemen's  George  McDaniel  Field  Day,   A  fine 
display  of  horsemanship  was  demonstrated  in  the  scheduled 
events., 

G.   Work  Progress  Report,   A  great  deal  of  time  is  taken 

up  during  this  period  of  the  year  with  maintenance  and 
clean-up  of  the  areas  due  to  heavy  use  of  the  parks. 
However,  the  following  work  was  either  started  or 
completed  during  the  month:

c.  Installed  a  new  toilet  in  the  ladies  dressing  room, 

d.  Repaired  and  replaced  100  lineal  feet  of  auto 
barrier  on  the  dam, 

e.  Received  1,000  yards  of  roc^  and  earth  fill  from 
the  state  highway  department  and  spread  it  with 
the  park  bull  dozer  at  the  upper  end  of  the  lake 
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in  construction  of  a  flycasters'  area. 
f#  Installed  30'  of  12"  cluvert  in  construction 

of  the  flycasters'  area, 
g.  Cut  two  cords  of  firewood  with  the  power  saw  and 

stacked  it  in  the  picnic  areas.. 

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.   Grass  Valley.   The  District  Manager  has  contacted  the 
Utility  District  in  regard  to  assurance  thaj;  it  will 
be  possible  to  secure  water  for  operation  of  Grass 
Valley  as  a  park.   No  positive  reply  has  been  received 
to  date.  The  contract  with  the  Utility  District  for 
purchase  of  the  Grass  Valley  property  is  still  under 
consideration. 

VII.   NEW  BUSINESS. 


A.   The  District  Manager  recommends  a  general  $10  raise  for 
all  regular  park  employees,    his  raise  is  in  con- 
formity with  the  step  plan  recommended-  by  Directors 
Roberts  and  Macdonald  two  years  ago  and  is  based  on 
rising  living  costs,  length  of  service  and  merit. 

The  Board  of  Directors  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of 
increasing  the  wages  of  all  park  employees  $10  per 
month,  and  authorized  the  District  Manager  to  make  the 
increases  effective  July  1,  1952. 

Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  a  committee  be  formed 
to  review  the  salaries  of  the  District  Manager  and  his 
assistants  as  some  othjer  provision  might  be  made  for 
salary  increases  for  these  two  positions.

A,  Attendance  in  all  the  Regional  Parks  continued  to 
be  high  during  July  with  the  heaviest  attendance  of 
the  month  on  the  weekend  of  July  4.   It  is  estimated 
that  over  80,000  persons  used  the  Regional  Parks 
during  that  three-day  period, 

B,  Golf  Tournaments:   The  Junior  Golf  Tournament,  held  ■ 
July  7-11,  found  a  field  of  60  junior  golfers  bet- 
ween the  ages  of  14  and  18  taking  part.   The  winner 
of  the  junior  tournament  went  to  Sacramento  to  take 
part  in  the  state  junior  golf  championship  and 
finished  in  third  place.   The  Berkeley  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce  assisted  in  sponsoring  this  event. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Regional  Championship  started 
July  26,  with  a  field  of  250  golfers  taking  part. 
The  tourney  continues  to  be  self-supporting  through 
entry  fees  of  $2,00  per  contestant.   Sufficient 
money  is  collected  topay  for  all  prizes, 

C,  The  official  opening  of  the  miniature  railroad  will 
be  held  on  Saturday,  August  16,  2  p.ra.   Invitations 
were  sent  to  over  1,000  persons  in  the  name  of  the 
Board  of  Directors, 

The  operators  of  the  railroad  will  give  free  rides 
on  the  trail  and  free  ice  cream  and  soft  drinks 
will  be  furnished  by  the  Golden  State  Creamery  and 
Birley's,   Guests  are  invited  to  bring  their  families 

President  Sibley  suggested  that  three  Sequoias 
Gigantia  be  planted  in  memory  of  the  members  of  the 
University  of  California  Class  Clubs  who  lost  their 
lives  in  World  War  II, 

District  Manager  Walpole  requested  permission  of 
the  Board  to  secure  some  type  of  souveneir  for  the 
children  of  the  event.   The  Board  was  unanimously 
in  favor  of  carrying  out  this  idea, 

D,  On  July  21,  thirty  boys  between  the  ages  of  15  and 
18  reported  to  Jack  Parker  in  the  Nature  Area  to 
take  part  in  the  Work  Recreation  program  sponsored 
by  the  Regional  Park  District,   '■'■'hey  were  divided 
into  three  groups  and  are  working  on  trail  and 
bridge  construction  and  on  buklding  an  overnight 
stone  hut.   The  Program  seems  to  be  going  very  well 
and  it  has  received  considerable  publicity  in  the 
newspapers.   Using  this  for  a  pilot  operation,  it

These  paragraphs 
referred  to  mineral  rights  and  surface  and  underground 
watej?  ways. 

The  Board  unanimously  agreed  to  leave  paragraph  3f 
concerning  waterways  as  it  is  now  written;  ^nd  to  re*, 
word  paragraph  3g  regarding  mineral  rights  to  the 
effect  that  the  Park  District  would  have  all  mineral 
rights,  hut  would  not  carry  on  any  mining  or  dril- 
ling without  approval  of  the  Municipal  Utility.  Dist- 
rict and  such  mining  or  drilling  would  be  done  on 
terms  mutually  satisfactory  to  both  parties-. 

Director  Goodrich  pointed  out  that  fundamentally  the 
Utility  District  should  have  no  qualms  about  grant- 
ing mineral  rights  to  the  Park  District  as  the  Park 
District  is  not  in  a  position  to  develop  any  mineral, 
gas,  or  oil  that  might  be  found  on  the  property. 
The  Park  District  is  interested  in  the  land  for  park 
purposes  only,

C,   District  Manager  Walpole  told  the  Board  that  he  had 
been  contacted  by  the  First  National  Bank  in  San 
Leandro  who  wished  to  sell  four  Elephant  Trains 
which  were  originally  used  at  the  World's  Fair  in 
1939-1940. 

Mr.  Walpole  inspected  the  trains  and  found  that  they 
have  a  four-cylinder  Ford  motor  and  will  carry 
about  60  persons.   It  is  possible  that  the  trains 
could  provide  transportation  from  the  end  of  the 
bus  line  into  Tilden  Park,  if  they  have  enough  power 
to  climb  the  hills,   They  are  equipped  with  air 
brakes  and  travel  about  20  miles  per  hour.   Al- 
though four  trains  are  for  sale,  Mr.  Walpole  suggest- 
ed that,  if  it  should  prove  practical  to  use  them, 
two  trains  would  be  sufficient. 

Two  of  the  Elephant  Trains  will  be  brought  to 

Tilden  Park  on  Tuesday,  August  5,  for  a^ demonstration 
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of  its  performance  in  the  hills, 

D,  President  Sibley  suggested  that  the  Board  might 
be  interested  in  having  an  exhibit  of  mining 
equipment  and  relics  from  the  gold  rush  days 

in  California.   Mr,  Howard  Baxter  of  San  Jose,  a 
friend  of  Mr.  Sibley,  has  made  a  hobby  of  collect- 
ing the  mining  gear  and  might  be  willing  to  have 
it  placed  on  exhibit  in  the  parks,  as  it  would 
be  educational  and  very  interesting  to  the  public. 

President  Sibley  felt  that  such  an  exhibit  could 
be  made  self-sustaining.   However.  Director  Godfrey 
was  of  the  opinion  thart  the  Park  District  should 
avoid  Installation  of  to  many  things  for  which  a 
charge  would  have  to  be  made.

V.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A,  Letter  of  August  6,  1952,  received  from  A.  J.  Oliveira 
of  the  First  National  Bank  of  San  Leandro  quoting  a 
price  of  $9,000  for  the  two  elephant  trains  which  were 
inspected  with  a  view  to  possible  use  in  the  parks. 

The  elephant  trains  were  demonstrated  on  roads  in  Tilden 
Park  and  the  District  Manager  was  of  the  opinion  that, 
in  addition  to  the  fact  that  |7,C00  would  be  a  high 
enough  price  to  pay  for  the  trains,  there  are  possible 
draw-backs  to  their  use  in  the  park.   The  elephant 
tra  ns  would  probably  impede  traffic  and  might  hove 
difficulty  in  negotiating  the  sharp  turns  as  they  are 
quite  long;  there  would  be  a  problem  of  housing  them 
when  not  in  use  and  in  general  maintenance. 

After  consideration  of  the  matter,  the  Board  instructed 
the  District  Manager  to  notify  Mr,  Oliveira  that  the 
Regional  Park  District  is  not  prepared  to  purchase  the 
trains  at  the  present  time, 

B,  Letter  of  August  7,  1952,  received  from  John  W,  McF^rland 

of  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  stating 
that  water  will  be  made  available  to  the  Park  District 
for  use  in -Grass  Valley  under  a  special  contract  at  t 
their  rates  for  outside  district  boundaries. 

The  Board  accepted  these  terms  for  water  supply  in 
Grass  Valley,  and  District  Manager  was  asked  to  inform 
the  Utility  District  of  this  fact, 

C,  Letter  of  ^ugust  13,  1952,  received  from  F,  H,  Eastman 
of  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  regarding 
water  served  to  ^^edwood  Park  through  two  meters  on 
Shirley  Drive;  and  informing  the  Park  "^istrict  that  the 
charge  for  this  water  will  henceforth  be  made  at 
"outside  district  boundaries"  rates. 

District  Manager  Walpole  explained  to  the  Board  that 
water  used  through  these  meters  has,  for  fifteen  years, 
been  paid  for  at  regular  rates  as  the  meters  are  actually 
within  the  Utility  district  boundaries  although  the 
water  used  is  piped  into  Redwood  Park  and  outside  the 
Utility  district  boundary. 

It  was  decided  that  President  Sibley  would  speak  to 
Mr,  Thomas  Nellsen  of  the  Utility  District  Board  on 
this  subject  and  clarify  the  details  of  the  matter  to 
him  as  it  seems  that  a  change  to  outside  district  rates 
is  unjustified, 

D,  Letter  of  August  19,  1952,  received  from  Stanley  E, 
McCaffrey  of  the  University  of  California  Alumni  Assoc, 
expressing  on  behalf  of  the  U.C.  Class  Clubs  their  thanks 
for  the  dedication  of  trees  at  the  miniature  railway 
opening  ceremony  to  those  members  of  the  clubs  who  lost 
their  lives  in  World  War  II, 
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President  Sibley  read  a  letter  he  had  received  from  Mr. 
McCaffrey  in  the  same  vein  and  another  letter  he  had 
received  from  a  small  child  who  had  been  present  at  the 
ceremony  and  had  enjoyed  the  celebration  of  the  train's 
official  opening. 

E,  Letter  of  August  20,  1952,  received  from  W,  M.  Robertson, 
Director  of  Civil  Defense,  enclosing  a  proposed  lease 
covering  a  civil  defense  installation  on  property  presently 
leased  by  the  Park  District  to  the  U,  S.  Army  ■'Engineers, 
The  office  of  civil  defense  will  continue  to  press  the 
army  engineers  for  termination  of  their  lease. 

Although  the  letter  from  Mr.  Robertson  is  written  in 
terms  of  the  army  engineers  turning  a  portion  of  the 
leased  land  directly  over  to  the  office  of  civil  defense, 
the  concensus  of  the  Board  was  that  all  the  property 
should  be  returned  to  the  Regional  Park  district  by  the 
army  and  at  such  time  as  this  is  done,  the  Park  Board 
would  lease  a  part  of  it   to  the  civil  defense  office.

D.   The  first  drowning  recorded  in  three  years  at  Lake  Anza 
took  place  on  Sunday,  August  3,  when  an  18  year  old 
Chinese  boy  named  Jimmy  Loo  was  recovered  from  the  lake. 


A  thorough  Investigation  of  the  drowning  disclosed  that 
the  boy  had  evidently  slipped  beneath  the  water  without 
any  fuss  or  agitation  and  had  been  submerged  for  over  an 
hour  before  his  disappearance  was  noted.   The  coroner's 
report  from  Contra  Costa  County  was  death  by  immersion; 
and  according  to  an  investigation  carried  on  by  our 
water  safety  advisor.  Dale  Hoe,  the  guards  were  not  in 
anyway  to  blame  for  the  drowning, 

E,  Attendance  reached  a  high  mark  during  the  warm  weather

D,  Letter  of  September  22,  1952,  received  from  Orville  R« 
Caldwell,  Deputy  Director  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense, 
enclosing  a  co.  y  of  General  Robertson's  letter  of 
General  Swing  which  states  th^t  the  Office  of  Civil 
Defense  definetely  wishes  to  have  use  of  the  property 

at  the  South  Gate  of  Tilden  Park  and  asking  for  a 
committment  from  General  Swing  to  this  effect. 

District  Manager  Walpole  informed  the  board  that  the 
army  lease  in  Tilden  Park  will  expire  on  October  28, 
1952,  and  that  the  navy  as  well  as  the  office  of  civil 
defense  is  interested  in  having  an  installation  on  that 
property.   The  army  may  ask  for  a  30-day  extension  of 
their  present  lease  to  cover  the  period  of  time  for  the 
ensuing  negotiations  regarding  future  use  of  the  property. 

President  Sibley  appointed  Director  Godfrey  as  a  committee 
of  one  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  with  assistance 
of  District  Manager  Walpole,  in  carrying  on  negotations 
with  the  army  in  connection  with  the  terras  of  a  new 
lease.

200  children  took  part,   A  picnic  was  held  at  Camp  Padre 
and  the  children  were  taken  for  rides  on  the  merry- to- 
round  and  pony-ride.   The  operators  of  both  concessions 
were  very  cooperative  and  donated  the  use  of  their  con- 
cessions so  that  the  Children's  Hospital  might  raise  a 
fund  for  their  child  development  work.

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Started  construction  of  a  rock  drinking  fountain  as 
a  base  for  a  placque  dedicated  to  Secretary  Roberts 
by  the  Labor  Organization  in  the  Roberts  Recreational 
Area. 

b.  Finished  painting  the  residence  at  the  Roberts  Area. 

c.  Constructed  a  trail  over  Redwood  Peak  one-quarter 
mile  long.

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4«  Lake  Temescal  Hegional  Park, 

a.  Approximately  65,000  yards  of  fill  has  been  dumped 

to  date  by  the  State  Highway  District,   This  material 
is  from  the  Broadway  slide  and  is  being  dumped  on  park 
property  adjacent  to  the  P.G.&  E.  sub-station  on 
Landvale  Road.   Four  Hundred  feet  of  60"  concrete  pipe 
has  been  installed  at  the  expense  of  the  Hlphway 
District,   The  pipe  was  laid  in  1200  tons  of  rip-rap 
rock  placed  in  the  water  course.   Fifty-four  feet  of 
18"  corrugated  iron  culvert  was  also  used  in  con- 
struction of  drop  inlets  for  surface  drainage  and  a 
channel  8'  deep  6'  and  400'  long  was  dug  by  a  clam 
shell  shovel  leading  into  the  new  culvert.

VI.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS.

The  final  draft  of  the  Grass  Valley  Agreement  has  been 
submitted  to  the  District  Attorney  for  approval  and  will 
be  executed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Municipal 
Utility  District  pending  suchapproval.

V.   COMMUNICATIONS. 

A,   Letter  of  October  3,  1952,  received  from  Phil  Wagner,  Manager 
of  the  Properties  Division  of  the  Utility  District,  suggesting 
that,  inasmuch  as  additional  water  storage  facilities  will 
be  necessary  in  the  vicinity  of  Bald  Peak,  any  lease  of  Park 
property  including  Bald  Peak  should  be  made  subject  to 
Utility  District  exceptions  in  the  deed  to  this  property.   The 
exceptions  give  the  Utility  District  the  right  to  install  any 
equipment  or  structure  needed  to  make  a  watersupply  available 
in  that  locality. 

District  Manager  Walpole  apprised  the  Board  of  the  fact  that 
he  hfid  spoken  with  army  representatives  recently  regarding 
renewal  of  their  lease  on  the  property  which  includes  Bald 
Peak  (Vollmer  Peak)  and  that  they  have  submitted  a  first  draft 
of  a  new  lease  for  which  they  are  prepared  to  pay  !|3,375  per 
year. 

Mr.  Walpole  said  that  any  water  supply  facilities  which  the 
Utility  District  might  wish  to  install,  in  accordance  with 
the  exceptions  stipulated  in  the  deed  to  this  property  would 
be  advantageous  to  the  Park  District;  and  that  clauses  in  a 
new  army  lease  would  be  required  by  the  Park  District  to  cover 
this  possibility,   Mr,  Walpole  further  stated  that,  in  the 
interest  of  the  Park  District  he  had  requested  that,  the 
army  lease  be  made  effective  as  of  October  29,  1952,  as  the 
expiration  date  of  the  former  lease  was  October  28,  1952;  and 
that  the  new  lease  contain  clauses  stipulating  that  the 
buildings  and  grounds  be  maintained  in  a  neat  and  orderly 
fashion,  that  the  Park  Dis^-rict  have  the  right  to  tie  into 
the  water  line  which  supplies  the  area,  and,  in  lieu  of 
leaving  all  improvements  on  the  property  after  expiration  of 
the  lease,  a  restoration  clause  should  be  included. 

The  term  of  the  lease  would  be  four  years,  and,  Mr.  V/alpole 
said,  the  civil  defense  requirements  had  been  taken  care  of 
in  connection  with  their  use  of  the  area. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  of  the  opinion  that  no  ftjrther 
suggestions  could  be  made  as  the  District  Manager  had  atten- 
ded ^to  all  phases  of  the  matter,  and  authorized  Mr,  Walpole, 
to  go  over  the  revised  draft  of  the  anny  lease  with  Director 
Godfrey  when  it  is  received.

VI.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  The  Thomas  J.  Roberts  dedication  day  put  on  at  the  Roberts 
Recreational  Area  by  the  Central  Labor  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  dedicating  a  placque  and  drinking  fountain  in 
honor  of  Secretary  Roberts  was  very  successful,   the 
weather  was  perfect  and  the  food, refreshments  provided  by 
the  labor  council  were  very  good.   Approximately  300  people 
were  present  to  honor  the  careet  and  accomplishments  of 
Secretary  Roberts. 

President  Sibley  stated  that  the  dedication  ceremony  was  an 
inspiration  to  him,  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  that  he 
considered  it  a  privilege  to  have  the  opportunity  to  honor 
Director  Roberts  in  this  manner. 

B,  The  new  folder  entitled  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  Story  is 
off  the  press  and  is  being  mailed  out  through  out  the  dis- 
trict to  those  on  our  park  mailing  lists.   We  also  plan  to 
mail  the  folders  to  other  cities  throughout  the  country.   If 
the  directors  have  anyone  they  would  particularly  lie  to  have 
receive  the  folders  we  would  appreciate  having  a  mailing 
list  from  them. 

C,  Both  ^ake  Anza  and  Lake  Temescal  have  been  closed  for  the 
season.   This  marks  the  fifth  consecutive  year  that  Lake 
Temescal  has  gone  without  a  swimAing  fatality.   One  person 
was  lost  at  Lake  -^nza,  making  the  first  drowning  in  three 
years.   ■'•he  lifeguards  did  an  excellent  job  through  the 
year  and  their  safety  record  is  extermely  good.

The  letter 
states  that  when  the  Utility  District  is  ready 
to  construct  the  tank,  it  will  confer  with  the 
Army  Engineers  in  respect  to  the  location  of 
water  lines.   Ordered  filed. 

B.  Letter  of  February  18,  1953,  received  from 
Katherine  A.  Nepote,  enclosing  a  newspaper 
clipping  relative  to  the  application  hy   Robert 
W.  Mulloy  for  a  city  permit  to  move  rock  and 
dirt  from  the  hill  overlooking  Lake  Temescal. 
Miss  Nepote  sent  copies  of  her  letter  to  several 
Women's  and  Improvement  Clubs,  and  requested  the 
Park  Board  to  consider  "....the  health  hazard  of 
the  dust,  the  nuisance  of  the  noise,  the  traffic 
congestion. . .and  the  possibility  of  damage  to 
the  reservoie  wall  by  blasting..". 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  of  the  opinion  that 
this  matter  was  outside  the  field  of  the  Regional 
Park  District  as  trucks  would  probably  travel 
down  Ashby  Avenue  in  Berkeley,  not  past  Lake 
Temescal  Park.   The  Board  voted  unanimously  in 
favor  of  instructing  the  District  Manager  to  reply 
to  Miss  Nepote 's  letter,  adknowledging  its  receipt 
and  explaining  the  views  of  the  Park  Board  on  the 
subject. 

C.  Letter  received  by  Director  Macdonald  from  the 
Kiwanis  Club  of  Central  Oakland  was  read.   The 
letter  expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  Kiwanis 
Club  for  the  privilege  of  holding  events  in  the 
Regional  Parks  and  for  the  cooperation  of  the 
District  Manager  on  these  occasions,  also  mentioning 
the  fact  that  the  club  thinks  highly  of  the  work 
being  done  by  the  Regional  Parks  in  providing 

park  facilities  for  the  residents  of  the  East  Bay, 

VT.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 


A.   Director  Macdonald  and  District  Manager  Walpole 

attended  the  V/estern  Recreation  Convention  at  Long 
Beach  on  February  10,  11  and  12,  as  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 
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It  was  a  very  interesting  convention  and  a  number 
of  the  subjects  were  of  partic\ilar  interest  to  us, 
namely,  construction  and  operation  of  swimming 
pools,  and  public  relations  in  the  parks. 

Director  Macdonald  reported  that  he  had  attended 
a  Commission  and  Board  Discussion  which  was  set 
up  for  the  purpose  of  showing  how  a  Board  meeting 
should  be  conducted,  A    sham  Board  meeting  was 
held  and  those  attending  the  discussion  took  part 
and  then  criticized  the  actions  of  the  Board  "Members", 
It  was  suggested  that  those  interested  in  this  sub- 
ject obtain  a  book  entitled  "The  Art  of  Board 
Membership"  by  Sorensen, 

B.  The  Richmond  City  Nursery  exchanged  350  exotic 
plants  with  the  Regional  Parks  for  several  truck 
loads  of  leaf  mold.   A  number  of  native  rhodo- 
dendrons, azaleas  and  camellias  were  among  the 
plants  and  they  have  all  been  planted  around  the 
raerry-po-round  and  the  Brazilian  Building  in 
Tilden  Park. 

C.  Preliminary  plans  for  the  swimming  pool  were 
presented  to  the  Board  for  their  inspection. 
District  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  the  Paddock 
Engineering  Company,  which  prepared  the  plans  and 
specifications,  recommended  gunite  which  would  be 
economical  as  the  cost  would  be  four  or  five 
thousand  dollars  less  than  concrete,  and  also 
deslreable  from  the  standpoint  of  algae  control 

as  the  algae  does  not  form  as  rapidly  due  to  a 
finish  coating  of  marble  dust  which  is  put  on 
while  the  gunite  is  still  wet. 

As  a  very  rough  estii^^ate,  it  is  possible  that  the 
pool  and  change  house  would  cost  approximately 
$50, 000.   It  was  the  opinion  of  District  Manager 
Walpole  that  the  pool  would  be  self  supoorting  and 
that  the  initial  expense  would  be  offset  over  a 
term  of  approximately  15  years. 

The  Board  of  Directors  felt  that  the  swimming  pool 
located  in  Redwood  Park  would  provide  swimming 
facilities  much  needed  in  that  part  of  the  Park 
District, 

D.  Attendance:   Weather  during  the  month  of  February 
was  very  good.   The  warm  Saturdays  and  Sundays 
brought  large  crov/ds  to  the  parks.   The  golf 
course  revenue  for  the  month  of  January  was  almost 
fl500  better  than  the  previous  year,   February  should 
run  well  over  $1000  better  than  last  year. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  month  of  February 
the  following  work  was  either  started  or  completed. 

1.   Tilden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Five  hundred  pine  trees  were  planted  along 
the  Big  Springs  road  and  Meadows  Elayfield, 

b.  Installed  60'  of  drain  tile  in  a  slide  area 
at  the  merry-go-round. 


c.  Hauled  30  yards  of  drain  rock  from  the  quarry 
to  the  merry-go-round  area, 

d.  Felled,  cut  and  bucked  up  25  eucalyptus  trees 
at  the  Brazilian  Building,  Dell  picnic  area 
and  at  the  Merry-go-round, 

e.  Planted  and  staked  150  native  shrubs  in 
landscaping  the  miniature  railroad. 

f.  Completed  painting  the  lifeguard  stands  and 
children's  area  markers  preparing  for  the 
opening  of  swimming  season, 

g.  Constructed  two  rustic  gates  at  the  pony- 
ride  concession. 

h.   Constructed  a  door  for  the  driving  range 

building, 
i.   Collected  120  native  plants  and  planted  them 

in  the  Native  Garden, 
j.   Started  overhauling  and  painting  the  new 

carry-all  purchased  as  war  surplus  material, 
k.   Overhauled  and  repaired  two  fire  trucks, 

replacing  the  pumping  units, 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Rebuilt  three  Worthington  fairway  mowers. 

b.  Repaired  and  painted  16  golf  course  benches, 

c.  Planted  221  pine  trees  on  the  golf  course. 

d.  Completed  laying  36"  cement  culvert  across 
No,  9  fairway. 

e.  Felled  and  bucked  up  12  eucalyptus  trees, 

f.  Constructed  two  sets  of  wooden  stairway  60' 
long  at  the  driving  range, 

g.  Leveled  and  resodded  No.  8  tee,

a.  Planted  5,000  pines:  2,000  at  Grass  Valley, 
2,500  in  Redwood  Park  and  the  rest  at  the

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.   The  Recreation  Division  of  the  Hayward  Chamber  of 

Commerce  invited  Director  Macdonald  and  the  District 
Manager  to  a  luncheon  meeting  on  March  17,   At  the 
meeting,  the  members  made  the  proposal  that  they 
would  secure  the  required  fifty  signatures  from 
Eden  Township  to  present  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  a  hearing  to  hold  an  election  to  have  them 
added  to  the  District, 

The  Board  of  Directors  agreed  that  the  most  pract- 
ical way  of  handling  this  matter  would  be  to  delay 
proceedings  until  an  election  can  be  combined  with 
some  other  election,  thereby  eliminationg  the  neces  • 
sity  of  a  heavy  expenditure  to  hold  a  special 
election. 
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The  next  election  in  Eden  Township  is  in  the  spring 
of  1954.   The  Board  would  like  to  hold  the  hearing 
prescribed  by  law  shortly  before  arranging  to  hold 
the  election, 

B,  In  meetings  with  the  Metropolitan  Horsemen's  Assn., 
the  date  of  Sunday,  May  24,  1953,  has  been  set  for 
a  formal  opening  of  Grass  Valley.   The  Alameda 
County  Centennial  Committee  would  like  to  tie  in 

to  the  opening  as  one  of  the  centennial  events. 
Plans  are  being  made  to  hold  a  large  horse  show, 
and  to  urge  the  people  invited  to  attend  in  Western 
costume.   Efforts  are  being  made  to  have  Leo  Carrillo 
take  part  in  the  opening  ceremonies,  and  to  have  a 
big  barbecue  for  all  attending.   The  District  ^anager 
is  going  to  try  to  secure  financial  support  for  the 
event  from  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors. 

C,  The  official  opening  of  swimming  season  at  both  lakes 
will  be  on  April  4,  1953,  Training  of  lifeguards 
will  be  supervised  by  Dale  Roe,  American  Red  Cross 
Water  Safety  Advisor,  as  has  been  done  in  past  years. 

D,  Attendance  in  the  good  weather  that  March  brought 
was  extremely  high  for  this  time  of  year.   For 
the  month  of  February,  the  golf  course  grossed 
over  |2,000  better  than  February  of  1952.   The 
golf  course  total  is  running  $5,000  better  Than 

a  year  ago. 

Attendance  at  the  model  railroad  and  at  the  merry- 
go-round  has  been  extremely  high.   Over  2,400  rides 
were  registered  on  the  train  on  Sunday,  March  8; 
and  over  2,000  on  Sunday,  March  22. 

E,  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  March 
the  following  work  was  either  started  or  completed:

A.   During  the  past  month  it  has  been  impossible  to  get 
together  the  material  necessary  to  draw  up  specifica- 
tions for  construction  of  the  bathhouse,  swimming 
pool  and  the  Redwood  Bowl  ranger  station.   However, 
most  of  the  material  is  now  ready  and  we  should  be 
able  to  a  dvertise  for  bids  in  April, 

VII,  mm  BUSINESS. 

A.   Mr.  John  R.  Hamilton  has  written  suggesting  that, 
if  he  could  secure  a  lease  on  land  in  Grass  Valley, 
he  would  construct  a  stable  with  an  indoor  riding 
ring,  the  building  to  conform  with  requirements  of 
the  Park  Board,   •"e  would  like  to  have  a  stable  to 
handle  30  boarding  horses,  to  have  a  tack-room, 
clubroom  and  restrooms,  wash-racks  and  the  indoor 
ring;  and  eventually,  he  would  also  like  to  have 
an  additional  barn  for  rent  horses. 

District  Manager  Walpole  stated  that  there  is  one  site 
on  Skyline  Blvd.,  which  would  be  suitable  for  a 
stable  as  there  would  be  no  water  or  sewage  problem, 
and  it  would  probably  be  possible  to  obtain  permission 
of  the  Utility  District  for  construction  of  a  stable 
at  that  particular  point. 

As  the  water  company  is  gradually  closing  out  the 
stables  located  along  Redwood  Road,  it  is  possible 
that  eventually  there  will  be  no  stables  in  that 
vicinity. 

Another  problem  which  must  be  faced  in  building  a 
stable  on  Skyline  Blvd,,  would  be  the  proximity  of 
homesites  and  possible  opposition  from  resident  of 
the  area. 
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The  Board  requested  District  Manager  Walpole  to 
write  to  tffr.  Hamilton,  explaining  that  it  is 
possible  that  a  stable  might  be  built  in  the  park 
at  some  future  date,  but  that  at  present  it  does 
not  wish  to  take  action  on  the  matter. 

The  District  Manager  requests  that  an  ordinance  be 
passed  by  the  Board  stipulating  that  golf  balls 
must  not  be  removed  from  the  golg  course  or  from 
the  golf  driving  range  by  unauthorized  persons; 
and  that  no  person  shall  play  on  the  golf  course 
without  having  purchased  a  playing  ticket  for  that 
day  or  without  a  monthly  playing  permit  or  courtesy 
card. 

Following  the  wishes  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  an 
ordinance  was  prepared  setting  forth  new  rules  and 
regulations  concerning  play  on  the  golf  course  and 
removal  of  golf  balls  from  the  golf  course  and  from 
the  golf  driving  range.  This  ordinance  was  presented 
to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  will 
be  published  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  this  board

outdoor  dance  floors  in  the  larger  picnic  areas,  and 
a  blind  group  has  already  reserved  this  dance  floor 
for  use  in  connection  with  a  picnic.   It  will  give 
us  an  opportunity  to  see  what  type  of  use  this  dance 
floor  will  have.   A  railing  will  be  installed  around 
the  floor  to  prevent  anyone  falling  off  the  platform. 

B.  We  have  carried  on  meetings  with  the  Metropolitan 
Horsemen's  Association  concerning  the  May  24  opening 
of  Grass  Valley.   The  tentative  program  calls  for  the 
inclusion  of  about  900  proplr,  approximately  400  of 
these  to  be  from  the  MHA.   The  program  will  open  with 
the  dedication  of  the  area  as  a  park  and  an  introduc- 
tion of  distinguished  visitors.   Then  a  barbecue  will 
be  followed  by  a  horse  show  that  will  be  presented  by 
members  of  the  MHA.   Invitations  will  be  sent  to  all 
city  and  county  officials  and  representatives  of  all 
the  groups  that  make  use  of  the  parks.   Every  one  will 
be  asked  to  wear  western  or  Spanish  clothing  and  the 
opeing  will  be  a  part  of  the  Alameda  County  Centen- 
nial Celebration. 

C.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  April  continued  to  be  high 
on  the  warm  days.   Over  4,000  boy  scouts  camped  overnight 
in  Redwood  and  Tilden  Parks  on  the  v/eekend  of  the  18th 
and  19th.   Unfortunately  the  camp  was  rained  out  on  the 
19th,  but  most  of  the  camporee  exercises  were  over  by 

the  time  the  rains  came.

C.   The  Board  of  Directors  voted  unanimously  in  favor 
of  employinp  John  Pruyn  to  act  as  Inspector  for 
the  Regional  Park  District  during  the  course  of 
construction  of  the  change-house  and  the  ranger 
station.   Mr.  Pruyn  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  two  buildings  and, 
as  a  contractor,  has  the  skill  and  knowledge  to  act 
as  a  representative  of  the  Park  District  in  checking 
the  construction  work  as  it  progresses.   The  District 
Manager  was  instructed  to  determine  the  cost  of  hav- 
ing this  work  done  by  Mr.  Pruyn. 

V .   GOMMUNICATIONS . 

A.   Letter  of  April  28,  1953,  received  from  Earle  E. 
Johnson,  congratulating  the  Regional  Park  District 
for  the  bridle  trail  system  in  the  parks  which  he 
state  rank  favorably  with  the  best  he  has  seen.

E.   Letter  of  May  9,  1953,  receved  from  Roy  Anderson, 
enclosing  a  sketched  plan  of  a  trout  pool,  and 
requesting  permission  of  the  Board  to  operate  a 
trout  pool  in  Tilden  Regional  Park  on  a  concession 
basis,  paying  10^  of  the  gross  receipts  to  the 
Regional  Park  District. 

The  Board  of  directors  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
proposed  trout  pool  would  provide  a  type  of  recrea- 
tion that  would  be  very  much  enjoyed  by  the  residents 
of  the  Park  District,  and  requested  District  Manager 
Walpole  to  arrange  a  contract  with  Mr.  Anderson  for 
such  a  concession, 

C.   Letter  of  May  20,  1953,  received  from  Senator  Arthur 
H.  Breed,  Jr.  notifying  the  Park  District  that 
Senate  Bill  1149  was  passed  by  the  State  Assembly 
and  has  been  signed  by  the  Governor.   This  bill 
enables  the  Park  District  to  make  purchases  on  the 
open  market  up  to  an  amount  of  ^1,000,  and  amends 
Section  5594  of  the  Enabling  Act. 

The  Board  requested  District  Manager  Walpole  to 
write  a  letter  of  appreciation  to  Senator  Breed 
thanking  him  for  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
Regional  Parks, 

VI.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  ceremony  marking  the  opening  of  Grass  Valley  was 
held  last  Sunday,  May  24,  the  Metropolitan  Horsemen's 
Association  co-sponsored  the  event  with  the  Regional 
Parks,  and  through  the  good  offices  of  Mr.  Joe 
Chapman,  President  of  the  M.H.A.,  much  help  was  given 
in  staging  the  opening  program. 

B.  The  Regional  Park's  exhibit  in  the  California  Spring 
Garden  Show  received  considerable  favorable  publicity 
and  was  awarded  second  prize  which  will  give  us  a     ' 
check  of  approximately  |l25. 
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Fxpense  of  the  exhibit  was  slight  as  it  was  not  nec- 
essary to  purchase  any  material  for  the  show.   The 
city  of  Richmond  nursery  loaned  us  over  75  azaleas 
which  formed  a  large  portion  of  the  exhibit. 

C.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  May  continued  to  be 
high  on  the  nice  days,   A  considerable  amount  of 
late  rain  fell  which  was  helpful  for  our  hill 
plantings,  and  water  from  Lake  Anza  is  still  running 
over  the  spillway. 

D.  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  May,  the 
following  work  was  either  started  or  completed:

The  District  Manager  conferred  wl  th  representatives 
of  the  East  Bay  ^"'unicipal  Utiltiy  District  and  of 
the  Oakland  Park  Department  regarding  the  water 
line  constructed  along  Skyline  Blvd.  at  a  cost  to 
the  Regional  Perk  District  of  1)31,073.00,  which 
furnishes  water  to  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area. 

The  Oakland  Park  Department  is  considering  hooking 

into  this  water  line,  but  on  a  front  foot  basis 
under  our  agreement  with  the  Utility  District,  their 
cost  for  hookin?  into  the  line  would  be  almost 
two-*hiicb  of  tthe  original  cost  of  construction. 

The  Oakland  Park  Department  suggests  that  they  be  al- 
lowed to  pay  one-half  of  the  original  cost  of  the  line. 

In  ten  years  the  Regional  Paerk's  agreement  with  the 
Utility  District  expires,  and  the  Oakland  Park  Depart- 
ment would  then  be  able  to  tie  into  the  line  at  no 
charge.   It  is  the  opinion  of  the  District  Manager  that 
the  Oakland  Park  Department  might  be  allowed  to  use 
water  from  the  line  on  the  condition  that  one-half 
the  original  cost  be  paid  to  the  Regional  Park  District 
and  that  they  make  an  agreement  with  the  Park  District 
to  allow  us  rights  of  way  or  easements  f6r  the  purpose 
of  running  additional  pipe  lines  over  Oakland  Park 
property  to  supply  portions  of  Redwood  Regional  Park 
that  lie  in  back  of  their  property.

C,  Tentative  explorations  have  been  made  in  the  direction 
of  leasing  portions  of  Grass  Valley  to  a  concern  which 
raises  a  large  number  of  sheep.   The  grassy  slopes  of 
Grass  Valley  are  an  extreme  fire  hazard  and  the  intro- 
duction of  sheep  in  the  area  could  play  a  large  part 
in  reducing  the  fire  hazard.   In  addition,  the  rate  of 
1^   per  head  per  day  would  amount  to  considerable 
financial  gain  for  the  Park  District. 

The  reason  sheep  would  be  preferred  to  cattle  is  that 
the  owners  would  guarantee  to  keep  a  herder  with  the 
sheep  at  all  times,  thereby  preventing  over-grazing 
and  giving  protection  from  dogs  and  horseback  riders. 

It  is  certain  that  at  the  present  time  sheep  would  not 
be  detrimental  in  Grass  Valley  in  view  of  the  uses  that 
the  Park  would  be  put  to  at  this  stage.   With  authori- 
zation by  the  Board,  the  District  Manager  will  attempt 
to  make  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  sheep  owners. 

The  Board  of  Directors  authorized  District  Manager  to 
prepare  a  contract,  permitting  the  owners  of  the  Sheep 
to  run  1,500  sheep  in  Grass  Valley  at  .Olj^  per  head  per 
day,  with  the  proviso  that  the  herd  will  be  moved  from 
place  to  place  to  prevent  overgrazing.

G,  Letter  of  June  2,  1953,  received  from  Mr.  P,

additional  coverage  on  almost  all  types  of  loss 
and  can  be  added  to  the  present  policies  if  desired 
by  the  Board.

Poskett,  proposing  to  lease  sheep  grazing  privileges 
in  Grass  Valley  for  a  period  of  one  year  for  $500, 
and  stating  that  a  sheepherder  would  be  with  the 
sheep  at  all  times  to  protect  small  trees. 

The  Board  requested  the  District  Manager  to 
prepare  a  lease  for  sheep  grazing  in  Grass  Valley 
in  order  to  reduce  the  fire  hazard  in  that  area. 
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VII.   DISTRICT  MANAGER ^S  REPORT. 

A,  Grass  Valley:   A  great  deal  of  interest  has 
been  shown  by  the  public  since  the  official 
opening  of  Grass  Valley  on  Sunday,  May  24. 
Many  hikers  and  horseback  riders  have  already 
started  using  the  park  and  a  number  of  other 
groups  are  planning  overnight  camp  trips. 

The  biggest  problem  is  to  guard  against  fire 
in  the  area.   Service  roads  are  being  graded 
and  cut  out  so  we  can  move  equipment  over 
them.   Two  men  are  living  in  the  area  in 
trailers.   One  fire  truck  has  been  moved  in 
which  carries  400  gallons  of  water  and  we  are 
now  engaged  in  trying  to  d  evelop  as  many 
springs  and  other  water  sources  as  we  can. 
The  only  water  in  the  area  comes  from  such 
sources.   Four  5,000  gallon  wooden  t anks  are  in 
the  area,  and  these  have  been  filled  with 
and  are  now  attempting  to  fit  at  least  two  of 
them  vid.  th  tanks  to  carry  150  gallons  of 
water,  with  small  pressure  pumps.   Six  dry 
pit  latrines  have  installed  in  the  park  and 
efforts  vi  11  be  concentrated  toward  encouraging 
as  much  use  of  the  park  as  possible  in  its 
present  st6ge, 

B,  The  water  safety  show  held  at  Lake  Teraescal  on 
Sunday,  June  21,  was  extremely  successful. 

The  Oakland  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  American  Red  Cross  assisted  in  putting  on 
this  two  hour  show  which  included  the  rescue 
of  a  man  from  a  life  raft  on  the  lake  by 
helicopter.   It  is  estimated  that  over  7,000 
people  saw  the  show, 

C,  Work  on  the  swimming  pool  in  the  Roberts 
Recreational  Area  has  been  held  up  due  to 
the  present  labor  strike.   The  contractor  on 
the  change  house,  however,  has  his  construction 
under  way  and  Paddock  hopes  to  get  into 
construction  as  soon  as  the  strike  is  settled. 

D,  Attendance:   The  warm  weather  has  brought 
tremendous  crowds  to  all  parks.   Over  the  week- 
end of  June  20t21,  a  near  record  crowd  of  90,000 
people  made  use  of  the  park  facilities. 
Daylight  saving  time  has  increased  the 
problem  of  policing  the  parks  as  it  extends 

the  hours  of  heavy  use  to  as  late  as  9  p.m. 

E,  Work  Progress  Report:   A  great  deal  of  time 
is  now  being  spent  on  maintenance  of  the  park 
areas.   In  addition  to  the  regular  maintenance, 
the  following  work  was  either  started  or  completed, 
during  Jiine: 

1,   Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Started  construction  of  an  ant  colony 
house  in  the  iJature  Area;  and  completed 
making  an  electric  butterfly  identification 
board. 

b.  Completed  installing  side  metal  sheets 
to  lock  up  the  rock  crusher  at  night. 


c.  Completed  painting  the  jeeps. 

d.  Completed  building  a  150'  pole  and 
rail  fence  at  the  lower  end  of  Meadows 
play-field,  using  ties  and  eucalyptus 
poles. 

e.  Replaced  75'  pole  fence  at  Laurels  Area. 

f.  Installed  one  20'  picnic  table  at  Camp 
Padre,  and  two  10'  redwood  picnic  tab!le  s 
at  North  Caves  Area. 

g.  Cut  and  bucked  up  four  truck  loads  of 
wood  for  use  in  the  picnic  areas. 

h.   Installed  100'  of  new  rock  leaching 

ditch  for  the  septic  tank  at  Indian  Camp. 
1.   Started  cutting  weeds  along  all  roadsides 

in  the  park  wi  th  the  sickle  bar. 
j.   Fire  school  was  successfully  held  in 

Tilden  Park,  and  all  local  fire  fighting 

units  were  in  attendance. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Lowered  Sprinklers  and  built  four  catch 
basins  at  the  new  section  of  culvert  on 
No.  9  fairway. 

b.  Constructed  45'  of  tile  drainage  behino^ 
No,  18  green. 

3.  Sprayed  500  gallons  of  poison  oak  eradi- 
cator  on  poison  oak  around  the  golf  course.

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  Work  on  the  change  house  at  the  Roberts  Recreation 
Area  has  been  moving  along  satisfactorily.   The 
change  house  is  approximately  55^  complete,  and  the 
Redwood  pool  approximately  40^  complete.   The 
contractor  on  the  Ranger  Station  at  the  Redwood  Bowl 
started  work  on  July  15,  and  is  moving  along  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner, 

B,  All  of  the  Regional  Parks  have  been  having  a  large 
number  of  children  in  various  areas  for d ay  camps. 
Practically  all  of  the  cities  in  our  district  have 
both  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Groups  using  the  parks 
five  days  a  week  for  day  camping.   In  addition, 
the  cities  of  Oakland,  Berkeley,  Alameda  and 
Hayward  have  recreation  department  day  camps  opera- 
ting in  Redwood  Regional  Park,   This  type  of  camping, 
which  Is  fairly  new  having  been  started  approximately 
six  years  ago,  is  becoming  more  popular  each  year. 

It  is  estimated  that  over  9,000  youngsters  between 
the  ages  of  8  and  15  will  have  made  use  of  the 
Regional  Parks  this  summer  for  Day  Camping  purposes, 

C,  Qualifying  for  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Regional 
Championship  started  Friday,  July  24,  and  match  play 
for  the  tournament  will  continue  during  the  first 
four  Sundays  in  August,  W'^  have  found  it  necessary 
during  the  years,  to  limit  •this  tournament  to  250 
entries.   The  entry  fees,  as  in  past  years,   will 

be  used  to  purchase  trophies  for  the  winners  of  the 
various  flights, 

D,  Attendance:   The  continued  warm  weather  has  kept 
all  of  the  Regional  Parks  operating  with  near 
capacity  crowds.   Use  of  the  golf  course,  as 
evidenced  by  our  last  fiscal  period.   All  of  the 
concessions  are  benefitting  tremendously  from  the 
warm  weather  and  are  all  showing  increases  in  revenue 
over  last  year, 

E,  Work  Progress  Report:   The  clean  up  problem  and 
maintenance  of  the  parks  are  at  their  highest  level 
and  handicap  our  ability  to  accomplish  any  new  work 
considerably,  but  in  addition  to  our  regular 
maintenance  the  following  work  was  either  started 
or  accomplished  during  July: 
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1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a  .  Carried  on  construction  of  a  rock  house 

24'  X  12*  In  the  nature  area.   This  building 
is  approximately  &0%   complete. 

b.  Constructed  one  new  10'  redwood  picnic 
table  at  Pine  Grove  picnic  area:  two  tables 
were  also  built  at  Golf  Gate  picnic;  and 
two  at  Lone  Oak  area. 

c.  Installed  three  heavy  doors  for  the  nature 
area  building. 

d.  Constructed  12  miles  of  fire  trail  using 
the  RD7  cat. 

e.  Started  construction  on  a  boys'  camp  b elow 
the  miniature  railroad  and  constructed  an 
entrance  road  3/4  mile  long. 

f.  Poured  eight  yards  of  concrete  mix  for 
the  foundation  of  a  Boy  Scout  hut.   The 
North  Oakland  Kiwanis  Club  pledged  $400 
toward  construction  of  the  hut.   This 
particular  site  lends  itself  to  t he 
establishment  of  a  boys'  youih  camp  as  it  is 
completely  isolated  from  the  other  park 
activity  and  has  large  flat  areas  suitable 
for  a  baseball  field  and  camp  fire  circle; 
there  is  also  space  to  scatter  approximately 
four  additional  rock  shelters.   It  is  planned 
to  make  this  area  the  official  overnight  camp 
for  boys'  groups,  and  it  is  expected  that 
service  clubs  will  provide  additional  donations 
toward  the  building  of  the  rest  of  the  huts. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  Boy  Scout  executives 

of  our  cities  and  they  heartily  endorse  the  idea 

of  the  camp. 

g.  Hauled  30  tons  of  building  rock  to  the  Boy 
Scout  area  for  construction  of  a  shelter. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Put  in  240'  of  rock  and  4**  drain  tile  on 
No.  4  and  10  fairways. 

b.  Started  work  on  a  new  sewer  line  from  the 
golf  clubhouse  to  a  new  leaching  field  300' 
long.

A.  Letter  of  August  17,  1953,  received  from  Mr.  L, 

Frederickson,  Escrow  Officer  of  Mason-McDuf fie  Company  , 
listing  the  ai  nual  upkeep  assessments  in  the  amount  of 
$65.00  charged  on  lots  15,  16,  17  and  18  of  the  Park 
Hills  Tract  adjoining  Tilden  Regional  Park, 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  on  July  28,  1955, 
District  Manager  was  authorized  to  offer  |4,000,  for 
this  property.   Upon  receipt  of  this  letter.  District 
reported  that  he  wrote  the  Mason-McDuff ie  Company 
requesting  that  the  upkeep  assessment  be  removed. 

The  Board  of  Directors  instructed  District  Manager 
Walpole  to  advise  the  Mason-McDuffie  Company  that,  if 
the  annual  upkeep  assessment  charged  on  lots  15,  16, 
17  and  18,  cannot  be  removed,  the  Regional  Park  District 
would  not  be  a  ble  to  purchase  the  property. 

B.  Letter  of  July  28,  1953,  received  ft»om  Phillip  B.  John, 
real  estate  broker,  enclosing  a  map  indicating  a  tract 
of  land,  75  acres,  and  submitting  that  property  for 
sale  at  a  p?  ice  of  $114,000.   This  land  is  located  near 
the  Broadway  Low  Level  Tunnel. 

The  only  portion  of  this  property  which  would  be  of 
use  to  the  Regional  Park  District  is  an  area  of  about 
2§  acres  along  Grizzly  Peak  Blvd.  Much  of  the  rest  of 
the  area  Is  quite  steep.

C.  Letter  of  August  5,  1953,  received  ft»om  Dale  Roe, 
Water  Safety  Advisor,  Informing  District  Manager 
Walpole  that  a  fi'iend  of  his,  George  Driscoll,  a  chief 
operator  in  the  Oakland  Fire  Department,  considered 
the  rescue  which  took  place  at  Lake  Temescal  recently 
showed  the  efficiency  of  the  lifeguards,  s  tating 
"because  of  the  well  trained  guards,  the  little  boy 
survived".   The  incident  occurred  when  a  boy,  ten  years  old, 
suffered  a  cramp  while  swimming  and  was  promptly  brought  to 
the  beach  by  the  lifeguard,  Bob  Kahl,  who  applied 
artificial  respiration  and  used  the  r  esuscitator  to 
revive  him. 

The  Board  requested  District  Manager  Walpole  to  write 
to  Bob  Kahl,  the  lifeguard  responsible  for  rescuing  the 
boy,  stating  that  his  action  in  this  matter  was  commendable 
and  very  much  appreciated,

D,  Letter  of  August  14,  1953,  received  from  J.  R, 
Knowland,  publisher  of  the  Oakland  Tribune,  in  response 
to  the  District  Manager's  letter  thanking  him  for  the 
fine  publicity  given  the  Park  District  by  the 
Oakland  Tribune.   Mr,  Knowland  stated  "This,  of  course, 
is  one  of  Oakland  and  Alameda  County's  recreational 
areas  and  we  are  very  happy  to  give  it  publicity,  which 
is  to  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  this  locality".

E,  Letter  of  August  19,  1953,  r eceived  from  Margaret 
McCloskey  and  Donald  Waiilak,  proposing  that  they 
operate  the  food  and  merry-go-round  concession  at  the 
Roberts  Recreational  Area,   The  letter  outlines  the 
type  of  installation  they  are  prepared  to  operate  and 
gives  references. 

Refer  to  action  taken  by  the  Board  as  recorded  under 
the  following  letter  (P) . 
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P»  Letter  of  August  17,  195  3,  received  from  Bronson 

Butler,  Secretary  of  ^uchess  Party  Foods,  proposing 
to  operate  a  food  and  merry-go-round  concession  at 
the  Roberts  Recreational  Area  and  outlining  their 
qualifications  for  handling  such  an  operation  and 
plans  for  future  development. 

The  Board  of  Directors  examined  the  proposals  of 
Miss  McCloskey,  Mr.  Wasilak  and  Duchess  Party  Foods, 
to  d etermine  which  proposal  would  most  suit  the 
purposes  to  be  achieved  at  the  Roberts  Recreational 
Area.   First  consideration w as  given  to  the  proposal 
submitted  by  Miss  McCloskey  and  Mr.  Wasilak,  as 
their 's  was  the  first  one  received.   Thfeir  references 
indicated  that  they  worked  (in  connection  with 
operation  of  merry-go-rounds)  primarily  with  carnival 
groups  and  that  they  probably  must  travel  a  great  deal 
of  the  time.   The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that,  in 
view  of  their  experience,  they  would  be  qualified  to 
operate  a  merry-go-round  concession. 

The  Board  then  reviewed  the  proposal  submitted  by 
Duchess  Party  Foods  for  operating  the  merry-go-round 
and  food  stand  at  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area,   It 
was  felt  that  Duchess  was  also  well  qualified  to  operate 
the  concession,  and  in  addition,  the  Board  took  into 
consideration  t he  fact  that  Duchess  is  a  locally  operatedj 
and  successful  business  financially  able  to  carry 
on  and  improve  the  concession. 

The  concensus  being  in  mind  that  Duchess,  with  the 
interest  in  the  Roberts  Area  from  the  standpoint  of 
a  local  firm,  would  publicized,  and  improve  the 
Roberts  Area  concession;  and  in  addition,  would  give  the 
concession  continual  personal  attention  as  required. 
Therefore,  the  Board  re jectcd  t he  proposal  submitted 
by  Miss  McCloskey  and  Mr,  Wasilak  and  voted  unanimously 
in  favor  of  granting  a  contract  for  one  year  to 
Duchess  Party  Foods  for  operation  of  the  merry-go-round 
and  food  concession  in  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area, 
and  authorized  and  directed  by  the  Board,  the  President 
and  Secretary  e xecuted  the  contract  awarded  Duchess. 

V,   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  Work  on  the  change  house  and  swimming  pool  at t he 
Roberts  Recreational  Area  has  progressed  to  a  point 
that  we  can  plan  the  opening  for  Saturday, 
September  5,1953.   Preliminary  plans  will  call  for 
the  opening  to  take  place  at  1:30  p.m.,  with  a 
simple  opening  ceremony,  possibly  for  placing  of  a 
placque  and  an  exhibition  of  diving  and  swimming 

by  some  swimming  stars.   If  this  is  agreeable  to  the 
Directors,  we  will  plan  on  that  date  and  time, 

B.  The  ranger  station  at  Redwood  Bowl  should  be 
completed  shortly  af ter  t he  first  of  September. 
The  contractors  on  t he  new  projects  have  proved 

very  satisfactory  and  have  moved  along  at  a  rapid  rate. 

C.  Last  Sunday  saw  the  finish  of  the  Sixteenth  Annual 
Regional  Park  Golf  Championship  at  t  he  Tilden  Golf 
Course.   This  was  one  of  our  most  satisfactory 
tournaments.   All  winners  and  runners-up  received 
trophies,  paid  for  in  the  most  part  by  the  entry  fees. 
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D,  The  outdoor  shelter  in  the  boys'  camp  in  Tilden 
Regional  Park  is  finished  and  the  $400  check  from 
the  North  Oakland  Kiwanis  Club,  which  sponsored 
the  building,  is  ready  to  be  picked  up.   This 
organization  has  indicated  that  it  will  sponsor 
several  of  the  shelters  in  this  new  boys'  earap 
area  in  Tilden  Park. 

E,  Attendance  was  very  heavy  all  through  the  month  of 
August.   All  of  our  concessionaires  have  increased 
their  business  over  last  year.   Day  canping  continues 
to be  popular  aid  both  the  beaches  and  the  golf  course 
have  been r eceiving  e xceptionally  heavy  use. 

P.  Work  Progress  Report:  A  great  deal  of  all  the  time 
of  all  Park  Personnel  has  been  spent  in  working  on 
the  Roberts  Area.  We  have  had  to  bring  in  men  from 
all  of  the  parks  to  help  prepare  the  area  for  the 
September  5,  opening.  Maintenance  work  has  also  been 
extremely  heavy,  particularly  clean-up  and  garbage 
collection.   In  addition  to  this  the  following 
work  was  either  started  or  completed  during  the 
month. 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  building  forms  for  foundations  of 
two  additional  huts  in  the  new  boys'  camp. 

b.  Completed  construction  of  a  large  fire  place 
for  the  shelter  in  the  boys'  camp. 

c.  Constructed  one  large  addition  fire  pit 
for  the  boys'  area. 

d.  Started  painting  all  truck  sheds  and  service 
buildings  in  the  service  yard. 

e.  Worked  over  park  roads  and  patched  washouts  on 
roads  using  42  yards  of  black  top. 

f .  Constructed  a  23-step  concrete  stairway 
leading  from  t he  road  into  the  Native  Gardens. 

g.  Carried  on  construction  of  rock  building  as 
a  supplement  to  the  Nature  Area  Museum. 

h.  Worked  over  two  a  rmy  jeeps,  painted  them  and 
installed  a  radio  set,  fire  pump  and  75-gallon 
water  tank  in  the  jeep  to  be  used  in  Grass  Valley. 

2.  Golf  Course. 

a.  Cut,  top-dressed  and  prepared  a  temporary  green 
on  No.  8  fairway  to  be  used  during  the 
construction  of  a  200',  48"  drain  line  across 
No.  8  fairway  . 

b.  Carried  on  poison  oak  eradication  program, 
spraying  60  gallons  of  mix  on  poison  oak. 

c.  Sprayed  all  greens  with  brown  patch  treatment 
mix. 

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  construction  of  a  concrete  septic 
tank  for  the  Roberts  Area. 

b.  Laid  150'  of  6"  cast  iron  sewer  pipe  at  the 
Robert n  Area. 

c.  Poured  concrete  floor  for  a  toilet  for  the 
Roberts  Area. 

d.  Cut  seven  trees  and  removed  stumps  for  an 
entrance  road  into  the  Roberts  Area. 

e.  Dug  out  a  location  for  the  filter  tank  building 
by  the  swimming  pool. 
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f .  Carried  on  grading  and  rolling  around  the 
change  house  and  swimming  pool  as  preparation

C,  President  Sibley  stated  that  he  had  received  a 
letter  from  Mr,  Harold  French  of  the  Contra  Costa 
Hills  Club,  stating  that  the  Archery  Club  has  placed 
targets  across  the  trail  to  Redwood  Peak  and  objecting 
to  the  fact  that  the  archers  have  posted  keep  out 
signs  in  the  area,   Mr,  French  also  repeated  a 
former  suggestion  that  the  Redwood  Peak  and 

Redwood  Bowl  area  be  dedicated  as  a  memorial  to 
men  who  lost  their  lives  in  World  War  II, 
bearing  the  names  "Lookout  Mountain"  and  "The 
Valley  of  Father  McNally". 

The  Board  of  Directors  expressed  their  appreciation 
of  the  fact  that  Mr,  French  has  taken  a  great 
interest  in  the  Regional  Parks  for  many  years, 
but  the  Board  was  not  in  favor  of  dedicating 
the  area  and  giving  the  names  to  Redwood  Peak  and 
Redwood  Bowl  as  suggested  by  him,  asthis  idea  is 
not  consistent  with  the  plans  for  the  area.   No 
particular  justification  could  be  found  for  naming 
an  area  after  Father  McNally,  who  was  the  owner  of 
that  property  at  one  time,  as  he  actually  had  no 
connection  with  the  Regional  Park  District, 

The  Board  instructed  District  Manager  Walpole  to 
write  to  Mr,  French,  assuring  him  that  the  area  is 
to  be  maintained  for  the  public,  and  not  for  ai y 
single  group  of  people, 

D,  Director  Roberts  reported  that  he  wi 11  attend  a 
dinner  at  the  Hotel  Lean ington  for  the  United 
Crusade,  and,  if  the  Board  of  Directors  wishes, 
he  will r epresent  the  East  Regional  Park  District 
there. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  having 
Director  Roberts  represent  the  Regional  Park 
District  at  the  United  Crusade  Dinner.

B.  District  Manager  Walpole  requested  permission  of  the 
Board  to  pay  the  balance  of  40^  of  the  contract  price 
due  Herbert  Ellis,  contractor  for  the  change  house,  as 

his  work,  with  the  exception  of  extras,  has  been  completed. 
Mr,  Ellis  did  not  have  his  bill  sent  to  the  office  in  time 
to  include  it  with  the  regular  demands,  however,  it  will 
be  included  on  the  list  of  demands  submitted  for  payment  at 
the  regular  October  board  meeting. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  paying  Mr.  Ellis 
the  amount  due  him  on  his  contract. 
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rV.   COMMUNICATIONS. 

A,  Letter  of  August  31,  1953,  received  from  M.  T,  Kennedy, 
Educational  Enterprises  Ltd.,  requesting  permission  to 
install  audio-telescopes  in  the  parking  area  on  Grizzly 
Peak  Blvd.  on  a  concession  basis.   Mr,  Kennedy  would 
like  to  erect  a  building  to  house  diaramas  and  a  re- 
peating story  program  giving  factual  information  re- 
garding prehistoric  man  and  animals,  and  about  the 
Indians  who  populated  the  area.  All  information  is  to 
be  authentic. 

District  Manager  Walpole  showed  the  Board  a  sketch  of 
the  proposed  building  and  explained  that  by  paying  ten 
cents,  the  viewer  could  direct  the  telescope  at  certain 
points  of  interest,  and  while  looking  through  the 
telescope  would,  by  means  of  a  small  speaker  in  the 
telescope  unit,  hear  a  brief  discourse  giving  information 
on  the  area  being  seen. 

The  Board  discussed  the  matter  thoroughly,  the  concensus 
being  that  all  costs  charged  by  concessionaires  in  the 
parks  must  be  kept  at  a  low  figure  and  that  concessions 
in  the  parks  must  be  kept  at  a  minimum,  and  offer  an 
extra  needed  service  to  the  public. 

The  Board  of  Directors  authorized  the  District  Manager  to 
obtain  additional  information  about  the  audio-telescopes, 
as  they  felt  the  telescopes  might  be  used  to  advantage. 
The  Board  would  be  willing  to  try  two  of  them  at  the 
present  time.   However,  the  Board  was  unwilling  to 
grant  permission  for  erection  of  a  building  in  the 
Griaaly  Peak  parking  area. 

B,  Letter  of  August  31,  1953,  received  from  Dr,  Gerald  E, 
Cheadle,  Chairman  for  the  Alameda  Recreation  Commission 
thanking  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  for  its 
cooperation  in  making  possible  the  Alameda  Day  Camp  in 
Redwood  Park.   The  camp  was  attended  by  216  children 
and  Dr,  Cheadle  expressed  his  hope  that  the  camp  can 

be  continued  next  summer  on  a  larger  scale. 

Director  Godfrey  added  that  members  of  the  Alameda  ' 
Recreation  Commission  had  voiced  their  appreciation  to 
him  for  use  of  the  Redwood  Park  facilities. 

V,   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,   The  swimming  pool  in  the  Thomas  J,  Roberts  Recreational 
Area  was  opened  on  Saturday,  September  5,  I  have  already 
sent  out  a  report  on  the  first  nine  days  of  operation  to 
the  directors  which  I  think  covers  the  operation  to  the 
directors  which  I  think  covers  the  opening  of  the  pool. 

Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  a  glass  front  be  in- 
stalled on  the  building  which  houses  the  filter  and  heater 
for  the  swimming  pool,  in  order  that  people  can  see  the 
equipment  being  used. 

District  Manager  Walpole  pointed  out  that  glass  would 

be  an  added  hazard  for  vandels,  and  suggested  a  wire  screen 

to  be  installed  as  part  of  the  front  of  the  filter 

building. 
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B.  Work  by  contractors:   The  work  on  the  Redwood  Bowl 
ranger  station  has  progressed  to  a  bery  satisfactory 
conclusion.  The  contractor  on  the  job  proved  most 
conscientious  and  their  completed  Job  rates  no 
criticism. 

The  contractor  on  the  change  house  for  the  Roberts 
Area  swimming  pool  carried  out  all  of  his  work  to  our 
complete  satisfaction  with  the  exception  of  the  cement 
work.   After  completion  of  the  building,  we  found  pools 
of  water  standing  when  the  showers  were  being  used  in 
both  the  men's  and  women's  dressing  rooms.  Also  on 
the  deck  around  the  pool.  We  went  over  this  with  him 
and  he  is  in  the  process  of  correcting  it  at  this  time. 

We  will  hold  off  paying  him  his  final  payment  until  the 
work  is  done  entirely  to  our  satisfaction. 

C,  The  new  boys'  shelter  in  Tilden  Regional  Park  was 
dedicated  by  members  of  the  North  Oakland  Kiwanis  Club 
and  Robert  Sibley,  President  of  our  Board,   The  North 
Oakland  Kiwanis  Club  paid  us  their  |400  contribution 
toward  construction  of  the  building  and  the  youth 
groups  have  already  started  making  use  of  the  new 
shelter  and  area  in  Tilden  Park  which  was  set  aside  for 
use  by  boys  youth  groups, 

D,  Attendance  continued  at  a  high  level  during  the  month 
of  September  with  all  of  our  park  facilities  in  general 
demand.   Our  golf  course  receipts  f or  t he  month  of 
August  set  a  new  record  when  they  went  to  a  figure  of 
slightly  over  $9,000  for  the  first  time. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  September  a 
great  deal  of  our  working  time  was  spent  on  the  Roberts 
Area  preparing  for  its  opening  and  picking  up  the  loose 
ends  after  opening.  However,  in  addition  to  our  work  in 
the  Roberts  Area,  the  following  work  was  either  started 
or  completed: 

1.   Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Work  was  carried  on  in  the  Botanic  Garden  in 
providing  the  iarea  with  gravel  paths  and  concrete 
paths  in  areas  that  were  particularly  muddy  last 
winter.   Over  600'  of  paths  have  been  finished 

as  of  this  date, 

b.  In  the  Tilden  Nature  Area,  the  entire  museum 
was  overhauled,  new  exhibits  were  put  in,  it 
was  painted  and  generally  prepared  for  the 
school  children's  use. 

c.  Work  on  the  new  stone  building  in  the  Nature 
Area,  which  will  serve  as  an  addition  to  the 
present  museum,  was  continued^  This  building 
is  approximately  A0%   complete, 

d.  Completed  the  rock  hut  end  fireplace  for  the  boys' 
area,  including  putting  6n  a  shake  roof  with  2x6 
sheathing  and  4x8  timbers. 

e.  Installed  a  new  rules  and  regulations  sign  on 
South  Gate  Road, 

f .  Installed  a  new  carved  sign  on  South  Gate  Road 
pointing  to  the  new  Boys'  Camp. 
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g*  Constructed  a  foot  bridge  33*  long  with  steel 
rails  and  a  tie  dock  at  the  Willows  area 
across  the  creek  on  the  trail  to  the  Boys'  Camp, 

h.  Constructed  300 »  of  new  trail  from  Willows  to 
the  Boys*  Camp,  to  be  used  by  boy  scouts  hiking 
into  the  new  Boys'  area, 

i.  Hauled  in  ten  loads  of  building  rock  to  the  boy^ 
area  and  piled  it  at  the  foundation  for  the 
second  hut  preliminary  to  starting  construction 
of  another  shelter. 

j.  Finished  painting  all  the  service  yard  buildings 
with  the  second  coat. 

k»  Installed  overload  springs  on  the  jeep  to  be 
used  in  Grass  Valley. 

1.  Overhauled  the  third  army  jeep  and  prepared  it 
for  painting. 

2.  Golf  Course. 

a.  Aerified,  sanded  and  fertilized  all  greens. 

b.  Rebuilt  300'  of  fence  along  No.  1  fairway  to 
prevent  golf  balls  from  rolling  into  the  creek. 

c.  Constructed  a  new  wooden  cover  over  the  city 
water  valve. 

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  construction  of  the  septic  tank  at 
the  Roberts  Area. 

b.  Laid  80'  of  6"  sewer  pipe  which  completed  the 
line  from  the  pool  to  the  septic  tank. 

c.  Constructed  three  brick  manholes  along  the  sewer 
line. 

d.  Hauled  in  150  yards  of  sub-grade  rock  for  the 
entrance  road  to  the  Roberts  Area  from 
Redwood  Park. 

e.  Graded,  watered  and  rolled  the  entrance  road, 

f.  Graded,  watered  and  rolled  around  the  pool  and 
change  house. 

g.  Laid  400  square  feet  of  asphalt  around  the 
change  house. 

h.  Constructed  forms  for  concrete  walls  of  the 
filter  house  and  poured  the  north  wall. 

i.  Planted  out  35  trees  and  shrubs  at  the  north 
corner  of  the  pool, 

4.  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 

a.  Completed  construction  of  a  truck  bridge  one- 
half  mile  south  of  the  old  ranch  road. 

b.  Finished  painting  the  inside  and  outside  of 
six  latrines,  and  installing  signs  on  paths 
of  them. 


c.  Completed  construction  on  a  tank  foundation 
for  a  35,000  gallon  water  tank. 

d#  Moved  the  35,000  gallon  water  tank  to  the 
new  foundation, 

e«  Started  cleaning  out  an  old  spring  and  clearing 
brush  where  a  new  water  line  will  be  run  from 
the  spring  to  the  tank. 

f .  Reconstructed  three  miles  of  fire  road  from 
Chabot  Gate  to  the  natural  dam.   This  road  will 
also  be  used  as  a  bridle  trail, 

g.  Constructed  two  miles  of  fire-break  with  the  D7  cat, 

h.  Sloped  100*  of  bank  along  the  road  to  the  horse 
barn, 

i.  Completed  roofing  the  tack  house  where  the 
saddles  are  kept, 

5,  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park, 

a.  Replaced  three  window  lights  In  the  Klwanis 
building,  two  in  the  tool  shed  and  one  in  the 
Bowl  Area  restroom  which  were  broken  out  by 
vandals • 

b.  Removed  the  main  clubroom  door  which  has  been 
smashed  in  accidentally  and  completely  re- 
constructed it,  installing  new  glass  and  wood 
dividing  strips, 

c.  Cut  brush  back  from  all  trails  in  the  park  and 
handgraded  out  the  slides  and  rocks  that  had 
accximulated  on  the  trails  due  to  trail  traffic 
and  short-cutting. 

d.  Hauled  in  rock  and  patched  holes  in  East  Lake 
Trail  and  on  the  service  road. 

e.  Constructed,  carved  and  painted  three  large  and 
two  small  rustic  signs  for  the  Roberts  Area. 

VI.   NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.   The  District  Manager  requests  permission  from  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  secure  competitive  bids  for 
enlarging  the  ranger  station  at  Skyline  Blvd.   This 
house  now  only  has  three  rooms  and  the  necessity  for 
another  bedroom  is  very  apparent.   It  might  be  better 
to  do  this  work  under  force  account  thus  buying  the 
material  and  doing  most  of  the  carpentry  work  ourselves. 
The  District  Manager  will  try  to  determine,  with  per- 
mission of  the  Board,  which  procedure  could  be  followed 
at  the  least  cost. 

The  Board  of  Directors  authorized  District  Manager 
Walpole  to  obtain  permission  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utility  District  to  construct  a  house  on  the  Grass  Valley 
property  and  to  start  collecting  prices  and  estimates  on 
the  cost  of  building,

IV.   COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.   Letter  of  'October  1,  1953,  received  from  Nlles 
Kinney,  of  the  Mason-McDuffie  Company,  with  in- 
formation about  approximately  9  acres  of  land 
adjacent  to  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park,  fronting 
on  Skyline  Blvd.,  which  is  for  sale.   The 
property  might  be  purchased  for  $7,500. 

District  Manager  Walpole  showed  the  Board  a  map 
of  the  property  and  pointed  out  the  advantages  of 
having  the  land  which  would  make  an  excellent 
entrance  into  the  park. 
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The  Board  of  directors  agreed  that  the  property- 
would  be  worth  having  as  it  would  be  very  useful 
for  park  purposes,  and  authorized  District  Ivlanager 
V^alpole  to  make  an  offer  of  !|7,500  for  it, 

B.  Letter  of  October  19,  1953,  received  from  Maurice 
G,  Read,  of  the  J/iason-McDuf fie  Company,  enclosing 
a  copy  of  a  letter  received  by  him  from  their 
attorney  which,  in  connection  with  the  Park  Hills 
property  adjoining  Tilden  Park  which  might  be  sold 
to  the  Regional  Park  District,  cites  two  cases  in 
which  "...hold  that  the  assessment  (for  upkeep) 
would  not  be  binding  upon  the  Regional  Park  as  a 
public  body."   Ordered  filed, 

C.  Letter  of  October  22,  received  from  the  Office  of 
the  District  Attorney  giving  the  opinion  that  the 
upkeep  assessment  charged  on  Park  Hills  property 
would  not  be  applicable  to  the  Regional  Park  District. 
Ordered  filed. 

The  Board  of  Directors  authorized  payment  of 
Lots  15,16,17,  and  18  in  the  amount  of  $4,046.55 
inasmuch  as  an  opinion  was  received  from  the  office  of  the 
District  Attorney  to  the  effect  that  the  Regional  Park 
District  is  not  liable  for  the  upkeep  assessment  charge. 

V .   DISTRICT  MANAGER <S  REPORT . 

A.  Both  Lake  Anza  and  Lake  Temescal,  as  well  as  the 
swimming  pool  at  the  Thomas  J,  Roberts  Recreational 
Area,  have  been  closed  for  the  year.   Our  swimming 
operation  this  year  was  extremely  successful.   No 
casualties  occured  at  either  lake,  and  we  had  no 
serious  accidents.   Approximately  700,000  people 
swam  in  the  two  lakes,  and  in  the  pool  at  the  Roberts 
Area.   The  lifeguards  operated  with  extreme  efficiency, 
and  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  their  training  must  be 
given  to  Dale  Roe,  again  active  as  our  water  safety 
advisor,  hiring  our  lifeguards  and  training  them. 

B.  Work  by  contractors:   The  contractors  on  the  Redwood 
Bowl  Ranger  Station,  the  bathhouse  at  the  Roberts 
Recreational  Area,  and  at  the  swimming  pool  have 
completed  their  work,  and  it  has  been  found  satis- 
factory.  The  contractor  on  the  change  house  at  the 
Roberts  Area  swimming  pool  had  some  additional  work 
to  do  concerning  drainage  on  the  concrete  deck  and 
in  the  mens  and  ladies  shower  rooms.   He  has  come 
back  on  the  job  and  completed  it  in  a  satisfactory 
manner, 

C.  Additional  boys'  shelter  for  Tilden  Regional  Park: 
Members  of  the  North  Oakland  Kiwanis  Club  have  pledged 
themselves  to  contribute  an  additional  $400  toward  the 
construction  of  a  second  shelter  for  the  Boy's  Area, 
We  have  done  some  preliminary  work  on  the  shelter, 
having  laid  the  foundation,  and  secured  a  number  of 
loads  of  rock  toward  starting  the  actual  construction 
of  the  shelter. 

D.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  October  has  started  to 
fall  off  with  the  exception  of  the  golf  course.   It 
appears  that  October,  as  did  September,  will  set  a  new 
record  for  use  and  revenue  from  the  golf  course. 
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E,   On  Wednesday,  October  21,  at  3  p.m.,  the  main  Trans- 
mitter pov;er  line  running  from  Orinda  to  Perkeley 
through  Tilden  Regional  Park  broke  as  the  result  of  a 
heavy  tree  limb  falling  across  the  power  line.   The 
wind  at  that  time  was  blowing  at  a  50  to  60  mile  per 
hour  gale.   Fire  resulted  at  once,  and  flames  started 
runninr-  along  the  southwest  side  of  the  Tilden  Hills 
toward  South  Gate.   All  Regional  Park  employees  were 
thrown  into  the  fire  line  within  fifteen  minutes.   One 
park  employee,  William  Adams,  Jr.,  suffered  first 
degree  burns  around  the  face  and  second  degree  burns 
on  his  hands  as  a  result  of  driving  a  fire  wagon 
too  close  to  the  flame.   The  truck  was  not  damaged. 

Fire  units  poured  in  to  assist  the  Regional  Park 
firefighters  almost  immediately  with  rigs  coming  in 
from  Berkeley,  Oakland,  Orinda,  Kensington,  and  the 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District.   A  number  of 
volunteers  also  joined  in  the  fight.   At  approximately 
4:30  p.m.,  the  fire  was  finally  brought  under  control, 
having  been  stopped  by  the  Big  Springs  Canyon  Road. 

When  brought  under  control,  approximately  450  acres 
had  been  burned  over.   The  main  damage  done  to  the 
park  as  a  result  of  the  fire  was  the  burning  of  a  number 
of  pine  trees  and  Douglas  firs.   In  sweeping  across 
the  grassland,  the  fire,  in  many  instances,  rushed 
through  the  pine  plantations  without  causing  serious 
damage,  but  in  some  cases  where  the  fire  burned  par- 
ticularily  hot,  we  will  run  into  considerable  tree 
loss.   It  will  be  impossible  to  tell  exactly  how 
many  trees  we  have  lost  until  the  rains  come,  and 
many  trees  that  appear  to  be  dead  now  may  possibly 
come  back.   The  damage  to  trees  would  amount  to 
approximately  $20,000,  a  rough  estimate. 

At  4:30  p.m.,  when  the  fire  was  brought  under 
control,  all  fire  units,  outside  of  the  park's 
own  crews,  left.  We  immediately  put  on  emergency 
crews  and  continued  to  patrol  the  fire  area  through 
the  night.   Although  a  great  many  small  spot  fires 
were  still  burning  in  the  interior  of  the  burned 
area,  we  managed  to  go  around  the  edge  and  mop  up 
all  small  blazes.   By  8:00  a.m.  on  October  22,  the 
fire  might  be  called  completely  under  control.   The 
work  of  the  Regional  Park  men  was  particularly  good 
on  this  fire  and  showed  the  result  of  fire  drills 
that  we  have  held  in  the  past.   This  fire  represents 
the  largest  fire  in  the  Regional  Parks  since  its 
conception  in  1934. 

Director  Godfrey  suggested  that  if  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Co,  is  insured  against  losses  resulting 
from  broken  power  lines,  it  might  be  possible  to 
recover  enough  to  offset  the  fire  damage. 

Director  Robertw  pointed  out  that  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Co,  has  teen  of  great  service  to  the 
Regional  Parks  in  giving  gas  and  electric  service 
in  the  parks  by  running  in  lines  at  no  expense  to 
the  Park  District,  and  was  of  the  opinion  that  we 
should  not  press  a  claim  for  damages  if  there  is 
no  provision  through  insurance  to  take  care  of 
such  matters . 

The  Board  of  Directors  instructed  the  District 
Manager  to  write  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co, 
informing  them  t)f  the  extent  of  the  damage  done  to 
park  property,  and  inquiring  as  to  whether  they 
have  insurance  to  cover. 
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P.  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  October  we 
still  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  working  on  the  Roberts 
Area,   During  the  winter  months  a  great  deal  more  work 
will  be  done  in  the  area;  however,  in  addition  to  that 
work,  the  following  work  was  either  started  or  completed 
in  the  following  parks: 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Cleaned  and  painted  two  1,000  gallon  gas  tanks 
that  will  be  installed  in  the  Tilden  Park 
service  yard  this  winter.   By  installing  these 
two  1,000  gallon  tanks,  we  will  save  ^^   per 
gallon  on  gasoline  by  being  able  to  buy  in 
2,000  gallon  quantities, 

b.  Completed  construction  of  a  large  outdoor  dry 
pit  toilet  for  use  in  the  boys'  area  near  the 
South  Gate. 

c.  Planted  24  giant  sequoia  trees  near  the  Golf 
Gate  entrance  to  the  park, 

d.  Planted  a  new  lawn  in  the  Botanic  Garden,  40'x70'. 

e.  Completed  construction  of  a  service  road  to  us© 
for  bringing  material  into  the  Botanic  Garden. 

f .  Carried  on  development  of  the  museum  building 
in  the  Tilden  Nature  Area. 

g.  Constructed  an  insect  display  case  and  an 
attractive  mouseville  in  addition  to  the 
reptile  exhibits.  Work  is  now  under  way  on  a 
demonstration  bee  colony  and  on  an  improved 
squirrel  exhibit, 

h.  Dynamited  the  hard  rock  quarry  to  obtain 

additional  building  rock  and  rock  to  be  hauled 
to  the  golf  course  for  construction  of  a  new 
large  36"  drain  across  No,  8  fairway, 

i.  Hauled  five  truck  loads  of  wooden  can  platforms 
from  the  American  Can  Co.  and  distributed  them 
throughout  the  park  for  firewood,

1.  Graded  the  area  in  front  of  the  Roberts  Area 

residence  for  top-soiling  preparatory  to  planting 

a  lawn, 
m.  Graded  an  area  at  the  archery  range  for  a  service 

building  for  archers. 

4.  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Poured  4"  of  concrete  in  the  floor  of  the  30,000 
gallon  water  tank. 

b.  Constructed  a  new  roof  for  the  top  of  the  water  tank. 

c.  Caulked  and  painted  the  water  tank. 

d.  Started  digging  a  trench  for  a  new  water  line  from 
the  spring  to  the  water  tank. 

e.  Completed  the  West  Side  Trail  to  within  1/2  mile 
of  the  natural  dam. 

5.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Hauled  in  ten  loads  of  wood  for  use  in  the  picnic 
areas  donated  by  the  American  Can  Company. 

b.  Dismantled  the  swimming  area  equipment  and  stored 
it  for  the  winter, 

c.  Dug  up  all  flower  beds  and  planted  spring  blooming 
flower  bulbs  in  the  office  area  flower  beds. 

d.  Sprayed  1,000  gallons  of  lead  arsenate  on  oak 
trees  in  the  park  to  control  oak  moths. 

e.  Repaired  and  rebuilt  the  power  drill  which  is 
used  innaking  signs  for  the  parks. 

VI.     mm  Busii^iESs. 

A.   The  District  Manager  requests  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  pass  a  resolution  to.  be  sent  to  the  City  of  Oakland 
requesting  that  they  change  their  building  code  to 
allow  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  to  build 
within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of  Oakland  without 
being  required  to  pay  for  a  building  permit.

Therefore,  an  idea  such  as  the  one  Mr.  French  presents, 
must  be  held  in  abeyance  until  other  more  fundamental 
plans  are  finished,

Park,  Division  Manager  for  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  acknowledging  District  Manager 
Walpole's  letter  to  him  in  connection  with  fire 
damage  caused  by  a  broken  power  line  in  Tilden  Park. 
Mr.  Park  states  that  he  has  referred  our  letter  to 
Mr,  Raymond  W.  V/hite,  Manager  of  the  P.  G,  &  E. 
Claims  Department.   Ordered  filed. 

C.  Letter  of  November  12,  1953,  received  from  Mr. 
Raymond  W.  White,  Claims  Department,  Pacific  Gas  And 
Electric  Company,  regarding  damage  caused  by  a  power 
line  in  Tilden  Park  which  broke  on  October  21,  1953, 
resulting  in  a  fire  which  spread  over  several  hundred 
acres.   Mr.  White  states  that  the  company  is  self- 
insured  and  advises  that  they  do  not  find  any  legal 
liability  on  the  P.  G.  &  E. 

Director  Godfrey  proposed  that  this  matter  be  tabled 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Park  District's  relations 
with  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company  have  always 
been  very  good,  and  it  would  not  be  practicable  to 
press  this  matter. 

The  Board  of  Directors  agreed  with  Director  Godfrey's 
feeling,  and  instructed  District  Manager  Walpole  to 
write  to  Mr.  White  informing  him  of  the  decision  of  the 
Board  to  drop  the  matter,  although  it  has  been  estab- 
lished that  the  fire  was  caused  by  a  broken  power  line. 

D.  Letter  of  November  4,  1953,  received  from  Mrs.  Leslie 
E.  Thompson,  Secretary  of  the  Hillside  Gardeners, 
enclosing  a  check  for  §200,00.   The  club  members  voted  to 
donate  this  amount  to  the  Regional  Parks  to  "help  replace 
the  beautiful  trees  that  were  recently  lost  in  the  Tilden 
Park  Fire",  and  sent  their  donation  in  appreciation  for 
the  use  of  the  Temescal  Clubroom  without  charge  for  their 
meetings .

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER *S  REPORT, 

A.  Three  thousand  16"  Monterey  pines  have  been  given  to 
the  Park  District  by  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District.   These  3,000  pines  have  already  been  picked 
up  and  planted  in  Redwood  and  Tilden  Park,   An  add- 
itional 7,000  pines  are  in  beds  in  the  Water  District's 
nursery,  and  they  also  propose  to  give  those  pines  to 
the  Park  District.   V/e  will  probably  pick  them  up 
during  the  month  of  December,  planting  them  directly 
from  the  trucks  into  the  parks, 

B.  The  early  rain  we  have  received  has  brought  green  grass 
back  to  the  burned  over  area  in  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

A  number  of  the  burned  pines  are  showing  green,  and 
will  probably  be  saved.   Danger  from  fire  has  greatly 
decreased  due  to  the  rain,  and  Lake  Anza  Is  starting 
to  fill  again. 

C,  Attendance  in  the  parks  was  down  considerably,  but  is 
at  a  normal  point  for  this  time  of  year.   All  the  club 
buildings  are  receiving  very  heavy  holiday  use  and  the 
play  on  the  golf  course  is  continuing  at  a  very  high 
level.   Maintenance  Is  down  due  to  a  lack  of  attendance, 
and  we  can  now  devote  more  time  to  construction,

B.  District  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  he  had  ob- 
tained information  that  the  cost  to  the  Park  District 
of  installing  a  gas  line  to  provide  natural  gas  for 
the  Roberts  Area  would  be  $4,100.00;  and  that  extension 
of  such  a  line  to  the  Redwood  Bowl  residence  would  cost 
an  additional  12,000.   These  figures  are  one-third  of 
the  actual  cost  of  installation.

C,  Verbal  request  received  by  District  Manager  Walpole 
from  E.  W.  Newell,  requesting  a  renewal  of  his  lease 
on  grazing  land  in  Tilden  Regional  Park  for  the 
calendar  year  1954. 

District  Manager  Walpole  recommended  that  this  lease 
be  renewed  on  180  acres  of  grazing  land  in  Tilden 
Park  at  the  same  rate  as  was  paid  in  1953.   Mr.  Newell 's 
check  for  #567.35  has  been  received  by  the  District 
Office;  and  the  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of 
accepting  this  check  in  payment  for  the  lease  for  the 
calendar  year  1954,  and  executed  the  renewal  form, 

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  Approximately  7,000  people  have  received  greens  from 
the  Regional  Parks  since  we  started  cutting  them  on 
December  14.   Prior  to  that  time,  we  had  supplied 
Oak  Knoll  and  Fairmount  Hospitals,  and  a  number  of 
veterans'  groups  with  a  large  amount  of  greenery  for 
decoration  of the  hospitals  and  service  centers.  A 
niimber  of  churches  have  also  been  supplied  with 
material  for  decoration.   However,  since  the  14th, 
we  have  concentrated  mainly  on  providing  the  general 
public  with  pine  boughs.   It  has  been  quite  a  problem 
to  keep  up  with  the  demand,  and  a  large  part  of  our 
crew  has  spent  all  its  time  trimming  trees  and  de- 
livering the  greens  to  centrally  located  places. 

Public  reaction  has  been  very  favorable.   A  few 
instances  have  occured  when  greens  were  not  available 
at  the  time  people  thought  they  should  have  been;  but 
on  the  whole,  the  good  will  that  has  come  about  through 
this  program  has  been  worth  the  effort  made  to  supply 
the  greens, 

B,  Approximately  2,000  seedling  Monterey  pines  were  picked 
up  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  Nursery 
during  the  month  and  planted  in  the  various  Regional 
Parks,   A  number  of  Boy  Scout  groups  have  assisted  in 
this  planting  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  in  connection 
with  winning  merit  badges  in  conservation.   The  scout 
groups  have  been  anxious  to  participate  in  tree  planting, 
and  under  the  direction  of  Jack  Parker  in  Tilden  Park 
and  Claire  Rooney  in  Redwood  Regional  Park,  approximately 
1,500  trees  were  planted  during  the  month  of  December. 

C,  Attendance  in  the  Parks,  during  December,  has  been 
remarkably  high  for  this  time  of  year.   The  steady 
increase  in  the  usage  of  the  parks  during  the  winter 
months  has  been  noted  through  the  years.   Any  day  that 
it  is  not  actually  raining,  groups  make  use  of  the  parks 
for  picnicking,  hiking,  and  using  the  amusement  devices 
in  Tilden  Park.   At  one  time,  the  winter  months  brought 
park  use  to  almost  a  complete  standstill.   That  is  no 
longer  true.   Both  the  Brazilian  Building  and  the 
Clubhouse  at  Lake  Temescal  have  been  receiving  heavy 
holiday  use.   A  large  number  of  parties  have  been  held 
at  both  places  on  an  average  of  three  to  four  parties 

a  week.   Play  on  the  golf  course  continues  to  be  high 
and  we  are  running  well  in  advancS,  financially,  of 
last  year. 
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D,  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  December, 
the  following  work  in  the  Regional  Parks  was  either 
started  or  completed: 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Trimmed  evergreen  trees,  collected  branches  and 
hauled  to  theBrazilian  Building  for  distribution 
to  the  public. 

b.  Felled  and  cut  four  large  eucalyptus  trees  in 
front  of  theBrazilian  Building, 

c.  Drilled  hard  rock  quarry,  blasted  and  piled  rock, 

d.  Constructed  a  sand  cement  crib  20  x  30'. 

e.  Completed  construction  of  a  large  pipe  rack  in 
the  service  yard. 

f.  Planted  1,600  Monterey  pine  trees  in  the  Nature 
Area  and  along  Wildcat  Canyon  Road, 

g.  Carried  on  construction  of  new  paths  in  thd 
Botanic  Gardens. 

h.  Carried  on  overhauling  of  the  newly  acquired 

front-end  hydraulic  loader, 
i.  Top-dressed  and  re-seeded  worn  spots  on  the 

playfield  at  Lake  Anza, 
j.  Painted  both  golf  course  jeeps,  installed  melal 

top,  and  overhauled. 

2,  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Carried  on  construction  on  the  fence  along  No,  2 
fairway  which  is  being  built  to  deflect  shots 
from  rolling  down  the  hill,  and  speed  up  play  on 
the  golf  course  at  this  point. 

b.  Removed  a  large  section  of  8"  pipeline  from  the 
slide  area  at  Anza  View  to  prevent  sliding  out 
during  winter  months. 

c.  Cut  and  bucked  up  18  eucalyptus  trees  on  the 
course.

a.  Completed  construction  of  180 »  of  leaching  ditch 
at  the  Roberts  Area. 

b.  Carried  on  construction  of  the  toilet  building 
at  the  Roberts  Area.   98^  conkplete. 

c.  Hauled  in  100  yards  of  top  soil  to  the  Roberts 
Area  for  planting  shrubs  and  lawn  around  the 
pool  and  building. 

d.  Installed  100'  of  12"  culvert  at  the  parking  lot 
at  the  Roberts  Area. 

e.  Constructed  250»  of  new  leaching  ditch  at  the 
Maples  picnic  area  toilets, 

f.  Started  planting  and  landscaping  the  banks 
and  home  area  in  the  Roberts  Area.

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5.   Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park 

a.  Cut  and  trimmed  away  rose  hedge  at  Broadway 
entrance  to  park  giving  the  public  three  truck 
loads  of  branches  for  Christmas  decorations  in 
the  process, 

b.  Installed  a  20'  extension  of  12"  culvert  pipe 
on  the  beach,  reducing  hazard  of  the  crop  off 
in  the  swimming  area. 

c.  Installed  a  10'  extension  of  12"  culvert  pipe 
at  the  flycaster's  area. 

d.  Hauled  in  four  truckloads  of  firewood  for 
clubroom  fireplace, 

e.  Constructed  two  large,  and  30  small  rustic 
signs  to  be  used  in  the  Roberts  Area. 

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  The  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  has  sent  the 
Park  District  a  bill  for  our  half  of  the  cost  of  fencing 
the  Grass  Valley  land.   Their  bill  and  their  cost  is 
$16,641,65.   Our  half  of  this  being .|8, 320, 82.  We  have 
not  entered  that  bill  for  payment  as  yet  because  we 
called  the  Water  District  and  requested  a  more  complete 
breakdown  in  the  charges  than  they  had  given  us  on 
their  firwt  bill.  We  also  asked  them  to  show  a  credit 
for  the  use  of  our  equipment  used  during  the  construction 
of  this  fence. 

B.  The  District  Manager  reported  that  he  has  been  carrying 
on  new  discussion  witb  the  Oakland  Park  Department  con- 
cerning it's  taking  over  one-half  of  the  cost  of 
installation  of  the  water  line  to  the  Roberts  Area. 

He  is  certain  that  before  too  long  a  time  they  will 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  they  must  have  water  from 
this  line  and  he  hopes  that  by  early  next  year  they 
will  pay  their  one-haif  share  of  the  original  cost  of 
$31,000.   However,  he  does  believe  that  if  we  receive 
no  action  from  the  Oakland, Park  Board  by  the  end  of 
February,  we  should  write  and  tell  them  that  we  are 
withdrawing  our  offer  to  allow  them  to  hook  into  the 
line  upon  payment  of  one-half  the  cost,  and  that  we 
will  be  forced  to  fall  back  on  our  original  agreement 
with  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,   This 
would  mean  that  the  Oakland  Park  Department  would  have 
to  pay  two-thirds  of  the  cost  if  they  ever  did  tap 
into  the  line.   It  may  be  necessary  for  the  Board  to 
authorize  a  letter  of  that  sort  to  speed  up  action 
of  the  Oakland  Park  Board. 

VTI.   NEW  BUSINESS.

B.  Director  Goodrich  reported  on  the  possible  use  of 
Alameda  County  Trust  Fund.   He  has  complete  information 
as  to  the  three  banks  which  handle  this  fnnd  and  sources 
of  money  which  have  gone  irito  it. 

As  yet.  Director  Goodrich  stated  that  he  was  not  con- 
vinced that  the  Regional  Park  Board  could  form  a 
foundation  without  going  through  an  intermediary 
agency  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  a  political 
body.   However,  he  pointed  out  that  the  State  of 
California  receives  bequests  and  donations  as  well 
as  the  estates  of  residents  who  have  no  heirs,  so 
that  there  is  a  possibility  that  the  Park  Board  could 
form  a  foundation. 

He  brought  up  another  salient  issue  in  the  fact  that 

any  trust  fund  or  foundation  should  be  so  constructed 

that  the  expenditures  would  be  made  on  advice  of  the 
Regional  Park  Board. 

Director  Goodrich  felt  that  the  basic  idea  of  a  trust 
fund  is  sound,  and  suggested  that  the  Board  might 
have  a  trust  agreement  with  three  or  five  qualified 
men  connected  with  banking  who  would  be  familiar 
with  this  type  of  work. 

President  Sibley  requested  Director  Goodrich  to 
continue  his  investigation  into  this  matter,  and  to 
report  to  the  Board  at  a  later  date  on  his  findings. 

C.  Director  Macdonald  asked  the  Board's  opinion  on 
making  some  sign  of  appreciation  to  the  park  employees 
for  their  fine  work  in  preserving  the  pafeks  through 
their  efforts  in  fire-fighting. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  very  favorable  to  this 
suggestion  and  requested  the  District  Manarerto 
prepare  letters  to  the  park  employees  to  be  placed 
in  each  park  on  the  bulletin  boards.   These  letters 
should  mention  that  the  Park  Board  truly  appreciates 
the  work  being  done  by  the  park  crews  especially  in 
fighting  fire,  and  that  the  Board  is  grateful  for 
their  loyalty,  promptness  in  emergency  and  general 
efficiency  throughout  the  year.

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  An  excellent  article  on  the  Botanic  Gardens  in  Tilden 
Regional  Park  appears  in  the  February  edition  of 
Sunset  Magazine.   It  is  a  two-page  article  with  a 
number  of  drawings  of  the  garden.  Unfortunately,  the 
District  Manager  was  only  able  to  secure  one  copy 
which  he  has  here  with  him. 

B,  During  the  month,  approximately  5,000  additional 
Monterey  pines  were  picked  up  from  the  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District  nursery.   A  large  number 
of  these  have  already  been  planted.   The  boy  scout 
groups  have  continued  to  come  out  to  assist  with 
planting  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

C,  To  date,  our  rainfall  has  been  below  normal.   Lake 
Anza  still  needs  approximately  six  or  seven  inches  of 
rain  to  fill  it.   It  is  at  the  lowest  point  for  this 
time  of  year  that  it  has  been  for  the  past  four  years, 
and  we  are  hoping  that  additional  spring  rains  will 
make  up  the  difference.   Otherwise,  we  will  be  in 
poor  shape. 

D,  Attendance  in  the  parks  during  January  has  continued  to 
be  remarkably  high  for  this  time  of  the  year.   This  is 
largely  due  to  the  lack  of  rain.   The  golf  course 
continues  to  show  the  financial  improvement  over  last 
year.  During  the  month  of  December,  revenue  was 
doubled  over  1952. 

E,  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  month  of  January, 
the  following  work  in  the  Regional  Parks  was  either 
carried  on  or  completed: 

1.   Tilden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Constructed  two  redwood  plank  doors  for  the 
Nature  Area  Building. 

b.  Installed  16  glass  windows  at  the  Nature  Area, 

c.  Framed  up  with  rustic  frames  two  large  rules 
and  regulations  signs  for  Redwood  Park. 


d.  Planted  1500  Monterey  pines  up  Big  Spring 
Canyon  in  the  burned  area,  and  planted  300 
Monterey  pine  trees  at  the  railroad  round-house. 

e.  Completed  digging  holes  for  two  new  1,000-gallon 
gasoline  tanks  at  the  service  yard.   Placed  the 
two  tanks,  and  covered  them  up  with  42  tons  of 
sand  to  cover  the  tanks  and  prevent  shifting. 

f.  Foiled  and  split  two  large  eucalyptus  trees  at 
the  Brazilian  Building  for  fire  wood, 

g.  Sealed  all  cracks  In  pavement  on  Golf  Gate  Road 
and  Park  Hills  Road. 

h.  Started  painting  the  bath  house  and  residence  at 
Lake  Anza. 

i.  Completed  overhauling  the  new  front  end  loader 
and  put  it  into  service, 

j.  Installed  hydraulic  brakes  on  the  new  golf 
course  Toro. 

k.  Planted  2500  bare-rooted  Monterey  pines  from  the 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  nursery  in 
the  Nature  Area.   These  trees  were  planted  with 
the  help  of  different  scout  organizations. 

1.  Carried  on  work  on  the  Nature  Lodge, 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Coirse. 

a.  Constructed  a  cement  apron  12'  x  16 '  in  front 
of  the  culvert  on  No,  9  fairway. 

b.  Planted  110  pine  trees  on  the  golf  course. 

c.  Completed  hauling  in  all  top-soil  to  No,  8 
fairway  fill. 

d.  Relaid  water  lines  in  No,  8  fairway,  which  were 
removed  for  construction  of  a  new  drain. 

e.  Cut  and  bucked  up  23  eucalyptus  trees  on  the 
golf  course. 

f.  Completed  painting  the  patrolman's  jeep  and 
installed  Regional  Park  seals  on  it. 

g.  Built  a  fence  behind  No,  4  green  to  stop  balls 
from  rolling  into  the  creek, 

h.  Reseeded  and  repaired  four  tees  on  the  golf 

course, 
i.  Hauled  60  yards  of  manure  from  the  pony  ride  to 

the  compost  pile, 

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  planting  all  trees  and  shrubs  at  the 
Roberts  Area. 

b.  Cleared  brush  away  from  1/4  mile  of  the  new 
fence  line  built  to  keep  horses  out  of  the 
Roberts  Area. 

c.  Planted  300  Monterey  pines  along  the  Tence  line 
to  act  as  hedge. 

d.  Installed  150  fence  posts  for  a  rail  and  wire 
fence  at  the  Roberts  Area, 

e.  Installed  partitions  in  the  new  toilet  building 
at  the  Roberts  Area, 

f.  Carried  on  grading  the  playfield  at  the  Roberts 
Area  with  the  cat  and  carryall. 

g.  Brushed  out  the  power  line  area  to  continue  the 
power  line  fl?om  the  Roberts  Area  to  the  Redwood 
peak  residence. 

h.  Overhauled  the  Chevrolet  dump  truck  and  Chevrolet 
pickup  motors,  transmissions  and  differentials. 

i.  Cleaned  out  the  creek  and  removed  two  trees  at 
the  miniature  railroad  at  the  request  of  the 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District. 
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4.   Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park, 

a.  Rebuilt,  with  new  slats,  and  painted  20  park 
benches . 

b.  Constructed,  carved  and  painted  ten  large  and 
30  small  rustic  signs  for  use  throughout  the 
parks . 

c.  Removed,  repaired  and  closed  the  front  valve 
on  the  waterfall  electric  pump  while  the  lake 
level  was  down. 

d.  Cut  and  hauled  away  ten  truck  loads  of  tules 
from  along  the  lake  shore  to  insure  a  lower 
bacteria  count  in  the  summer. 

e.  Planted  50  small  pines  on  the  freeway  fill  at 
the  upper  end  of  the  park  that  had  been  held  in 
the  park  nursery  until  the  wet  months. 

f.  Began  scaling  the  metal  and  wooden  bobbins  that 
are  used  in  the  swimming  area  in  preparation  fcr 
painting  before  the  lake  opens  for  swimming, 

g.  Using  an  acetylene  torch,  cut  away  and  removed 
the  iron  pipe  on  the  beach  that  was  becoming  a 
hazard. 

h.  Began  preparatory  work  for  installation  of  a 
new  flag  pole  at  the  Kiwanis  Building.

VI.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,   A  great  deal  of  our  time  and  effort  is  now  being  spent 
in  the  Thomas  J,  Roberts  Recreational  Area  as  we  work 
toward  having  the  area  entirely  ready  to  meet  the 
first  demands  of  our  picnicking  season.   We  are 
attempting  to  install  adequate  tables  and  stoves  for 
the  area.   We  hope  to  have  all  of  the  paving  done  by 
the  end  of  March,   All  of  the  planninr  is  now  complete, 
and  the  merry-go-round  is  scheduled  to  be  ready  to  go 
by  April  1.   The  area  for  the  pony-ride  is  being 
developed;  horseshoe  courts  and  the  wading  pool  are 
being  constructed,  and  we  are  waiting  to  complete  the 
grading  of  the  baseball  field.   Although  reservations 
for  the  area  will  not  be  taken  until  March  15,  a  great 
many  inquiries  have  been  received.   The  Laurel  Merchants 
Association  has  indicated  that  they  are  going  to  re- 
serve the  area  for  a  picnic  for  4,000  persons.   We  have 
mailed  out  over  6,000  pamphlets  on  the  Roberts  Area, 
all  service  clubs  and  employers  of  a  large  number  of 
people  have  information  concerning  the  area.   It  appears 
that  there  will  be  few,  if  any,  idle  moments  at  the 
Roberts  Area  in  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

E.   During  the  month,  approximately  7,000  additional 
Monterey  Pines  were  picked  up  from  the  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District  nursery.   A  great  many 
of  these  trees  have  been  planted  in  Grass  Valley, 
This  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  been  able 
to  secure  such  a  large  number  of  trees,  our  planting 
program  is  far  ahead  of  past  years.   The  pines 
planted  so  far  appear  to  be  doing  very  well,  and  our 
losses  should  run  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  number 
of  trees  planted. 

C.  All  danger  of  not  securing  enough  water  in  Lake  Anza 
is  past.   By  February  15,  the  lake  had  started  to  run 
over,  and  sine©  then  additional  rain  has  kept  it 
running  over.   This  has  enabled  us  to  open  up  the  big 
flood  gate  under  the  dam  to  flush  out  the  lake.  We 
try  to  do  this  every  year  if  there  is  enough  water  to 
sluice  out  some  of  the  silt  that  continues  to  fill  up 
the  lake.   It  is  estimated  that  by  opening  the  flood 
gates  we  are  able  to  sluice  out  six  to  seven  inches 
of  silt  each  year, 

D.  On  February  14,  the  District  Manager  attended  the 
California  Recreation  Conference  in  Santa  Rosa, 
California,  which  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
meeting  of  the  California  .Society  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Park  Executives.   The  District  Manager 
waw  elected  vice-president  of  the  California  Society 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Park  Executives,  and 
took  part  in  a  number  of  discussions. 

Regional  ^ark  Naturalist,  Jack  Parker,  also  appeared 
as  an  expert  on  a  panel  concerning  nature  study  in 
parks.   All  in  all,  the  conference  was  very  interesting, 
and  a  number  of  subjects  were  helpful  to  all  engaged 
in  park  and  recreation  work  were  presented  for  dis- 
cussion and  consideration.   It  appears  that  a  great 
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many  problems  are  common  to  all  the  park  and  recreation 
districts,  namely,  vandalism,  programs  and  constructional 
difficulties.   Several  reports  from  eastern  park  de- 
partments appeared  to  indicate  that  we  have  finally 
reached  a  levelling  off  place  in  the  heretofore  con- 
stantly spiraling  wages.   It  appears  that  already  in 
th6   east,  after  a  number  of  years  marked  by  constant 
and  continuous  raises  which  increased  some  of  the 
eastern  workers'  salaries  in  some  instances  more  than 
doubling  their  original  pre-war  salaries,  that  a  point 
has  been  reached  that  might  be  regarded  as  approaching 
a  stationary  point.   This  is  one  of  the  most  encour- 
aging bits  of  information  that  we  have  received. 

E,  Attendance  in  the  park  on  the  warm  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  during  the  month  was  very  brisk.   Any  time  the 
sun  comes  out,  the  parks  immediately  become  a  gathering 
place  for  large  numbers  of  people,  even  in  the  winter 
months . 

F,  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  February, 
the  following  work  in  the  Regional  Parks  was  either 
carried  on  or  completed: 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  one  new  20'  redwood  picnic  table 
on  the  right  hand  side  of  Indian  picnic  area.

VII,   NEW  BUSINESS, 


District  Manager  Walpole  brought  to  the  Attention  of 
the  Board  the  fact  that  a  gr^ up  known  as  the  Regional 
Parks  Youth  Camping  Committee  have  requested  that  a 
certain  portion  of  Grass  Valley  be  set  aside  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  providing  a  camping  areafor  youth 
groups.   The  Board  of  Directors  located  the  area  in 
question  on  a  map  of  Grass  Valley,  and  was  of  the 
opinion  that  it  would  be  difficult  and  unfeasible  to 
grant  the  committee's  request  in  its  entirety  due  to 
the  fact  that  by  doing  so,  access  into  the  park  from 
the  highway  would  be  cut  off.   In  addition,  the  res- 
trictions on  use  of  the  property  as  agreed  to  in  the 
Condition  of  Sale  make  it  unlikely  that  camping  could 
be  permitted  to  any  great  extent  at  the  present  time.

V.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  opening  date  for  both  Lake  Anza  and  Lake  Temescal  as  well  as 
the  swimming  pool  at  the  Thomas  J.  Roberts  Area  has  been  set  for 
Saturday,  April  3.  Work  is  going  on  at  all  these  locations  to 
have  everything  in  readiness  for  the  opening  date.  Most  of  the 
work  is  being  concentrated  at  the  Roberts  Area.  During  the  month 
we  have  hauled  in  all  the  rock  for  the  paving  base  for  the  parking 
area  and  the  road  leading  into  the  Roberts  Area.  We  hope  before 
April  3,  to  have  completed  the  paving.  However,  the  rain  during  the 
month  has  held  us  back,  and  the  possibility  exists  that  we  will  not 
be  finished  with  the  paving  until  sometime  after  the  opening  date. 

On  March  15,  we  opened  our  books  for  reservations  in  all  parks. 
In  Tilden  Regional  Park  the  Park  Hostess,  between  9  a.m.  and  1  p.m. 
received  6U  phone  calls  requesting  reservations.  The  same  condition 
existed  at  Lake  Temescal  and  Redwood  Regional  Park.  At  the  Roberts 
Area  reservations  have  already  been  taken  for  over  16,000  people. 
One  organization,  the  Laurel  Merchants  Association,  has  reserved 
the  area  for  5>000  people.  The  American  Can  Company  has  booked 
a  picnic  for  their  entire  organization  of  over  3>000  people. 

B.  Work  on  the  trout  pond  for  Tilden  Regional  Park  has  been  progressing 
very  satisfactorily.

b.  Painted  the  kitchen,  clubroom  and  furnace  room  at  the 
golf  clubhouse. 

c.  Replaced  a  section  of  8"  pipe  at  the  slide  area  and 
built  concrete  anchor  blocks  for  it. 

d.  Repaired  and  painted  all  valve  box  covers  on  the  golf  course, 

e.  Back  ground  and  overhauled  three  greensmowers . 

f .  Planted  $0  Monterey  pine  trees  in,  to  increase  their  size 
before  planting  in  special  area  on  the  golf  course. 

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Reconstructed  twenty- five  20'  picnic  tables  in  the  Roberts 
Area. 

b.  Hauled  260  loads  of  rock  for  sub-grade  at  the  parking  lot 
in  the  Roberts  Area. 

c.  Excavated  the  preliminary  shape  of  the  wading  pool.

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VI.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  The  District  Manager  has  contacted  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District  and  has  started  inquiry  concerning  the  purchase  of  the 
Siesta  Valley  property.  Having  had  one  meeting  with  their  land 
division,  they  are  now  working  up  a  price  on  that  land  for  us. 

B«  The  ten  acres  of  land  in  which  we  are  interested  along  Skyline 
Blvd.  for  extending  our  frontage  along  Skyline  Blvd.  for  Grass 
Valley,  and  also  allowing  us  a  location  for  us  to  build  a  ranger 
station  has  been  held  up  due  to  the  fact  that  the  owners  have 
been  waiting  for  the  income  tax  period  to  pass  before  deciding 
on  a  price  for  the  sale. 

C.  The  preparing  of  bids  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  large  RD?  cater- 
pillar for  the  park  is  proceeding,  and  we  should  be  rea(ty  to  re- 
ceive bids  some  time  in  May.  We  have  been  holding  up  the  purchase 
of  this  piece  of  equipment  as  long  as  possible,  but  would  like 

to  have  bids  opened  by  the  Board  before  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year,  June  30,  ao  that  it  can  be  paid  for  out  of  the  present  budget. 

D.  Execution  of  the  license  for  the  trout  pond  concession.  In  accord- 
ance with  Resolution  No.  1353>  passed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on 
February  23,  the  license  for  the  trout  pond  concession  in  Tilden 
Regional  Park  was  executed. 

E.  As  previously  agreed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  license  granted 
to  John  K.  Moorman  for  operation  of  the  pony-ride  concession  in 
Tilden  Regional  Park  was  extended  to  cover  a  similar  operation  in 
the  Thomas  J.  Roberts  Recreational  Area,  The  rider  to  cover  such 
extension  of  operation  was  executed  by  the  Board. 

F.  President  Sibley  desciribed  a  meeting  in  Hayward,  which  he  attended 
with  District  Manager  Walpole,  There  will  be  a  proposal  on  the 
next  ballot  for  a  four  million  dallar  bond  issue  to  cover  estab- 
lishment of  a  new  recreational  area  for  the  people  of  Hayward. 
Those  who  are  interested  in  having  the  Hayward  area  become  a  part 
of  the  Regional  Park  District  think  it  will  be  a  good  thing  to 
have  both  the  bond  issue  proposal  and  a  proposal  to  become  a  part 
of  the  Regional  ^ark  District  on  the  ballot  at  the  same  time. 

G.  Director  Mulvany  expressed  appreciation  for  his  appointment  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  stated  that  he  would  do  his  utmost  to 
serve  well  in  his  new  cs^acity  as  Director,

A.  Letter  of  March  31,  195U,  received  from  Mrs.  J.  V.  Bond, 
commending  the  Regional  Park  District  on  its  bridle 
trails.  Mrs.  Bond  is  visiting  in  i^edmont  from  the 
Virgin  Islands,  and  plans  on  her  return  there  to  campaign 
to  have  trails  cleaxed  so  that  they  can  ride  to  other 
parts  of  the  island. 

The  district  manager  was  instructed  to  reply  to  Mrs.  Bond 
thanking  her  for  her  letter. 
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B.  District  Manager  Walpoie  informed  the  Board  of  an 

invitation  received  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility- 
District  to  have  the  Park  Board  join  the  Piedmont 
City  Council  in  a  trip  to  Pardee  Dam,  on  June  17  and  18. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  conflicting  engagements  at  that 
time  make  it  impossible  for  the  Board  members  to  leave 
town.  District  Manager  Walpoie  was  asked  to  convey 
their  regret  at  their  inability  to  go  on  the  tour. 

V.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  After  a  slow  start  due  to  poor  weather  the  first  part 
of  April,  the  Regional  Pai'ks  really  came  completely 
alive  during  Easter  week.  Both  lakes  have  been  re- 
ceiving extremely  heavy  use  which  continued  on  past 
Easter  week,  and  the  picnic  areas  have  been  jammed. 
On  Easter  Sunday,  epproximately  22,000  people  were  in 
Tilden  Park.  Redwood  Regional  Park  enjoyed  equal 
popularity  and  was  crowded  to  capacity, 

B,  Roberts  Recreational  Area:  Parking  charges  were  put 
into  effect  for  the  first  time  on  Friday,  April  17, 
and  continued  through  Sunday.  No  complaints  were 
recorded  as  to  charging  25^  for  the  parking  fee,  and 
in  the  two  days,  $100  was  collected  at  the  gate. 
Equally  satisfactory  was  the  fact  that  compltete  control 
was  maintained  on  the  traffic  coming  in  and  out  of  the 
area.  Before  parking  charges  were  collected,  there 
was  a  strong  tendency  on  the  part  of  teenagers  to  drive 
in  and  out  of  the  area,  sometimes  as  often  as  seven  or 
eight  times  during  the  day,  endangering  pedestrians 
crossing  from  the  picnic  area  to  the  bath  house.  The 
parking  charge  put  an  immediate  stop  to  this  and  enabled 
the  ranger  to  exercise  control  on  all  traffic.  The 
total  revenue  from  the  Roberts  Area  including  the  parking 
charges  amounted  to  a  gross  of  $iib2.00  for  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  April  17,  and  18, 

C,  The  paving  at  the  Roberts  Area  has  been  completed;  as 
has  installation  of  the  wading  pool  and  children's  play 
area.  The  wading  pool  near  the  play  area  was  received 
with  pleasure  by  the  youngsters  in  the  area.  It  already 
appears  that  additional  swings  should  be  added  to  acco- 
modate the  youngsters  who  are  using  the  area, 

D,  The  Oakland  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  a  new  movie  that 
they  are  showing  to  service  clubs  throughout  the  East 
Bay  area  called  "Oakland,  The  City  of  Tomorrow  Today", 
The  picture  was  made  by  the  Standard  Oil  Company  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $80,000,  and  a  number  of  shots 
of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Parks  are  included  in  this  28 
minute  picture.  It  is  an  all  color,  talking  picture 
and  may  be  secured  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  show 
to  any  service  club. 

E.  On  Monday,  May  3,  the  California  Society  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Park  Executives  is  holding  its  quarterly 
meeting  in  the  Brazilian  Building  in  Tilden  Regional 
Park,  About  UO  park  executives  from  all  over  the  state 
will  be  in  attendance,  and  after  lunch,  they  will  be 
taken  on  a  tour  of  Tilden  Park,  The  points  they  particu- 
larly want  to  see  are  the  trout  pond,  our  service  yard, 
our  native  plant  Botanic  Garden  and  the  golf  course.

VI.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  On  Sunday  after  noon,  at  6  p.m.  at  Lake  Anza  the  unfortunate 
drowning  of  l5-month  old  Bruce  Ray  occurred.  The  father  had 
taken  his  three  children  out  for  a  row  on  ^^ke   Anza,  and  while 
his  back  was  turned,  the  l5-month  old  child  slipped  out  of 
the  boat.  The  father  did  not  see  the  child  fall,  and  conse- 
quently, had  no  idea  of  exactly  when  the  child  had  fallen  from 
the  boat.  We  immediately  started  dragging  operations  to  re- 
cover the  body,  and  dragged  until  9:30.  Sunday  night  with  no 
success.  Monday  morning  at  8o' clock  we  started  dragging  vfith 
the  help  of  the  Contra  Costa  Sheriff's  office,  and  dragged 
all  through  the  day,  with  still  no  success.  On  Tuesday,  the 
whole  day  was  spent  in  dragging  the  lake.  The  lake  had  been 
fairly  well  combed  with  no  results,  and  from  then  on  we  estab- 
lished a  boat  patrol  on  the  lake  to  recover  the  body  as  soon 
as  it  surfaced.  On  Wednesday,  we  continued  dragging  and 
located  the  body. 

The  lifeguards  showed  good  efficiency  in  working  on  this 
case  and  in  dragging  operations,  but  had  no  chance  at  all  to 
effect  a  rescue  due  to  the  fact  that  no  one  was  conscious  of 
seeing  the  child  leave  the  boat. 
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The  District  Manager  has  a  recommendation  for  the  Board 
regarding  boating  on  the  lake  under  "New  Business". 

B,  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have  had  no  seasonable  warm 
weather  in  any  sustained  amount to  date,  the  Thomas  J. 
Roberts  Area  is  rolling  along  with  fairlv  heavy  attendance. 
Revenue  for  the  month  of  April  from  the  swimming  pool  and 
parking  fees  amounted  to  $1,099.30.  In  addition  to  this 
we  received  $12U.26  as  our  percentage  on  the  food  concession. 
Since  the  merry-go-round  and  pony- ride  have  been  installed 
we  expect  the  amount  of  money  that  we  will  receive  from 
these  concessions  to  make  a  big  difference  in  our  total 
receipts  from  the  R. berts  Area, 

We  have  completed  our  building  operations  mn  the  lower 
-  parking  area  and  now  need  only  to  oil  it.  The  ball  field 
grading  is  complete,  and  we  are  in  the  process  of  laying 
out  the  ball  dimond  and  establishihg  a  metal  and  wire-screen 
back  stop. 

VJe  have  started  work  on  the  concrete  dance  platform  and 
have  completed  all  the  grading  and  hauling  of  rock  for  the 
floor.  The  dance  platform  is  to  be  constructed  directly 
behind  the  small  stage  that  will  be  built  in  the  Redwood 
ampitheater,  and  it  ^/d.11  be  possible  to  make  the  entire 
dance  platform  a  part  of  the  stage,  if  a  time  ever  Gomes 
when  we  wish  to  use  it  for  any  very  large  production. 

From  the  compliments  the  parks  have  received  on  the  Roberts 
Area,  it  is  easy  to  believe  that  this  is  going  to  prove  one 
of  the  most  popular  features  of  the  Regional  Park  System. 

C.  Play  on  the  golf  course  continures  to  show  a  steady  increase 
as  does  the  revenue.  In  the  month  of  april  just  completed, 
the  golf  course  took  in  over  one  thousand  dollars,  more 
than  it  had  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  income  from  the 
golf  course  at  April  30,  showed  $66,517.00  as  opposed  to 
156,132.00  in  1953.  Heavy  play  over  the  weekend  continues 
to  be  a  problem,  and  under  the  reservation  system  we  have 
set  up,  we  try  to  make  it  completely  fair  for  all  people 
making  reservations. 

D.  The  native  plant  Botanic  Garden  in  Tilden  Park  has  been 
receiving  a  great  deal  of  use  during  the  month  of  May. 

Over  60  garden  clubs  were  taken  on  tours  through  the  garden, 
and  large  ni;imbers  of  people  in  response  to  publicity  we^ 
have  been  receiving  on  the  garden,  visited  the  area.  Jim 
Roof,  the  garden  supervisor,  makes  appointments  with  all 
organized  groups  who  wish  to  be  taken  on  a  tour  of  the 
garden.  The  Oakland  Tribune  has  published  a  number  of  articles 
this  spring  on  the  garden,  as  well  as  pictures  of  the  plants 
to  be  fotind  there. 

E.  The  trout  pond  in  Tilden  Park  was  opened  on  May  22.  Over  a 
thousand  fish  were  put  into  the  pond.  It  is  too  early  to 
predict  just  how  popular  th  s  pool  will  be,  but  to  date  the 
people  using  the  park  h&se   shown  a  great  deal  of  interest 
in  the  pool, 

F.  The  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District's  exhibit  at  the  flower 
show  won  first  prize  this  year.  In  actual  material  we  spent 
^25.00,  and  the  first  prize  consists  of  $2U5.00  award.  Our 
exhibit  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  and  it  was  in 
the  form  of  a  miniature  golf  green  and  sand  trap  surrounded 
by  redwood  trees  and  native  plants*  This  makes  the  fifth 
time  we  have  exhibited  at  the  flower  show,  and  the  smallest 
prize  money  we  have  won  to  date  has  been  $175.00,  The  ^2U5.00 
award  this  time  is  the  largest  sum  we  have  won  as  an  award. 
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G.  Work  i^rogress  report.  Maintenance  is  becoming  a  larger  and 
larger  part  of  our  operation  as  the  crowds  come  into  the 
parks.  However,  the  following  new  work  was  either  started 
or  accomplished  during  the  month: 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  one  20'  redwood  picnic  table  at  Lake 
Anza  Picnic  Area,  and  one  20'  redwood  table  at  Fern 
Area,  as  well  as  a  10'  table  in  the  same  area. 

b.  Completed  wiring  the  Nature  Area  Lodge, 

c.  Erected  a  new  arm  post  sign  for  use  at  the  trout 
pond. 

d.  Hauled  four  loads  of  rock  from  the  quarry  to  the 
Roberts  Area  for  construction  of  stoves, 

e.  Constructed  a  20'  redwood  picnic  table  using  pre- 
cast cement  legs  and  started  a  new  picnic  area 
below  the  quarry  gate. 

f •  Painted  the  top  of  the  diving  float  at  Lake  Anza  and 
installed  a  new  non-skid  material  on  the  surface. 

g.  Started  spraying  the  oak  trees  for  oak  moths  through- 
out the  parks, 

h.  Reconstructed  four  tables  and  ten  chairs  to  use  on 
the  patio  in  front  of  the  Brazilian  Building, 

i.  Repainted  the  lines  on  both  tennis  courts, 

j.  Started  building  a  roof  over  the  small  pony- ride 
circle  in  the  pony-ride  area, 

k.  Built  25  small  metal  grates  and  five  large  grates 
for  use  on  stoves  throughout  the  parks, 

1.  Continued  working  over  the  fire  truck  purchased  from 
the  army  for  use  in  the  park, 

2,   Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Completely  overhauled  three  gang  mowers,  on  fairway 
tractors. 

b.  V/orked  on  constructing  a  miniature  green  for  the 
flower  show. 

c.  Planted  200  roses  for  a  hedge  along  No,  6  fairway 

d.  Installed  a  new  shaft  in  the  pump  at  Lake  Anza 

e.  Started  work  on  a  supplementary  I4"  drain  on  No,  b 
fairway, 

3.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  construction  of  three  double  large  rock 
barbecue  pits  at  the  Roberts  Are  a, 

b.  Laid  100'  of  gas  line  and  changed  over  from  butane 
to  natural  gas. 

c.  Laid  100'  of  water  pipe  and  installed  three  drinking 
fountains  in  the  picnic  areas  at  Roberts  Area. 

d.  Installed  four  butane  gas  stoves  in  the  RoEerts 
picnic  area  to  be  operated  by  ten  cent  coins  for  one 
half  hour  use. 

e.  Installed  two  pedestrian  signs  in  the  crossing  in 
front  of  the  bathhouse  at  the  Roberts  Area. 

f .  Marked  areas  for  parking  cars,  and  had  the  markings 
painted  white. 

g.  Installed  l50'  of  road  barriers  along  the  entrance 
road  and  parking  areas  in  the  Roberts  Area. 

h.  Constructed  another  pipe  gate  at  the  Roberts  Area 

and  installed  it, 
i.  Completed  black-topping  around  the  wading  pool  and 

flag  pole, 
j.  Completed  all  grading  and  levelling  the  lower  parking 

area  and  playfield.  at  the  Roberts  Area, 
k.  Installed  a  12"  culvert  for  draining  at  the  Parking 

area, 
1.  Graded  and  rolled  the  area  for  the  dance  floor  and 

ampitheater  at  the  Roberts  Area, 
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m.  Constructed  a  new  garbage  pit  in  Redwood  Park 

and  covered  up  the  old  pit. 
n.  Painted  "no-running"  and  "no-diving"  signs  around 

the  pool  at  the  Roberts  Area. 

h»     Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park, 

a.  Planted  out  seven  Texas  Redbud  trees  on  the  lower 
face  of  the  dam  which  were  donated  to  the  parks  by 
"Reduud"  Williams, 

b.  Fertilized  and  sprayed  the  rose  garden  near  the  office. 

c.  Sprayed  the  oak  trees  in  the  park  to  prevent  oak 
moth  larvae  from  attacking  trees. 

d.  Carved  and  painted  l5  rustic  signs  for  use  through- 
out the  parks 

e.  Installed  a  new  100'  cable  in  the  swimming  area. 

f.  Installed  in  a  permanent  concrete  base  a  new  35' 
metal  flag  pole  at  the  Kiwanis  Building, 

VII.  NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.  The  District  ^^anager  recommends  that  the  Board  of  Directors 
pass  a  resolution  requiring  that  the  concessionaire  renting 
boats  to  the  public  provide  and  insist  on  being  used,  life 
jackets  for  children  going  out  in  boats  rented  by  the  con- 
cessionaire. This  ruling  should  apply  to  all  children  under 
the  age  of  ten,  and  no  boat  should  be  rented  to  adults  with 
more  than  one  child,  unless  each  child  in  the  boat  is  accom- 
panied by  an  adult. 

In  the  past  we  have  experienced  some  difficulty  with  our  con- 
cessionaire, Bernard  Segal,  in  making  him  exercise  allcau- 
tionin  regard  to  rental  of  boats.  The  safety  clause  in  our 
contract  calls  for  a  patrolman  to  be  out  on  the  lake  furnished 
by  the  concessionaire  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  Holidays  when 
boats  are  being  rented, 

iyfflEREAS,  in  the  interests  of  public  safety,  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  has 
established  certain  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  speci- 
fically to  the  handling  of  the  boating  concessions  at  Lake 
Anza  and  L^ke  Temescal,  said  rules  and  regulations  being 
clearly  set  forth  in  the  contract  awarded  for  these  concess- 
ions now  in  effect;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  make  said  safety  rules  and  regula- 
tions more  complete  and  effective, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District,  that  the  concessionaire  be  and 
is  instructed  hereby  to  strictly  observe  all  safety  rules 
and  regulations  set  forth  in  his  contract  for  operation  of 
boating  concessions  at  ^ake   Anza  and  ^ake   Temescal;  and  further- 
more, the  concessionaire  is  required  to  provide  life  jackets 
for  all  children  under  the  age  of  ten  years  who  will  occupy 
boats  rented  by  said  concessionaire,  and  be  responsible  for 
life  jackets  being  worn  by  the  children.

VI.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  The  use  of  the  Thomas  J.  Roberts  area  has  surpassed  oiur 
greatest  e:<pectations.  During  the  month  of  May,  $3>176,00 
were  taken  in  in  swimming  and  parking  fees.  It  appears 
that  the  month  of  June  will  at  least  double  that  figure. 
The  area's  acceptance  by  the  public  as  a  place  to  go  has 
been  amazing.  On  Sunday,  June  29,  over  $700  was  taken  in 
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from  the  pool  and  parking  fees.  The  warm  period  in  May 
crowded  both  lakes  and  the  parks  generally  are  doing  more 
business  than  ever  before,  but  it  is  in  the  Roberts  Area 
that  we  have  been  constantly  crowded  to  capacity, 

B.  The  month  of  May  set  a  new  record  for  golf  course  receipts 
which  grossed  over  ^-95  000  for  the  month.  It  appears  certain 
that  we  vrill  set  a  new  record  for  our  fiscal  record  for  the 
1953  -  i-9$h   fiscal  year.  We  sho  ild  gross  very  close  to 
$8^,000  for  the  year. 

C.  The  new  trout  pond  in  Tilden  Park  continues  to  attract  a 
great  many  people.  The  operators  are  putting  1,000  fish 
into  the  pond  each  week  and  approximately  1,000  fish  are 
being  caught  eachvoeek, 

D.  The  use  of  the  Nature  Area  in  Tilden  Park  continues  to 
receive  high  vacation  time  use,  A  new  self-guiding  nature 
trail  has  been  set  up  in  the  Nature  Area,  and  is  attracting 
a  great  deal  of  atte.-tion  and  use.  It  is  possible  to  walk 
over  this  trail  and  guide  yourself  with  a  mimeographed  sheet 
of  paper  pointing  out  the  -things  you  should  see  as  you  make 
this  nature  walk, 

E.  Early  in  May  a  fire  sbhool  was  held  in  the  Nature  Area.  It 
was  attended  by  firemen  from  all  of  the  groups  interested 
in  hill  fire  protection*  Approximately  85,  people  were  pre- 
sent as  well  as  our  own  park  supervisors,  both  the  state 
and  national  departments  of  -forestry  were  on  hand  to  give 
demonstrations  of  the  newest  fj.re  fighting  technique,  A 
practice  fire  drill  was  held  in  Tidlen  Park  on  May  10,  in 
which  we  burnt  off  a  small  hillside  area,  and  had  our  fire 
trucks  and  employees  all  participating  in  the  fire's  control 
and  supression. 

F.  Work  Progress  Report:  Our  maintenance  continu-es  to  take  up

VII,  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A,  Within  the  next  l5  days  we  will  receive  a  check  from  the 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  which  has  been  paid  by 
the  Oakland  Park  Department  for  their  one-half  interest  in 
the  water  line  extending  into  the  Roberts  Area,  The  Oak- 
land Park  Department  has  already  mailed  its  check  to  the 
Utility  District  for  $15,000,  for  their  half -payment  of  this 
water  main  that  we  originally  paid  the  entire  cost  of, 

B.  The  District  Manager  has  conferred  with  the  Land  Division 
of  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  several  times  in 
regard  to  the  Siesta  Valley  property.  The  Utility  District 
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to  date  has  shown  a  certain  amount  of  reluctance  to  tack 
the  price  of  the  Siesta  Valley  land  onto  the  Tail  end  of  our 
payments  on  the  Grass  Valley  area.     They  have  promised  to 
give  it  more  consideration,   howev-^r,   and  I  am  almost  con- 
vinced that  they  will   finally  agree  to  name  a  price  on  the 
land  with  the  un  erstanddng  that  we  will  start  pajonent  on 
it  as  soon  as  we  have  finished  paying  for  the  Grass  Valley 
property. 


VIII,     NEW  BUSINESS. 


A.     The  District  Manager  has  made  a  careful  study  of  salaries 

being  paid  by  the  Cities  of  San  -L-eandro,   Alameda,   and  Albany, 
taking  these  cities  for  the  study  because  it  would  seem  that 
their  t.-^^pe  of  operation  and  financial  ability  is  more  in 
keeping  vrith  cur  own  organization.     After  making  a  study 
and  comparison  of  salaries  paid  for  similar  type  ibork  in 
these  cities,   the  District  Manaf^er  reccommends  the  follow- 
ing salary  ranges  for  the  jobs  indicated  below:

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VI.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  Attendance:  The  Thomas  J.  Roberts  Area  continues  to  be 
one  of  the  most  popular  recreation  spots  in  the  park 
system.  During  the  month  of  June,  $5,Oi48.08  was  taken 
in  at  the  Roberts  Area  in  swimming  and  parking  fees.  It 
appears  at  this  time  that  the  month  of  July  will  run  well 
over  $6,000,  The  concessions  at  the  Roberts  Area  paid 
the  Regional  Parks  in  June  1232. 55  for  the  food  and  merry- 
go-round;  aid  $59.00  for  thepony-ride.  Use  of  the  area 
has  been  consistant  with  the  week-days  running  proportionately 
as  heavy  as  weekends , 

The  golf  course  continues  to  show  a  steady  increase  in 
revenue.  Over  $9^000  was  taken  in  in  greens  fees  during 
the  month  of  June, 

B,.  The  seventeenth  Annual  Regional  Championship:  On  July  23 
the  golfers  at  Tiiden  Park  Started  qualifying  for  the 
Seventeenth  Annual  R-'^gional  Championship,  The  field  of 
contestants  is  limited  to  250  golfers  who  have  already 
signed  up  for  the  event.  A  charge  of  $2,00  for  each  entry 
makes  it  possible  for  us  topay  for  all  trophies  and  tourna- 
ment expenses  from  fees  received.  Over  30  trophies  will  be 
given  away,  on  th  the  winner  and  runner-up  in  each  flight 
of  golfers, 

C.  Day  camping  throughout  the  Regional  Parks  continues  to 
increase  in  popularity  each  year.  Already  this  year  the 
city  of  Alameda  is  holding  a  day  camp  in  Redwood  Park, 
Berkeley  has  one  in  Tiiden  Park,  Camp  Fire'^groups,  Girl 
Scouts  and  Y.M.CA,  organizations  are  holding  day  camps. 
Redwood  Regional  i^ark  is  also  serving  the  city  of  Hayward, 
Grass  Valley  is  serving  the  city  of  Oakland  with  over 
2,000:  children  sdheduled  to  experience  day  camping  there 
this  year.  The  Oakland  Recreation  Department  is  hauling 
their  own  water  and  is  providing  their  own  sanitary 
facilities  tjy  installing  chemical  toilets  in  the  area. 
Preliminary  reports  on  day  camping  use  of  Grass  Valley 
have  been  extremely  enthusiastic, 

D.  During  the  month  of  July  we  experienced  the  first  drown- 
ing in  six  years  at  Lake  Temescai.  A  9  year  old  boy 

on  an  outing  with  the  Berkeley  Y.  M.CA,  disappeared  while 
swimming  in  the  water  with  anuraber  of  boys  in  his  own 
group.  Four  counselors  from  the  Y.M.CA,  were  swimming 
with  the  boys,  but  his  disappearance  was  not  noticed 
until  a  roll  call  was  made.  Five  minutes  after  hotifying 
our  lifeguards  of  his  disappearance,  the  boy's  body  was 
recovered. 

The  only  passible  explanation  for  the  drowning  appears  to 
be  the  fact  that  he  may  have  been  hit  on  the  hose  by  some 
person  near  him  and  may  have  gone  under  the  water  with  no 
outcry  as  when  the  boy  was  examined  at  the  hospital  it  was 
found  he  had  a  broken  nose,

Can^)  for  use  in  construction  of  the  new  bxiiiding*

foundation  for  the  Roberts  Area.

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^    During  the  month  of  July  fees  from  parking  and  swimming  in 
the  Roberts  Area  amounting  to  $8,079.00  were  taken  in.  The 
Food  Concession  paid  us  $U8U.75  in  the  Roberts  Area  while  the 
pony  ride  paid  us  $814.00  during  the  same  month.  The  Tilden 
Golf  Course,  including  our  percentage  from  the  coffee  shop, 
grossed  $9,938,00,  The  concessions  in  Tilden  Regional  Park 
returned  over  $1,000,00  for  the  month  of  July,  Notice  was 
given  to  the  Board  of  Directors  that  $l5,500  had  been  received 
from  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  as  payment  by  the 
Oakland  Park  Department  for  their  l/2  of  the  cost  of  installing 
the  water  main  to  the  Roberts  Area, 

B,  The  Regional  Championship  was  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion 
on  Sunday,  August  22.  Over  thirty  golf  trophies  went  to  the 
winners  and  the  runners  up,  and  the  entire  cost  of  the  tournament 
was  covered  by  the  $2,00  entry  fees  charged  each  golfer.  This 
year's  tournament  was  one  of  the  most  successful  ones  we  have 
ever  had.  Fifteen  hundred  people  came  out  during  the  36-hole 
finals  to  gallery  the  match, 

C,  The  end  of  August  marks  the  end  of  the  various  day  camps  through- 
out the  Regional  Parks,  This  year,  it  is  estimated  that  over 
30,000  children  experienced  some  day  camping  within  our  park 
boundaries. 

Lake  Temescal  was  again  used  for  the  day  camp  for  spastic 
children  and  over  200  of  these  children  enjoyed  day  carrying 
within  the  confines  of  the  park.  Also  the  Oakland  Recreation 
Department  had  its  oldsters  day  camp  with  some  2$0  oldsters 
making  use  of  the  park  for  day  can?)ing, 

D,  Work  Progress  Report:  One  of  our  most  important  projects  at 
this  time  is  construction  of  a  new  restroom  in  Tilden  Park, 
It  is  being  built  near  the  Brazilian  Building  in  a  location 
where  it  may  serve  people  passing  by  on  the  road  as  well  as 
for  nearby  picnic  areas.  Maintenance  and  clean-up  work 
continued  to  occupy  a  great  deal  of  time,  but  during  the  month 
the  following  work  was  either  started  or  accomplished: 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Hauled  in  80  truck  loads  of  rock  to  build  up  fill  around 
the  new  restroom  and  septic  tank, 

b.  Constructed  a  new  drinking  fountain  out  of  creek  rock 
near  the  new  restroom, 

0.  Hauled  in  two  truck  loads  of  i"  rock  for  drains, 

d.  The  new  hut  in  the  Boys'  camp  is  90^  complete, 

e.  Installed  280'  of  1"  water  line  to  connect  to  the  rest- 
room, 

f.  Installed  220'  of  U"  cast  iron  pipe  from  the  restroom 

to  below  the  septic  tank,  also  constructed  a  manhole  for 
cleaning  out, 

g.  Poured  five  yards  of  concrete  for  a  foundation  for  the 
new  septic  tank, 

h.  Constructed  two  picnic  tables  for  a  picnic  area  near  the 

new  restroom, 
i.  Undercoat ed  the  new  fire  truck  and  prepared  it  for 

painting,

C.  Letter  of  September  27,  195^1,  received  from  Jack  Francis  outlining  a 
proposal  to  construct  a  western  village  in  one  of  the  Regional  Parks, 
This  village  would  be  educational  as  well  as  entertaining  to  visitors 
as  it  would  depict  life  in  a  tj^ical  western  village  of  one  hundred 
years  ago  with  authentic  reproductions  of  buildings  of  that  time  and 
historical  data  and  objects  of  interest. 

The  Board  of  Directors  favored  this  idea  with  the  condition  that  any 
feature  of  this  nature  in  the  Regional  Parks  would  have  to  be  operated 
on  a  high  level  providing  authenticity  in  all  details  and  being  so 
fitted  as  to  incorporate  as  much  actual  historical  material  as  possible. 

The  Board  instructed  District  Manager  Walpole  to  inform  Mr,  Francis  of 

their  interest  in  his  proposal  and  to  obtain  further  information  as 

to  more  complete  development  ideas  and  financing  for  the  western  village, 

V.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  Election  of  directors:  The  names  of  the  two  directors  who  come  up 
for  election  on  November  2,  LeRoy  R,  Goodrich  and  John  J.  Mulvany, 
have  been  filed  with  the  County  Clerk  along  with  636  good  signatures 
on  their  nomj.nation  papers.  The  signatures  were  obtained  by  Directors 
Roberts,  Macdonald  and  Mulvany  and  by  park  employees  on  their  own 
time.  There  was  no  hint  of  any  opposition  to  our  incumbents. 


B.  Report  on  fire  in  Tilden  Park,  On  September  13,  at  approximately 
5:25  p.m.  a  fire  broke  out  in  Tiiden  Regional  Park.  It  appeared  to 
have  been  deliberately  set.  The  fire  started  near  the  archery  range 
and  continued  toward  the  San  Pablo  Reservoir.  Before  the  fire  was 
brought  under  control  at  approximately  7:05  p.m.  some  350  acres  had 
been  burned  off.  Fortunately,  due  to  our  system  of  fire  trails 
nothing  of  importance  was  burned.  The  burned  area  consisted  mostly 
of  grass  and  brush.  Approximately  125  men  fought  the  fire;  and 
Kensington  District,  Berkeley,  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District 
and  Orinda  brought  equipment  to  the  fire.  The  cooperation  of  those 
groups  was  excellent, 

C.  Attendance:  Attendance  continued  to  be  good  in  all  parks.  The 
Roberts  Area  continued  to  be  our  most  popiilar  operation  with  a  large 
number  of  big  organizations  holding  their  picnics  there.  During  the 
month  of  September  over  seven  organizations  with  over  1,000  had 
picnics  at  the  Roberts  Area, 

We  are  looking  forward  to  closing  down  both  Lake  Anza  and  Lake 
Temescal  as  soon  as  the  weather  breaks.  At  the  Roberts  Area  we 
will  cJ.ose  for  swimming  as  soon  as  the  weather  turns  colder. 
However,  it  will  be  open  for  picnicing  throughout  the  winter, 

D.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  month  of  September  we  continued 
to  carry  on  construction  of  a  new  restroom  in  Tilden  Park  which  is 
now  90^0  complete.  Also  a  geat  deal  of  time  is  given  to  preparing 
roads  throughout  the  parks  for  the  winter,  A  considerable  amount 

of  road  patching  is  being  carried  on  in  Tilden  Park,  Maintenance  and 
clean-up  work  dropped  somewhat  after  school  started,  so  we  were  able 
to  devote  more  time  to  new  projects. 

During  the  month  the  following  new  work  wsts  either  started  or  con^leted: 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Constructed  a  nevT  man-hole  with  a  steel  cover  for  the  sev;er 
at  the  new  restroom,

septic  tank, 

c.  Hauled  three  loads  of  pea  gravel  for  leaching  ditches  and  paths 
around  the  new  restroom, 

d.  Dug  iiOO'  of  leaching  ditch  20"  deep,  l8"  wide,  and  laid  UOO' 
of  perforated  k"   sewer  pipe. 

e.  Received  300  yards  of  top  soil  which  was  placed  around  the 
restroom  and  burm  from  a  Park  Hills  contractor  who  hauled  the 
dirt  in  free, 

f .  Sprayed  all  oak  trees  at  Oak  picnic  area  for  oak  moths, 

g.  Hauled  30  yards  of  rock  from  the  quarry  to  widen  the  road 
from  Lake  Anza  at  Apple  Orchard  picnic  area, 

h.  Hauled  five  truck  loads  of  can  platforms  from  the  American 

Can  Co.  to  be  used  for  firevjood.

a.  ^ug  out  and  built  forms  for  construction  of  a  new  bridge  at 
No.  6  fairway. 

b.  Constructed  75'  of  wire  fencing  along  the  west  side  of  No,  10 
tee  to  prevent  golfers  from  cutting  over  the  side  of  the  tee. 

c.  Hauled  ten  truckloads  of  rock  from  the  quarry  to  be  used  on 
footnaths. 
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d.  Dug  i50'  drain  on  No.  8  fairway, 
3«  Redwood  Regional  Park, 

a.  Completed  installing  eucalyptus  barriers  around  the  dance 
floor  and  along  the  road  and  parking  lot  at  the  Roberts  Area, 

b.  Constructed  one  truck  bridge  aiid  one  foot  bridge  30'  long  and 
12'  wide  in  the  picnic  area  along  the  creek  at  Redvrood  Park, 

c.  Cut  and  hauled  eucalyptus  barriers  for  placing  along  the 
road  in  Redwood  Park, 

d.  Hauled  in  rock  fill  to  place  around  the  dance  floor  at  the 
Roberts  Area  and  to  cock  the  road  at  the  Redi-food  garbage  dump, 

e.  Hauled  four  truck  loads  of  rock  fill  to  do  the  bridge  at 
Brookside  pcinic  area, 

f .  Hauled  ten  truckloads  of  can  platforms  from  the  American  Can 
Company  for  firewood, 

U,  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Took  out  one  half  mile  of  old  drift  fence,  rolled  up  the 
barbed  v;ire  and  salvaged  the  fence  posts, 

b.  Lengthened  12  feet  on  lb"  culvert  and  constructed  rock 
headwall, 

c.  Cut  out  70  eucalyptus  trees  where  fire  breaks  were  constructed, 

d.  Bucked  up  l8  cords  of  eucalyptus  fire  wood, 

e.  Carried  on  constructing  fire  breaks  throughout  Grass  Valley 
with  the  TD18  tractor  and  built  four  miles  of  new  bridle 
trails,

A,  Due  to  heavy  construction  work  now  being  carried  on  by  the  army  on 
the  road  which  it  is  planned  to  name  "Admiral  Nimitz  Way"  in  Tilden 
Park,  it  would  probably  be  most  feasible  to  postpone  the  ceremony 
dedicating  the  road  to  Admiral  Nimitz  until  the  latter  part  of

VII,  Ng.'J  BUSINESS, 

A,  Mr,  Bronson  Butler  of  Duchess  Party  Foods,  has  submitted  his  request 
for  renewal  of  the  contract  for  food  and  merry-go-round  concessions 
at  the  Roberts  Area  on  a  five  year  basis.

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V.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  Roberts  Recreational  Area:  During  the  period  that  the  Roberts 
Recreational  Area  was  open  for  swimming  starting  in  April  through 
the  time  we  closed  the  pool  on  October  10,  the  amount  of  ^2i,l80,05 
was  taken  in  in  swimming  fees;  and  $3,56U»00  was  taken  in  on  the 
parking  charge  enforeed  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays— a 
total  of  i|2U,7UU.05  in  receipts. 

The  area  met  with  immediate  response  from  the  public  and  was 
crowded  on  every  sunny  weekday  as  well  as  on  weekends.  The 
necessity  for  increasing  our  picnic  facilities  is  very  apparent. 
The  need  for  another  restroom  on  top  of  the  hill  is  recognized, 
and  preliminary  construction  has  been  started.  The  need  for  a  number 
of  tables  for  small  family  groups  has  shown  itself,  and  these  can 
be  constructed  this  winter.  All  in  all  it  is  evident  that  the 
Roberts  Area  has  completely  supported  itself,  and  has  returned  a 
small  profit  to  the  Park  Distrd.ct, 

B,  The  Berkeley  Kivxanis  Club  is  making  plaiis  to  offer  to  build  for  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  in  the  Nature  Area  a  small  model 
barn  which  could  be  used  to  house  the  small  animals  that  ars  on 
display  in  the  Nature  Area,  Plans  are  to  locate  it  in  such  a  manner 
that  it  and  the  ndw  nature  lodge  would  make  a  pleasing  composition. 
The  exact  size  of  the  barn  and  pens  has  not  been  decided  upon,  nor 
have  we  definitely  decided  what  animals  will  go  into  the  barn. 

The  Kiwanis  Club  will  probably  request  permission  to  donate  this 
barn  to  the  Regional  Parks  in  the  near  future, 

G,  Director  Macdonald  has  been  working  on  his  Fruitvale  Lions  Club 
to  appoint  where  they  are  ready  to  donate  funds  to  be  used  for 
building  an  additional  outdoor  shelter  for  youth  groups  in  Redwood 
Regional  Park,  We  hope  to  be  able  to  start  construction  of  this 
shelter  sometime  this  spring,  and  to  have  it  ready  for  use  before 
the  summer  season, 

D.  Increased  use  is  noted  of  the  Native  Gardens  in  Tilden  Park,  A 
great  many  students  -are  making  use  of  the  area  for  identification 
of  native  plants.  Over  27  garden  groups  made  reserved  visits  to 
the  garden  this  3'"ear,  The  gardens  are  rapidly  shaping  into  being 
one  of  our  largest  contributions  to  the  cultural  and  educational 
side  of  the  Regional  Park's  public  offerings, 

E,  It  is  now  possible  for  us  to  devote  more  of  cur  tirae  to-  new 
construction  work  in  the  park.  All  swimming  has  come  to  an  end, 
and  the  maintenance  jobs  caused  by  public  use  has  slowed  down 
considerably.  During  the  month  of  October  the  following  new  work

V.   DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  Since  school  started  some  200  boy  scouts  have  been  carrying  on 
a  conservation  program  in  the  Regional  Parks  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays,  They  are  doing  conservation  work  for  merit  badges, 

and  have  built  dams  to  control  erosion,  planted  grass  seed,  piled 
and  burned  slash,  and  cleaned  up  our  camping  areas.  Later  in  the 
year  they  plan  to  plant  a  number  of  pine  trees  in  both  Tiiden  and 
Redwood  Regional  Parks. 

B,  Tne  rains  eariy  in  the  month  enabled  us  to  put  a  good  deal  of  our 
fear  of  fire  behind  us.  It  has  been  possible  to  take  off  Saturday 
and  Sunday  fire  patrols  in  both  Tiiden  and  Redwood  Regional  Parks, 
thereby  enabling  us  to  cut  back  and  effect  considerable  savings  on 
salaries, 

C,  Attendance  in  the  park  has  dropped  down  considerably,  and  we  are 
now  able  to  carry  on  a  number  of  new  projects.  Tne  major  project 
at  the  time  is  construction  of  a  heavy  duty  bridge  on  the  main 
road  in  Redwood  Regional  Park,  and  construction  of  a  restroom  at 
the  Roberts  Area  near  the  wading  pool,  pony- it. de  and  merry-go- 
round.  Considerable  progress  is  being  made  with  these  new  projects, 

D.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  montn  of  November,  the  following 
new  work  was  either  started  or  completed, 

1,  Tiiden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Moved  the  big  location  contour  map  from  the  museum  into 
the  new  nature  lodge  in  the  Nature  Area,  put  it  on  the  wall 
and  constructed  a  railing  to  prevent  people  from  damaging 
it, 

b.  Built  a  storeroom  at  the  upper  side  of  the  museum  to  store 
unused  material.  Material  for  this  construction  is  coming 
from  the  old  mess  hail  that  is  being  torn  down,  and  the 
Kiwanis  Club  has  offered  and  given  us  considerable  heip  in 
construction  of  this  storeroom, 

c.  Completed  tne  rock  nut,  witn  fireplace,  xd.th  2x6  sheathing 
and  shake  roof  at  the  Boys'  Cairp,  Eight  sacks  of  cement 
were  used  on  the  job, 

d.  Started  grading  the  parking  area  at  Anza  and  constructing  a 
new  entrance  road  into  the  area.  This  work  is  preparatory 
to  paving  of  the  area, 

e.  Constructed  and  installed  one  new  20-foot  redwood  picnic 
table  at  the  new  picnic  area  near  tne  restroom  adjacent 
to  the  Brazilian  Building, 

f .  Hauied  i5  loads  of  manure  from  the  compost  pile  near  tne 
service  yard  to  the  piayfieid  at  Lake  Anza  and  top  dressed 
the  lawn, 

g.  Changed  tne  wiring  at  tne  golf  clubhouse  and  installed  new 
heavier  lead  lines  to  take  care  of  the  additional  load  put

b.  Trimmed  the  oak  trees  at  the  picnic  area  near  the  care- 
taker's cottage,  hauling  away  four  truckioads  of  brusn, 
and  trimmed  and  hauled  away  three  truckioads  of  brush  from 
the  office  area  and  office  driveway. 

c.  Planted  500  ranunculus  and  500  daffodil  bulbs  in  5-gailon 
can  size  cedar  trees. 

d.  Constructed,  carved  and  painted  i5  small  and  six  large 
rustic  signs  for  use  throughout  the  parks, 

e.  Repaired,  replaced  burners  in  tne  caretaker's  eiectric 
range  and  installed  new  wall  plugs  and  an  eiectric  heater 
in  the  caretaker's  cottage, 

f.  Replaced  a  wash  basin  in  the  Bowi  picnic  area  toiiet  that 
was  torn  from  the  wail  by  vandals.  Repaired  and  replaced 
the  door  to  the  guard  room  in  the  main  building  that  was 
broken  into  last  montn.

VI.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  A  letter  of  November  i6,  i95U>  has  been  received  from  Phil  Wagner 
of  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  regarding  conditions 
under  which  the  Utility  District  might  be  willing  to  sell  the 
Siesta  Valley  land,  Tne  Utility  District  would  consider  sale  of 
this  property  on  an  immediate  purchase  plan,  and  would  include  in 
the  sale  the  areas  adjacent  to  Fish  Ranch  Road  and  Mt,  Diabio  Bivd, 

After  a  discussion  of  the  feasibility  of  purchasing  Siesta  Valley, 
the  cost  of  which  would  possibly  be  ciose  to  half  a  million  dollars 
according  to  a  price  set  on  the  property  by  tne  Utility  District 
some  time  ago,  tne  Board  decided  to  discontinue  any  further 
negotiations  at  the  present  time.

Mr.  Kinney 
suggests  that  the  Park  Board  mignt  be  interested  in  this  land  as 
he  feels  it  would  be  an  asset  to  Grass  Valley  Park  since  it  includes 
a  50-foot  rignt  of  way  from  Skyline  Blvd.  thereby  providing  an 
entrance  from  Skyline  Blvd.  into  the  park.  Also  for  sale  is  a  lot 
which  fronts  on  Skyline;  ail  property  bordering  along  Skyiine  Blvd. 
is  served  with  gas,  electricity  and  city  water.

D.  The  Berkeley  Kiwanis  Club  has  offered  assistance  in  providing  a 
barn  in  the  Nature  Area  to  house  various  farmyard  animais 
thereby  giving  city  children  an  opportunity  to  see  the  common 
farm  animals  such  as  a  cow,  pig,  goat,  chickens,  etc.  The 
building  womld  be  constructed  at  the  expense  of  the  Kiwanis 
Club  for  the  specific  purpose  stated  above  and  would  be  entirely 
under  control  of  the  Regional  Park  District. 

District  Manager  Walpoie  was  instructed  to  acknowledge  receipt 
of  this  proposal  which  was  in  a  letter  signed  by  Dr.  McGaw,  and 
to  express  the  Board's  appreciation  and  interest  in  the  offer.

They  have  suggested  that  if  tne 
Board  of  Directors  approves,  they  would  plant  a  grove  of  Sequoias 
Gigantea  on  Wildcat  Peak  in  Tilden  Regional  Park,  as  a  memorial 
to  Paul  Harris  to  be  known  as  The  Paul  Harris  International 
Memorial  Grove j  and  furtnermore,  they  w>3uid  like  to  plant  a  tree 
to  represent  each  of  the  80  countries  in  whicn  there  is  a  Rotary 
Club.  Each  tree  would  bear  a  plaque  inscribed  witn  the  name  of 
an  outstanding  person  in  eacn  of  the  respective  countries  as  a 
tribute  to  that  person. 
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Director  Goodrich  pointed  out  the  difficulty  in  selecting  any  one 
outstanding  person  of  any  country,  as  with  passage  of  time,  the 
positions  of  political  figures  and  otner  well  known  personages 
may  be  altered  considerably. 

In  addition^ . Director  Goodrich  voiced  his  thought  that  this 
suggestion,  if  carried  out,  would  turn  a  public  project  into  a 
means  of  exalting  certain  individuals.  The  Board  was  in  accord 
with  Director  Goodrich's  statements,  and  Director  Mulvany 
suggested  that  the  plan  might  be  modified  to  make  the  grove  of 
trees,  representing  eacn  country,  representative  of  the  people 
of  the  various  countries.

VI.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT, 

A.  The  District  Manager,  accompanied  by  Tom  Flood,  recently  spent 
two  days  at  the  California  State  Recreation  Convention  at  Santa 
Cruz,  While  there  we  attended  a  number  of  meeting,  ore  on  the 
subject  of  operation  of  swimming  pools,  so  we  had  an  opportunity 
to  profit  by  the  experience  of  many  other  cities  in  California 
which  have  swimming  facilities. 

The  other  meeting  of  particular  interest  was  devoted  to  nature 
stuc^y  and  operation  of  junior  museums  throughout  the  state.  This 
form  of  recreation  is  making  great  strides,  and  all  the  metropolitan 
areas  are  devoting  more  space  and  time  to  this  type  of  more  passive 
recreation.  Jack  Parker,  our  naturalist,  spoke  on  one  of  the  panels 
and  did  a  very  good  job.  The  work  of  the  Regional  Parks  in  more 
or  less  pioneering  nature  area  work  is  highly  regarded  throughout 
the  state,  and  a  great  deal  of  interest  has  been  expressed  in  what 
we  have  accomplished  along  this  line, 

B.  In  preparation  for  the  paving  of  the  various  areas  in  Tilden  and 
Redwood  Regional  Parks,  park  trucks  hauled  over  32,000  yards  of 
rock  from  o\ir  own  quarries  to  the  various  areas  to  develop  the  sub- 
grade  required  for  oiling  and  paving, 

C.  The  lawn  on  the  upper  level  of  the  Thomas  J,  Roberts  Recreational 
Area  is  ready  for  use  this  summer.  The  new  rest room  serving  the 
upper  level,  near  the  merry-go-round,  wading  pool  and  concession 
stand  will  be  reac^  for  use  by  the  opening  date  which  has  been 
tentatively  set  for  April  9«  A  number  of  family  group  picnic  tables 
are  now  being  built  and  should  be  ready  for  use  shortly  after  the 
opening  date, 

D.  Washington's  Birthday  brought  record  crowds  into  the  parks.  The 
golf  course  was  fined  to  capacity  all  day  and  a  new  record  was 

set  at  the  driving  range  with  $122,00  in  gross  receipts  for  the  day. 
The  driving  range  has  proved  a  very  welcome  addition  to the  golf 
course  facilities,  and  is  showing  a  small  but  steadily  increasing 
profit •

V.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.   The  dedication  of  the  Nimitz  Way  was  carried  out  very  successfully 
on  Thursday,  May  5.  A  large  crowd  of  people  attended  tne  dedication 
and  all  of  our  directors  with  the  exception  of  Mr,  Muivany,  who  was 
forced  to  be  out  of  town  were  in  attendance.  A  very  nice  crowd  of 
people  showed  up  and  attended  the  tea  at  the  Brazilian  Building 
immediately  following  the  dedication.  Mrs.  Nimitz'  paintings  were 
on  display  and  the  caterer.  Duchess,  Inc.  who  nandxes  our  Roberts 
Area  concessions,  did  a  very  fine  job  in  putting  on  the  tea.  The 
paintings  of  Mrs.  Nimitz "were  on  public  display  the  following  week- 
end and  a  great  many  people  came  up  to  view  them. 
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On  Saturday,  May  ±U,  the  Berkeley  Rotary  Ciub  had  their  official 
dedication  of  the  one  hiindred  giant  sequoia  trees  that  had  been 
planted  near  Wildcat  Peak  in  Tiiden  Park  as  a  golden  anniversary 
peace  grove.  The  officers  from  the  Berkeley  Rotary  Club  and  the 
members  of  the  Rotary  ^lub  and  their  vdves  and  families  attended 
the  dedication.  Mr.  Sibley  spoke  and  accepted  the  grove  on  behalf 
of  the  Regional  Parks,  A  picnic  followed  at  the  Anza  View  picnic 
area* 

B.  Our  self-guiding  nature  trails  in  the  Tiiden  nature  area  and  the 
two  that  had  been  developed  in  Redwood  Regional  Park  are  proving 

to  be  very  popular.  It  is  possible  for  any  youth  leader  to  conduct 
a  group  of  youngsters  over  these  trails  and  by  using  the  mimeo- 
graphed sheets  that  have  been  provided  they  can  make  a  self-guided 
tour  of  the  area  learning  the  names  of  the  plants  and  the  points 
of  interest  that  may  be  seen  along  the  trail.  These  trails  have 
proven  so  popular  that  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  providing 
another  new  one  in  the  Nature  Area  and  an  additional  one  in  Redwood 
Regional  Park, 

C.  Warm  weather  during  the  month  of  May  brought  a  great  many  people 
into  the  parks.  Both  the  lakes  and  the  swimming  pool  in  the  Roberts 
Area  have  been  receiving  capacity  use.  The  additional  family  \init 
tables  which  we  built  in  the  Roberts  Area  have  been  receiving  a 
great  deal  of  use  by  family  groups,  and  haveenabied  us  to  get  away 
from  some  of  the  criticism  last  year  that  samll  family  groups  could 
not  find  a  place  to  picnic  in  the  Roberts  Area, 

The  new  paving  at  Lake  Anza  has.  proved  very  popular  with  the  people 
using  the  lake.  We  are  now  able  to  park  a  great  many  more  cars  than 
ever  before  in  that  area, 

D.  The  new  Nature  Lodge  in  the  Natvire  Area  in  Tiiden  Regional  Park  is 
almost  completely  in  shape  to  be  ready  for  opening  some  time 
during  June,  A  great  deal  of  the  work  on  this  nature  area  building 
has  been  done  by  parents  of  the  youngsters  that  use  the  area.

Since  tne  Little  Farm  was  turned  over  to  us  we  have  had  a  great 
many  offers  by  peopxe  to  donate  animals.

B.  Day  can^jing  is  heavier  tnan  ever  this  year.  We  h^ve  organizations 
day  camping  in  all  tne  Regional  Parks  including  Grass  Valley, 

In  Grass  Vaxley  the  Oakxand  Recreation  Department  is  conducting 
a  day  camp  program  that  takes  something  over  one  hundred  children 
a  day.   The  children  come  in  for  a  two  week  period  to  be  foxlowed 
by  anotner  group  that  axso  stays  for  a  two  week  period,  A  great 
many  organizations  outside  of  recreation  departments  are  also 
conducting  day  camps  such  as  tne  Cathoxic  Youth  Organization, 
Axameda  Boys'  Ciub,  Oak  and  Boys'  C^ub,  Oakxand  and  Berkexey 
I.M.C.A.s  and  tne  Jewish  Rexief  Organization,  It  is  estimated 
that  we  have  over  3>UU0  youngsters  a  week  attending  day  canps 
in  one  of  tne  Regional  Parks,  Tne  day  camp  for  the  handicapped 
chixdren  is  being  hexd  again  in  Temescai  Regional  Park,  conducted 
by  the  Oakxand  Recreation  Department.  This  is  proving  extreraexy 
popular  and  this  year  marks  the  sixth  consecutive  year  they  have 
conducted  tnis  camp, 

C.  A  fire-fignting  drixl  was  hexd  in  Tilden  Regional  Park  on 
Thursday,  June  30,  in  which  all  park  employees  took  part.  It 

"  was  a  very  successful  drill,  and  enabxed  us  to  famixlarise  all 
the  enpioyees  witft  brush  and  fire-fignting  procedures, 

D.  The  parks  continue  to  attract  large  niunbers  of  peopxe  on  tne  nice 
sunny  days  we  have  been  enjoying.  The  Fourth  of  July  weekend  was 
a  partic\ilarly  heavy  one  with  all  the  picnic  areas  in  the  parks 
congjietely  loeaded.  Picnicking,  swimming,  golf  and  all  other 
facilities  have  been  loaded  to  capacity  on  all  weekends  with  a 
notable  increase  also  showing  in  our  weekday  use  of  tne  parks, 

E.  Two  particuxarxy  fine  swimming  rescues  were  enacted  by  our  xife- 
guards  at  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area  and  at  Lake  Temescai,  In 
botn  instances  only  extremexy  alert  guarding  prevented  two  tragedies, 
and  both  xives  were  undoubtedxy  saved  tnrougn  the  fact  tnat  a 
number  of  years  ago  we  purchased  our  own  resuscitators  and 
inhaxators  for  use  at  all  swimming  areas.  In  both  cases  nearly 
three  bottles  of  oxygen  were  used  on  the  near-drowing  victims  after 
they  were  rescued,  Witnout  the  o^^rgen  tnere  is  a  strong  possi- 
bility that  we  mignt  have  lost  eitner  one  of  tnese  near-drowning 
cases,  because  in  both  cases  tney  had  been  in  tne  water  long 

enough  to  go  into  shock  after  tney  had  started  breathing  again. 
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F,  Work  rtrogress  Report:  Park  Maintenance  continues  to  take  a  great 
deal  of  our  time  particularly  true  in  tne  case  of  servicing  all 
of  the  day  camps  tnat  are  using  the  park  which  makes  our  garbage 
and  clean-up  problem  even  more  difficult.  However,  during  the

V.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  •'•he  end  of  August  sees  tne  end  of  day  camping  in  tne  Regional  Parks, 
This  has  been  one  of  the  heaviest  use  years  for  day  camps  that  we 
have  experienced.  Over  32  different  organization  conducted  day 
canps  in  tne  Regional  Parks,  Particularly  large  scale  users  were 
tne  cities  of  Berkeley,  Oakland,  ^lameda,  Hayward  and  San  Leandro, 
Tneir  day  camps  were  conducted  by  tneir  recreation  departments  and 
averaged  in  length  from  four  to  six  weeks, 

B,  Fires  were  especially  numerous  during  tne  month  of  August,  The 
fire  breaking  out  in  Redwood  Regional  Park  at  about  6  p.ra,  on 
August  7,  only  3  acres  were  bimied  over,  but  tne  location  of  the 
fire  was  in  a  place  particularly  difficult  to  get  to.  The  fire 
in  Redwood  was  fougnt  with  park  equipment  and  volunteer  help,  as 
well  as  neip  from  the  Moraga  and  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District,  from  6  p.m.  to  9:30  p.m.  before  it  was  finally  brought 
under  con^iete  control. 

On  Saturday,  August  20,  foxir  fires  started  in  Tiiden  Park  sim- 
ultanousiy.  It  was  leanred  tnat  a  person  driving  down  the  road 
had  deliberately  set  the  fires  by  throwing  fire  material  out  of 
the  car,  Tnis  person  was  seen  by  two  witnesses  who  failed  to 
secure  his  license  number,  Tne  fires  got  under  way  at  approxi- 
mately 6  p,ra.  and  burned  over  approximately  50  acres.  Fortunately, 
no  special  damage  was  done  to  trees  or  shrubs  as  tne  fire  burned 
mainly  over  grass  land.  It  was  finally  brougnt  into  cneck  witn 
the  aid  of  ail  of  our  fire  fignting  equipment,  tne  Berkeley  Fire 
Department,  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  and  soldiers 
from  tne  army  camp.  It  was  necessary  to  keep  a  watch  on  the  fire 
until  12  o'clock  at  nignt.  This  day  was  extremeiy  warm,  and  if 
a  wind  had  been  blowing  it  could  have  been  an  extremeiy  bad  fire 
probably  ranking  with  tne  worst  fires  tnat  we  have  had  in  tne  parks. 
Our  fire  trails  again  proved  their  usefulness  by  stopping  tne  fire 
at  three  different  points, 

C,  The  Eignteentn  Regional  Cnampionsnip  was  brougnt  to  a  successful 
conclusion  at  tne  Tiiden  Goif  Course  on  "^unday,  August  28,  Two 
hundred  and  fifty  players  took  part  in  tne  tournament,  and  over  30 
tropnies  were  awarded  to  tne  winners  and  tne  runners-up.  Ihe  entry 
fees  from  tne  tournament  as  usual  provided  tne  necessary  money  to 
pay  for  tne  trophies, 

D,  The  golf  course  set  a  new  financial  record  during  tne  month  of 
July.  Our  best  month  prior  to  Juiy  nad  been  approximately  $9,800, 
In  July  we  grossed  $li,200,  airaost  $i,UOO  over  our  previous  record, 

E,  Public  use  of  the  parks  continued  to  be  heavy  ail  througn  tne  montn 
of  August,  Tne  Roberts  Area  continued  to  receive  a  good  daily  and 
weekend  piayj  and  botn  lakes  and  our  picnic  areas  have  been  crowded 
on  weekends  with  a  fairiy  good  crowd  on  all  weekdays.  Public  use 
of  tne  parks  continues  to  grow  year  after  year,  and  tne  need  for 
extending  our  picnicking  facilities  is  always  vd.th  us. 
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F,  Work  progress  report:  Fark  maintenance  continued  to  take  a  great 
deal  of  time,  Cleaning  up  tne  picnic  areas  after  tne  heavy  week- 
end use  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  major  undertaking.  However, 
during  tne  montn  of  August  tne  foxiowing  work  was  either  started 
or  completed: 

1.  Tixden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Welded  and  constructed  eignt  barbecue  fire  grates  in  tne 
service  yard, 

b.  Installed  a  new  radio  on  the  new  fire  fighting  pickup 
for  Redwood  Park, 

c.  Pxanted  one  large  Japanese  mapxe  tree  at  the  trout 

pond  and  four  xarge  rnododendrons  at  the  Brazilian  Buixding, 

d.  Compxeted  underground  wiring  at  tne  service  yard  throu^ 
pavement  to  enabxe  us  to  have  three  phase  exectricity  in 
the  service  yard  for  running  equipment, 

e.  Hooked  up  a  new  xUu'  sewer  xine  from  new  rest room  at  Lake 
Anza  with  axl  joints  cauxked  with  xead,  ditch  digging  and 
back  fixling. 

f .  Completed  pouring  tnree  yards  of  concrete  for  fxoors  of  new 
rest room  at  Lake  Anza, 

g.  Constructed  concrete  and  rock  wall  on  culvert  on  trail  from 
caves  to  cricket  fiftxd, 

h.  Compxetexy  rebuixt  Caves  Traix. 

i,  Con^xeted  patching  all  hoxes  in  parking  pavement  at  Lake  Anza. 

j.  Hauled  and  distributed  x60  yards  of  bxack  soix  to  cover  up 

rocks  on  burm  of  the  road  at  Lake  Anza, 
k.  Compxeted  construction  of  a  new  pasture  fence  at  the  Little 

Farm  to  keep  the  xarger  animals  encxosed,  and  free  from  too 

much  haddxing  by  the  chixdren, 

2.  Tixden  Goxf  Course, 

a.  Prepared  No,  3  fairway  for  seeding  in  September, 

b.  Mixorganited  axl  greens  and  tees  in  preparation  for  golf 
to\irnament, 

c.  Spiked  and  fertixized  Roberts  Area  Lawn. 

d.  Painted  axl  backstops  at  driving  range, 

e.  RepXaced  60*  of  drain  tixe  from  service  yard  restroom, 

f.  Installed  x2"  cuxvert  and  rock  headwaxl  on  patn  to  No,  x3 
tee, 

g.  Cut  x"  nippxes  for  stock  and  repaired  U8  automatic  sprinkxers 
on  goxf  course. 

3.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park, 

a.  Instaxled  three  new  metal  "No  Parking"  signs  on  tne  dam, 

b.  Set  out  nine  2k"   pine  trees  in  Bowl  picnic  area, 

c.  Cut  down  and  hauled  out  tnree  broken  vdilow  trees  in 
Wiil(hwbrook  area, 

d.  Hauled  in  six  tons  of  black  top  for  patching  roads  at 
Temescax  and  Roberts  Area. 

e.  Repaired  and  instaxled  tnree  grates  at  barbecue  pits  in 
WLxlowbrook  area, 

f.  Painting  outside  of  caretaker's  residence  is  50%  compxeted, 

g.  Hauxed  in  five  truckioads  of  sand  and  spread  it  on  beach, 
h.  Construction  of  a  grage  for  caretaker's  residence  is  63% 

conpxete, 

U,  Redwood  Regional  Park, 

a.  Construction  of  additional  rooms  at  Skyxine  Gate  is  9Q% 
compxete, 

b.  Constructed  a  x5u  gaxlon  water  tank  for  the  new  pickup 
truck,  and  mounted  a  hose  reel  and  pump  on  tne  tank, 

c.  Constructed  a  20'  foot  bridge  to  boys  camp  area, 

d.  Concreted  tne  creek  bottom  where  road  crosses  to  new  picnic 
area  at  Traixs  End, 
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e.  Extended  7U0»  of  ±^»   water  xine  to  ban  fiexd  at  Roberts 

Area* 
f •  Installed  a  water  fountain  at  dance  floor  and  aopitneater 

at  Roberts  Area  using  2UU'  of  pipe* 

5«  Grass  Valley  Regional  I'ark, 

a*  Completed  installation  of  Kohier  electric  plant  for 
electricity  in  the  area. 

b.  Started  poisoning  eucalyptus  sturrps  wnere  logging  operations 
are  in  progress* 

c.  Conqjieted  widening  tne  Macdonald  Trail  witn  TD18  tractor, 
30%  completed, 

d.  Completed  repairing  water  line  from  spring  for  water  supply 
for  area* 

VI.     UNFINISHED  BUSINESS, 

A.  In  regard  to  tne  87-acre  Sweet  property,  tne  offer  of  $25,000  has 
been  made  and  informally  turned  down*  However,  to  date  we  have  no 
formal  notice  that  tne  offer  has  been  turned  down  and  have  not 
received  a  coiinter  offer  from  Mr.  Sweet* 

B*  Tne  District  Manager  secured  permission  from  tne  East  Bay 

Municipal  Utility  District  to  take  fish  from  San  fabio  reservoir  with 
tne  cooperation  of  tne  California  State  Fish  and  Game  commission* 
Tney  have  already  started  tnis  operation,  and  the  large  bass  that 
are  being  taken  from  San  Pabxo  reservoir  are  being  distributed 
in  Lake  Temescai  and  Lake  Anza.  The  purpose  of  bringing  in  these 
large  fish  is  to  eat  up  numbers  of  tne  smail  fish  tnat  have  become 
so  numerous  tnat  they  stunt  and  tnereby  fail  to  offer  decent  fish- 
ing to  tne  youngsters  tnat  fish  botn  lakes*  Two  weeks  ago,  a  five 
pound  xarge  moutn  bass  was  taken  from  iiake  Temescai  whicn  excited 
considerabxe  interest*  Witn  tne  addition  of  tnese  new  large  bass, 
control  of  too  many  sraaxi  fish  should  be  estabxished  as  well  as  a 
good  possibility  of  tne  bass  spawning  and  keeping  our  xakes  suppxied 
with  good  edibxe  fisn* 

VII.  NEW  BUSINESS. 

A*  A  xogging  pxan  for  taking  eucalyptus  out  of  Grass  Valiey  and  some 
parts  of  Tiiden  i^ark.  Basically  the  pian  is  to  remove  all 
eucalyptus  trees  whicn  interfere  with  tne  proper  use  of  xand  for 
recreational  purposes,  I'he  exception  wouxd  be  those  trees  which 
add  aesthetic  value  to  this  xand,  provide  shade  for  picnic  areas, 
roads,  etc*,  and  are  necessary  for  watershed  protection* 

McCarter  Lumber  and  Fixing  Company  will  do  tne  actual  logging* 
They  have  the  responsibility  of  felling  tne  trees,  getting  them  to 
a  landing  and  loading  them  on  trucks*  Tne  Seaborad  Trucking 
Company  will  do  the  hauling  of  this  timber  from  the  parks  to  the 
fiberboard  paper  mills  in  Antioch*  We  can  sell  this  xumber  to  the 
McCarter  Lumber  and  Filing  Con^jany  for  3U0  per  ton  or  $2.23  per 
thousand  on  the  stump*  Under  procedure,  we  disignate  tne  area  to 
be  cut  and  in  tnese  areas  we  mark  tne  trees  which  are  to  be  left* 
The  trees  whicn  add  to  tne  aesthetic  value  of  tne  area  which  are  to 
left  for  recreation  purposes  are  marked*  The  landing  areas  are 
to  be  off  tne  main  road,  tne  skid  roads  are  not  to  be  used  so  often 
that  tney  wixi  provide  erosion  areas  this  winter,  and  the  stun^js 
are  not  to  be  over  fourteen  inches  high* 

We  will  pile  and  burn  tne  slack  and  poison  the  stuirqss*  I  believe 
tnat  it  is  better  for  us  to  take  tne  maximum  money  for  our  stumpage 
and  take  care  of  tne  burning  and  piling  ourselves.  In  this  way  we 
can  provide  for  new  growth  having  a  much  cieaner  area,  and  have  an 
area  whicn  will  xend  itself  much  better  to  park  and  recreation 
developement. 


Grass  seed  vdll  be  sown  on  alx  areas  xeft  bare  by  logging  this 
faxi  so  tnat  erosion  wixl  be  at  a  ndnimtun.  Forage,  nesting  areas 
and  protection  vdll  be  provided  for  tne  wixa  animals  in  tne  areas, 
Tne  foxlowing  year  we  will  start  a  planting  program  and  coniiers 
wixl  be  pxanted  mainxy.  These  trees  will  be  spaced  far  enough 
apart  so  tnat  tney  will  not  be  a  continuous  mass  of  evergreen 
trees,  so  tnax,   native  shrubbery  can  grow  in  tne  open  spots.  Care 
will  be  taken  in  pxanting  these  trees  tnat  a  natural  and  pxeasing 
xandscape  of  evergreen  trees  and  native  pxants  wixl  resuxt. 

Income  from  this  operation  shouxd  be  in  tne  neignborhood  of 
$U00  per  montn,  but  tne  value  to  tne  i'ark  District  is  axmost 
unreckonabxe  when  we  consider  tne  amount  of  time  and  xabor  that 
wouxd  be  necessary  to  remove  groves  tnat  have  been  pxanted  so 
cxose  togetner  tnat  tney  offer  no  chance  to  use  the  xand  for 
recreational  and  park  purposes.  Grass  Vaxley  particuxarxy  is 
studded  with  groves  of  eucaxyptus  trees  where  tne  trees  are  so 
close  togetner  tnat  tney  form  a  jungxe.  It  is  estimated  tnat  on 
construction  of  tne  golf  course  in  Tiiden  f^ark,  even  using  W.i'.A. 
labor,  tnat  over  $xOU,UUO  was  spent  in  cxearing  away  x,000  some 
eucalyptus  that  dotted  the  area  where  tne  golf  course  now  stands.

PUBLIC 

HEARING. 

A.  Proposed  extension  of  park  land  northwest  of  the  Tixden  Park 

Nature  Area:  Attending  this  meeting  of  the  Park  Board  were  tnree 
gentlemen  representing  residents  of  Contra  Costa  who  are  interested 
in  preservation  of  tne  Tixden  Nature  Area.  These  gentlemen  were : 
Dr.  Stebbins,  of  tne  University  of  California;  Vir,  C,   Thomas 
Bendorf,  Administrative  Assistant  for  the  city  of  Ei  Cerrito;  and 
mr.  Ernest  W,  "enderson,  head  of  tne  long  range  planning  staff  for 
tne  city  of  Richmond  Planning  Commission. 


Dr.  Stebbins  spoke  first  regarding  tne  value  of  tne  Tixden  Nature 
Area  as  a  vdldxife  sanctuary,  as  wexj.  as  a  piace  for  study  of  tne 
wiidjJ.fe  which  at  present  occupies  this  area.  He  showed  tne 
Board  of  Directors  a  map  and  indicated  tne  xocation  of  a  proposed 
subdivision  which  would  come  within  approximately  200  feet  of 
Jewex  Lake,  One  of  his  objections  to  the  proximity  of  tne  sub- 
division was  the  fact  of  erosion  advancing  tne  sixting  of  the 
lake,  which  wouxd  eventually  conqsxeteiy  fill  up  the  xake. 

Another  cause  for  concern  is  tne  preservation  of  wildxife  in 
the  Nature  Area,  iihouxd  dwexlings  be  constructed  adjacent  to 
the  Nature  Area,  tne  usual  noise,  dogs  and  cats  wouxd  soon  drive 
away  tne  native  animals. 

Dr.  Stebbins  fext  that  if  the  natural  area  above  the  Nature  Area 
end  around  the  north  end  of  Tixden  Park  is  subdivided,  tne  area 
will  no  xonger  support  tne  present  populations  of  wild  animals, 
and  they  will  die  off. 

Dr.  Stebbins  informed  tne  Board  tnat  tne  U.  G.  Press  is  pubxishing 
four  books  on  mammaxs,  reptiles  and  amphibians,  trees  and  natural 
history  of  the  East  Bay  Area.  He  showed  original  drawings  whicn 
will  be  reproduced  in  these  books,  stating  that  a  great  deal  of 
interest  wixi  be  generated  by  tne  circulation  of  the  books,  which 
will  be  avaixabxe  at  a  very  nominal  cost, 

Mr,  Bendorf  of  Ex  Cerrito  snowed  tne  Board  a  map  of  tne  proposed 
subdivision  which  wouxd  adjoin  Tilden  Park.  He  said  that  tne 
owner  wouxd  annex  this  area,  known  as  Kenisngton  Highlands  No.  2 
to  the  city.  Mr.  Bendorf  informed  the  Board  that  this  property  has 
changed  hands  three  times  since  its  purchase  from  tne  Municipal 
Utixity  District,  He  named  a  Mr.  Max  Walden  who  had  presented  the 
pxan  to  the  city,  but  is  not  certain  that  he  is  the  owner. 

As  to  tne  value  of  this  property,  tne  Ansco  Engineering  Co., 
which  orignaily  purchased  the  xand— 80  acres  for  $30,000~ 
sold  72,77  acres,  retaining  8  acres,  for  approximately  $66,000 
to  Kensington  Highlands,  Axthougn  tax  stan^js  do  not  always  indicate 
the  sexiing  price  of  tne  property,  he  reported  that  tne  tax 
stamps  for  this  transaction  indicated  a  price  of  $152,000,  which 
he  considered  an  unreaxistic  figure.  He  set  a  price  of  about 
$x,000  per  acre  as  a  fair  valuation  on  the  raw  xand.  However, 
the  potential  value  of  tne  same  property  to  a  devexoper,  with 
rezoning  by  tne  city,  wouxd  be  considerabxy  greater* 

As  present,  tne  xand  in  quest  on  is  probabxy  zoned  as  agricultural 
xand,  as  it  is  chapparal  hixlside  xand  with  some  oaks  and  bays. 
Therefore,  it  is  considered  to  be  of  importance  as  protection  to 
the  Tixden  Nature  Area,  lying  as  it  does  between  already  devexoped 
area  and  tne  park,  insuxating  the  park  against  the  changes  that 
would  be  wrought  by  a  residential  area  axong  its  borders. 

It  is  Mr.  Bendorf s  opinion  that  tne  peopxe  of  Ex  Cerrito  are 
extreraexy  interested  in  Tixden  Park,  and  that  tnrougn  some  means 
the  xand  adjacent  to  tne  park  can  be  preserved  for  park  use, 

Mr,  Henderson  of  the  city  of  Richomond,  showed  a  map  prepared 
by  the  Richmond  Pxanning  Commission  whicn  indicated  tne  areas 
which  are  to  be  devexoped  for  park  and  recreation  use  in  and 
around  tne  city.  He  said  that  a  citizens'  committee  is  being 
formed  to  see  what  can  be  done  about  retaining  the  property  in 
question  for  park  use, 

Mr.  Henderson  quoted  the  present  popuxation  of  Richmond  as 
xJiOjOOO  with  future  popuxation  figures  reaching  2U0,000  by 
1970  or  1980,  Primarily,  Mr.  Henderson  stated,  he  wanted  to  give 
the  Board  a  picture  of  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  Richmond  and 
tne  pxans  of  the  city  to  fuifilx  those  needs;  and  to  snow  now 
these  pxans  tie  into  tne  present  park  system. 
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Tliis  pxan  is  being  pubxished,  and  tne  Board  wouxd  receive  a 
copy  of  tne  over-ail  pxan  as  soon  as  it  is  avaixabxe, 

Dr,  Stebbins  suggested  tnat,  if  it  was  not  possibxe  for  the 
Regionax  Parks  to  purchase  tne  wnoxe  tract  of  xand  perhaps  a 
portion  axong  tne  park  boundary  couxd  be  purchased. 

Director  Goodrich  expxained  tnat  tne  Regional  Park  District 
cannot  very  wexl  afford  to  expend  considerabxe  sums  of  money 
in  purchasing  small  pieces  of  xand.  Witn  few  exceptions, 
the  park  xand  has  been  bougnt  in  larg  e  acreages  and  paid  off 
over  a  period  of  time,  xeaving  xittxe  money  to  pay  for  smaxler 
pieces  of  property* 

Director  Goodrich  also  pointed  out  that  this  probxem  wixl 
probabxy  continue  to  come  up  from  time  to  time  as  property 
adjoining  tne  parks  is  subdivided.  Therefore,  since  it  wouxd 
be  impossibxe  to  settxe  the  problem  each  time  it  arises,  perhaps 
it  wouxd  be  most  wise  to  face  the  fact  that  the  parks  wixl 
eventuaxly  be  surrounded  by  homes. 

President  Sibxey  instructed  District  Manager  Walpoxe  to  prepare 
a  report  covering  tne  various  aspects  of  this  probxem  with 
recommendations  as  to  what  steps  mignt  be  taken  to  preserve 
the  Tixden  Nature  Area. 

The  Board  further  instructed  tne  District  Manager  to  make  an 
offer  of  ^230.  per  acre  for  the  property  xying  next  to  tne 
Tixden  Nature  Area. 

V.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  September  xO,  I9b3,  received  from  Rachael  E.  Wrignt  of 
tne  First  Congregational  Church  expressing  on  behaxf  of  tneir

A.  Attendance  in  tne  Regional  Parks  has  started  a  drop  off  since 
Admission  Day  weekend,  'i'ne  Labor  Day  weekend  tnat  proceeded  the 
Admission  Day  weekend  was  one  of  tne  neaviest  we  had  e3q)erienced 
in  tne  Parks.  During  tne  tnree  day  period  the  goxf  course  grossed 
$x,320.>Oj  tne  Roberts  Area,  $1,277, 95j  Temescax  Parking,  $93.20; 
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Lake  Anza  marking,  $295«UO,  for  a  total  of  $2,993.11— a  three 
day  weekend  hoxiday  tnat  was  only  exceeded  by  a  xittxe  over  $3uO 
on  tne  Fourth  of  Jua.y  Weekend, 

B,  Two  new  projects  in  tne  Regional  farks  are  rapidxy  nearing 
completion*  The  first,  construction  of  a  new  restroom  on  tne 
Lake  Anza  parking  area,  and  tne  hauling  of  top-soix  and  pre- 
paration of  tne  ball  field  in  the  Roberts  Area  for  seeding  to 
grass.  Tnese  two  projects  will  be  out  of  tne  way  before  tne 
iniddj.e  of  October. 

Including  additional  pxanned  projects  are  tne  construction 
of  a  garage  and  worksnop  in  tne  Roberts  Area  to  irepxace  tne 
old  imsightxy  oam  tnat  was  in  front  of  line  Ranger's  residence. 
The  new  garage  will  be  well  hidden  by  trees,  and  will  be  30' 
X  3o'  with  a  i5'  x  30*   workshop  in  tne  back  end,  con5)xete  with 
workbench  and  a  place  for  storing  tools. 

C,  The  North  Oakxand  Kiwanis  '^xub  has  donated  xOO  Koxter  Fines  to 
tne  Regional  Farks  to  be  planted  in  a  grove  in  Tixden  Park.  It 
is  pxanned  to  pxant  tne  xOO  pines  in  tne  area  tnat  was  recentxy 
burned  over  as  a  replacement  for  pines  that  were  burned,  and 

as  an  addition  to  our  pine  forest. 

D   Work  Wogress  Report:  i^ark  maintenance  continued  to  take  a 
great  deal  of  our  time  up  to  and  including  the  Admission  Day 
weekend.  However,  since  that  time  with  use  of  tne  parks  be- 
ginning to  fall  off,  a  great  deal  more  time  may  be  devoted  to 
construction  and  new  projects  in  tne  xarious  parks.

d.  Installed  all  water  pipes  and  fittings  for  a  sprinkling 
system  at  the  ball  field  in  tne  Roberts  Area, 

e.  Hauled  U60  cubic  yards  of  top-soil  to  tne  ball  field  at 
tne  Roberts  Area  preparatory  to  seeding  tne  area, 

f •  Excavated  for  a  new  garage  and  tool  shed  at  tne  Roberts  Area, 

5,  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park, 

a.  Completed  a  preliminary  survey  of  the  creek  area  where  the 
golf  coxirse  is  to  be  situated, 

b.  Con?)ieted  widening  tne  Macdonald  Trail  at  the  east  end, 

c.  Work  on  the  road  near  the  stone  bridge  is  90^  con^jiete, 

d.  Constructed  three  pipe  gates  for  entrances,  and  installed 
one, 

e.  Put  out  50  lbs.  of  ammate  to  poison  eucalyptus  stunps 
where  tne  loggers  are  cutting  trees, 

f.  Repaired  and  adjusted  the  Kohier  electric  plant, 

VII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  We  have  been  informed  by  Mason-McDuffie  Realtors  that  tne  8? 
acre  Sweet  Property  has  been  taken  off  the  market  and  tnat  our 
offer  of  $28,OUU  has  been  definitexy  turned  down.  Tnere  seems 
to  be  a  rumor  in  that  area  that  with  construction  of  a  nimber 
of  new  subdivisions,  sewers  will  be  available  soon  to  make  it 
possible  for  Sweet  to  subdivide  tne  property  we  were  bidding  on. 
It  wouxd  seem,  therefore,  that  for  the  time  at  least  this  property 
iri  definitely  lost  to  tne  District, 

VIII.  NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.  The  statement  by  Oakland  ^ity  Councilman  Frank  Youeil  in  a 

council  meeting  that  tne  Regional  Parks  should  be  forced  to  seil 
off  portions  of  its  property  for  subdivisions  has  met  with  a 
great  deal  of  public  indignation.  A  number  of  people  have  called 
tne  office  offering  their  services  to  fight  any  move  of  this  sort. 
In  reviewing  tne  statement  of  Mr.  loueil,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  instead  of  having  il,000  acres  as  he  said,  we  have 
8,200  acres,  of  which  less  tnan  60  acres  lie  inside  the  boundaries 
of  the  city  of  Oakland.  With  tne  exception  of  tne  amount  of  land 
that  does  xie  in  tne  city  of  Oakxand,  none  of  our  property  xies 
within  the  boundary  of  any  other  of  tne  seven  cities  of  our  district. 


Approximatexy  3*000  acres  of  the  land  we  hoxd  is  in  Contra 
Costa  County  with  tne  remainder  axl  in  Axameda  County. 
Witn  tne  exception  of  Tixden  Park  and  Lake  Temescal  no  property 
we  own  couxd  be  built  on  by  subdividers  even  if  it  was  avaixabxe 
because  it  xies  witnin  tne  watershed  of  tne  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utixity  District, 

B,  The  Regional  Park  Office  has  received  information  from  tne 
office  of  the  District  Attorney  pertaining  to  procedure  in 
purchasing  federax  surpxus  property  as  foxlowst 

FEDERAL  SURPLUS  PROPERTY  ACQUISITION  LAW  OF  l9U5 

Section  3UiU2  of  Government  Code: 

"A  local  agency  may  acquire  in  any  manner  from  the  United  States 
or  the  state  any  federal  surplus  property,  real  or  personal, 
without  regard  to  any  law  which  requires  posting  of  notices  of 
advertisement  for  bids,  inviting  or  receiving  of  bids,  or  delivery 
of  purchase  before  payment,  or  whicn  prevents  tne  xocax  agency 
from  entering  a  bid  in  its  behalf  at  any  sale  of  federal  surplus 
property  by  tne  United  States  or  tne  State." 

Section  ^hih3   of  Government  Codet 

"The  icgisxative  body  of  any  such  xocax  agency  may  authorize  any 
of  its  officers  to  make  a  down  payment  or  payment  in  fuxi  re- 
quired in  the  bidding  or  sale." 


A  "local  agency"  is  defined  to  include  a  "public  district"  and 
would  apply  to  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District. 

Under  Section  5UiU2  the  district  may,  without  regard  to  com- 
petitive bidding,  purchase  federal  surplus  property  and  make 
payment  therefor  prior  to  delivery. 

Under  Section  i?Uiii3  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  can 
authorize  a  deposit  of  20^  to  accompany  any  bid  on  federal 
surplus  property  and  payment  in  full  prior  to  delivery  both  of 
which  are  reqxiired  in  the  terms  concerning  the  bid  and  sale  of 
such  property. 

THE  ABOVE  INFORMATION  FURNISHED  BY  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
ATTORNEY  OF  ALAMEDA  COUNTY  ON  SEPTEMBER  2,  1955. 

The  board  took  note  of  this  information  furnished  by  tne  District 
Attorney's  office  as  a  ruling  for  purchasing  surpxus  property, 

C.  From  time  to  time  we  are  approacned  by  peopxe  desiring  a  right 
of  way  throiogh  park  property.  Sometimes  this  can  be  of  advantage 
to  our  District,  and  other  times  it  is  onxy  for  their  own  con- 
venience. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  tne  Board  of  Directors  to  set  a  general 
policy  on  granting  eastments  through  park  property? 

President  Sibley  stated  that  he  f«it  any  rights  of  way  granted 
over  park  property  should  be  with  the  purpose  of  some  benefit  to 
the  Regional  Park,  since  rignts  of  way  couxd  not  be  granted  without 
some  good  reason.  The  board  agreed  that  this  shouxd  represent  a 
general  board  poxicy,  and  that  Manager  Walpoxe  could  use  this 
poxicy  as  a  g\iide  in  dealing  with  requests  for  right  of  ways 
througn  park  xand. 
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D,  President  Sibley  stated  tnat  he  wmid  be  leaving  on  nis  trip 
just  after  Thanksgiving,  and  asked  tnat  tne  November  Board 
meeting:  be  advanced  one  week  to  November  22.  Tnis  was  agreed 
by  the  Board,

Max  Waiden 
or  Berkeley  is  handling  the  subdivision  and  is  a  part  owner  in  the 
operation.  He  informed  the  Dictrict  Manager  tnat  tney  had  paid 
^2,000  per  acre  for  the  land,  and  that  if  they  considered  selling  it, 
they  would  have  to  have  at  least  $2,3o0  per  acre  to  pay  for  the  time 
and  trouble  and  additional  improvements  tney  have  put  into  this  land. 
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Fortunately,  in  checking  over  our  maps  and  going  over  tne  ground, 
it  is  found  tnat  tne  closest  approach  to  tne  side  of  tne  lake  is 
800  feet.  The  closest  approach  to  the  front  of  the  lake,  or  the 
dam  area,  is  over  UOO'.  From  tne  point  on,  continuing  down 
Wildcat  Creek  along  tne  side  of  our  land  knovm  as  tne  "MacDougall 
Property"  tne  subdivision  for  a  lengtn  of  approximately  2UU0'  will 
come  directly  to  our  line.  The  over-axl  area  where  tne  subdivision 
will  touch  tne  park  boundary  amounts  to  some  3200'  after  vjhich  it 
leaves  our  boundary  entirely.  Where  it  toucnes  onr  property  is 
along  tne  extreme  nortnem  portion  of  the  land  we  now  own  known 
as  the  "MacDougail  Tract." 

The  subdividers  have  offered  to  give  us  a  small  portion  of  %  slight 
buffer  strip  in  front  of  tne  Jewel  Lake  Area  tnat  would  amount  to 
approximately  an  acre  or  an  acre  and  a  quarter.  Tnis  offer  will 
probably  be  presented  to  us  at  a  later  date  providing  tne  sub- 
division plans  go  tnrough. 

A  suggested  plan  for  future  development  of  the  Nature  Area  that 
will  follow  a  course  that  has  been  in  mind  for  some  time,  even  if 
the  subdivision  had  not  come  into  being,  is  presented  here.  It 
should  be  kept  in  mind  tnat  tne  Nature  Area  is  for  ail  tne  people 
and  that  this  area  should  be  devoted  to  tne  most  productive  use 
and  permanent  good  of  all  tne  people  in  tne  Bay  Area,  and  not  for 
the  temporary  benefit  of  a  few.  Where  conflicting  interests  must 
be  reconciled  tne  question  must  always  be  decided  on  tne  point  of 
view  of  tne  greatest  good  for  tne  greatest  number  of  people  for  the 
longest  period  of  time.  Keeping  tnis  in  mind,  there  are  certain 
things  which  must  be  done  in  order  to  achieve  this  objective. 

To  begin  with  we  probably  should  ass\ime  tne  worst,  that  is,  tne  large 
subdivision  to  the  north  of  us  xri.ll  be  put  in  and  that  the  area 
above  Jewel  Lake  will  also  be  used  for  subdivision.  Also,  some 
proposed  roads  will  probably  be  coming  into  tne  area.  The  proposed 
roads  will  undoubtedly  come  up  tne  canyon,  and  some  efforts  will 
be  made  to  allow  us  to  connect  to  tnem  with  our  park  roads. 
These  efforts  snould  be  resisted  in  full  force.  Any  roads  coming 
into  the  park  will  create  problems  tnat  will  add  to  traffic  and 
congestion  within  tne  park.  Also,  if  well  travelled  roads  are 
argrwnere  close  to  the  Nature  Area  it  will  have  a  tendency  to  de- 
preciate the  value  of  tne  Nature  Area  for  nature  study.  Jewel 
Lake  must  be  spared  at  all  costs.  This  lake  can,  in  time,  be 
dredged  out  and  developed  and  maintained  as  a  pretty  lake  offering 
certain  opportunities  for  nature  stu(^# 

If  and  when  a  subdivision  is  built  above  Jewel  Lake,  the  damage 
done  by  the  deer  of  this  area  is  apt  to  be  extensive,  'i'he  best 
way  to  combat  tnis  is  to  provide  enough  food  inside  the  park. 
The  logging  going  on  in  the  park  will  provide  extensive  open  areas 
which  can  be  planted  to  piant  food  whicn  will  tend  to  keep  those 
animals  home.  Unfortunately  eucalyptus  furnishes  little  or  no 
feed  to  deer  or  any  other  animals  in  this  area.  Even  tne  birds 
tend  to  shun  tne  eucalyptus,  and  we  have  an  abundance  of  tnem  in 
tne  Nature  Area, 

The  fence  line  just  below  Jewel  Lake  can  be  moved  and  placed  on  our 
nortnern  bovmdary,  Tne  grass  land  now  receiving  little  use  can  be 
put  to  various  types  of  recreational  use.  Tnere  are  several  beauty 
spots  in  tnis  area  which  lend  themselves  well  to  camping,  and  at 
the  rate  day  camping  is  becoming  important  we  will  certainly  need 
them.  The  front  gate  will  probably  remain  about  the  same  except 
that  a  little  better  parking  area  should  be  made  available  to  tnose 
who  come  to  visit  tne  little  farm,  in  the  Nature  Area,  Tne  archery 
range  will  be  moved  a  little  closer  to  tne  fence  toward  tne  cricket 
filed.  Tnis  wiil  give  a  larger  solid  area  in  whicn  to  conduct 
nature  activities,  Tne  archery  range  will  be  divorced  entirely 
from  tne  Natxire  Area,  and  will  become  a  general  park  activity  rather 
than  one  tnat  intrudes  in  any  way  upon  nature  activities.  From 
ail  indications,  archery  adtivities  will  increase  materially. 
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Nature  activities  are  being  pushed  fartner  back,  and  that,  in  a 
way,  is  exactxy  as  it  should  be  fore  the  real  Nature  Area  is  in  the 
back  country  of  Tixden  Park.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  front  part  of 
the  Nature  Area  couxd  still  be  called  "Tiiden  Nature  Area",  but 
the  part  above  or  back  from  Woodxand  Gamp  could  and  snould  be 
called  tne  "rtriraitive  Area,"  and  as  such  would  be  second  to  none. 

These  are  the  larger  and  general  pians  for  tne  use  of  tne  Nature 
Area  providing  these  tnings  happen  which  are  mentioned.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  there  are  cnanges  made  of  one  kind  or  anotner,  our  pians 
shouxd  change  also.  In  other  words,  our  pxans  at  all  times  should 
be  kept  as  flexible  as  possibxe,  Tnis  will  allow  us  to  make  tne 
maximum  of  any  opportunity  which  presents  itself. 

Our  planting  program  in  tne  Nature  Area  for  this  year  wixl  include 
the  planting  of  approximatley  1,000  growing  native  shrubs  such  as 
ceanothus  and  otner  low  ground-hugging  types  of  shrubs  which  will 
offer  additional  bird  food  and  shelter.  In  the  area  where  the 
eucalyptus  are  being  removed,  tnese  shrubs  wixl  be  interspaced 
with  evergreens  such  as  Dougxas  Fir,  Bisnop  Pine,  Monterey  Pine, 
Kolter  Pine  and  some  Sequoia  Sen^ervirens,  An  over  all  master 
plan  for  tne  development  for  tne  Nature  Area  is  in  tne  process  of 
being  compiled  at  this  time  and  should  be  ready  for  the  Board's 
approval  before  tne  end  of  the  year. 

C,  In  connection  with  tne  proposed  sewer  xine  in  Grass  Vaxley  Re- 
gional Park,  the  office  of  the  Oakxand  City  Engineer  has  requested 
that  the  Regional  Park  District,  submit  to  the  city  and  to  the 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  a  rough  draft  of  a  resolution 
describing  tne  location  of  tne  proposed  sewer  line  and  including 
pertinent  information  regarding  connecting  witn  the  existing 
sewer  line  for  tneir  reveiw  and  approval. 

Tne  following  is  a  rough  draft  of  the  requested  resolution: 

RESOLUTION  NO. 

GRANTING  THE  EAST  BAY  REGIONAL  PARK  PERMISSION  TO  EXTEND  A 
PUBLIC  SEWER  FROM  THE  END  OF  THE  SANITARY  SEWER  BETVffiEN  i/DTS 
U7  AND  Uti  OF  CHABOT  PARK  ESTATES,  OAKLAND,  TO  THE  OAKLAND 
CITY  BOUNDARY  TO  SERVE  THE  SANITARY  SEWER  REQUIREMENTS  OF  GRASS 
VALLEY  REGIONAL  PARK  UNDER  CERTAIN  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS,  AND 
AUTHORIZING  EXECUTION  OF  A  WRITTEN  AGREEt'^ENT  COVERING  SAID 
PERMIT 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Council  of  tne  City  of  Oakland  as 
follows : 

WHEREAS,  there  are  at  present  no  sanitary  facilities  in 
Grass  Valley  Regional  Park,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  only  existing  available  sewer  is  located 
between  Lots  hi   and  h^   of  Chabot  Park  Estates,  approximately 
150  feet  west  of  tne  western  boundary  of  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park,  and 

WHEREAS,  tne  Board  of  Directors  of  tne  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  has  requested  permission  of  this  council  to  extend 
a  public  sanitary  sewer  from  tne  existing  public  sewer  between 
the  said  lots  kl   and  U8,  Chabot  Park  Estates  in  the  City  of 
Oakland,  througn  a  sewer  easement  between  tne  said  lots  to  the 
western  boundary  of  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  to  serve  the 
said  Grass  Vailey  Regional  Park; 

NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED;  Tnat  permission  is  hereby 
granted  to  tne  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  to  extend  a 
public  sewer  from  the  existing  sewer  which  terminates  at  a  point 
between  U7  and  U8,  Chabot  Park  Estates,  City  of  Oakland,  tnrough 
a  sewer  easement  between  tne  said  xots  to  tne  western  boundary  of 
Grass  Vaxley  Regional  Park  for  the  purpose  of  serving  tne  sanitary 
sewer  requirements  of  Grass  Vaxley  Regional  Park,  Tne  said  sewer 
to  be  constructed  by  tne  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  shall 


be  eignt(8)  inches  in  diameter,  and  shall  confrrm  to  tne  sewer 
specifications  of  tne  City  of  Oakland, 

BE  IT  FURTriER  RESOLVED:  Tnat  after  construction,  the  said 
sewer  lahaxl  be  turned  over  to  tne  City  of  Oakland  for  maintenance 
and  operation, 

REtjOi-VED  FURTHER:  '  Tnat  tne  Mayor,  City  Manager  and  City 
Clerk  are  hereby  authorized  for  and  oh  behalf  of  the  Ci^y  of 
Oakland,  as  its  corporate  act  and  deed  and  under  its  corporate 
seal,  to  execute  an  agreement  witn  tne  East  Bay  Regional  Hark 
District,  iiAiich  agreement  shall  set  forth  tne  conditions  herein- 
above set  forth, 

VII.  NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.  President  Sibiey  has  requested  that  tne  next  Board  Meeting  be 
held  on  Tuesday,  November  22,  to  allow  him  to  be  present  at  tne 
meeting  before  he  takes  off  on  his  trip  to  Africa.  If  tnat  is 
agreeable,  tne  next  meeting  should  be  set  for  Tuesday,  November 
22.

C.  A  framed  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  tne  Oakland  City  Council 
was  received  by  tne  Board  of  Directors,  Tnis  resolution  commended 
the  Board  for  tne  system  of  parks  they  have  made  available,  and 
states,  "That  special  credit  at  this  time  be  accorded  to  Tnomas  J. 
Roberts,  one  of  our  senior  citizens,  who  as  amember  of  this  Board 
since  its  inception  has  been  a  faithful  and  tireless  worker  for 
the  advancement  of  park  and  recreational  facilities  for  the 
Metropolitan  Oakland  Area".  Tne  resolution  was  signed  by  tne  Mayor, 
Counciimen  and  tne  City  Manager, 

VIII .  PUBUC  HEARING. 

A  group  of  people  interested  in  preserving  and  protecting  tne  Tiiden 

Nature  Area  presented  tnemselves  to  tne  Board  of  Directors  with 
the  purpose  of  bringing  to  attention  their  thoughts  concerning  the 
proposed  development  of  subdivisions  of  property  adjacent  to  Tilden 
Park  in  the  Kensignton  District, 

Professor  Edward  Stone,  Ecologist  for  the  Division  of  Forestry  at  the 
University  of  California,  was  tne  first  person  to  speak.  He  informed 
tne  Board  tnat  although  he  is  now  a  resident  of  Kensington  District, 
he  lived  in  Berkeley  from  192i  to  1951,  and  is  thoroughly  familiar 
with  Tilden  Regional  Park, 


Professor  Stone  states  tha  t  there  are,  in  tne  first  stages  of 
development  plans'  for  introduction  of  a  commercial  area  and  sub- 
division in  Kensington  District  on  property  adjoining  Tixden  Park 
Nature  Area,  which,  vdil  cause  destruction  of  the  Nature  Area  if 
allowed  to  be  carried  out. 

Four  questions  were  asked  by  Dr.  Stone: 

(1)  Was  the  creation  of  tne  Tixden  Nature  Area  ill  advised? 

(2)  What  is  the  Nature  Area? 

(3)  Wnat  will  happen  to  the  Nature  Area? 

(U)  Wnat  does  the  size  of  the  Nature  Area  have  to  be  if  it  is  a 
Nature  Area? 

District  Manager  Walpole,  in  answer  to  the  first  question,  said 
that  certainly  tne  Nature  Area's  creation  could  not  have  been' ixl 
advised,  as  tne  attendance  record  indicates  ciearxy  that  tne  ex- 
tremely heavy  use  of  tne  area  by  school  children  shows  their  great 
interest  in  the  area,  not  to  speak  of  the  many  other  aduxt  and 
youtnful  visitors. 

Dr.  Stone  went  on  further  to  say  that  tne  Nature  Area  is  not  just 
the  larid  owned  by  tne  parks,  cut  includes  tne  surrounding  areaj  and 
it  is  a  nature  area  because  of  the  adjacent  xand. 

As  to  what  would  happen  to  tne  Nature  Area  with  a  sub-division  at 
its  border.  Dr.  Stone  said  tnat  the  home  range  of  the  animals  would 
be  immediately  cut  down,  thereby  interrupting  the  normal  pattern  of 
native  life  and  possibly  reducing  the  population  of  one  animal  to  a 
point  where  it  could  not  maintain  its  balance  of  population  with 
other  species.  In  addition  to  the  elimination  of  part  of  the  range 
area  tnere  wouxd  be  the  new  cat  population  which  wouxd  further 
reduce  tne  number  of  small  animals  and  birds  in  the  Nature  Area» 

Another  point  wnich  Dr.  Stone  considered  important  was  the  xoss  of 
the  western  slope  of  tne  hill  which  is  tne  sxope  covered  witn  grass 
and  soft  chaparral  which  is  necessary  to  the  existance  of  many  of 
the  native  animals. 

Referring  to  his  fourth  question.  Dr.  Stone  said  tnat  if  tne  Nature 
Area  is  reduced,  meaning  tne  elimination  of  areas  adjacent  to  the 
Nature  Area  now  inhabited  by  wild  xife,  tne  area  witnin  tne  park 
boundary  would  be  inadequate  to  support  the  number  of  animals  which 
are  now  to  be  found  there. 

Professor  Robert  Stebbins  of  tne  University  of  California  Zoology 
Department  supported  Dr.  Stone's  remarks.  He  offered  tne  alternative 
of  having  anotner  nature  area  at  some  other  location.  However,  he 
said,  that  tne  unique  features  of  tne  Tiiden  Nature  Area  make  it  un- 
likely that  it  could  be  dupxicated.  The  xake  and  vegetation  to  be 
found  at  tne  Tixden  Nature  Area  axong  with  tne  wide  variety  of  animal 
and  bird  xife  abounding  there  couxd  never  be  replaced, 

Mr.  Edward  Cxay  of  tne  pubxic  schools,  spoke  next.  He  is  very  familiar 
with  the  Tixden  Nature  Area,  having  conducted  nature  stucfy  classes 
there  over  a  period  of  several  years,  Mr.  Clay  said  that  over  a  two 
year  period  he  had  coxinted  i35  species  of  birds  around  Jewel  Lake,  and 
in  working  witn  tne  school  chirldre,  he  found  that  it  was  possible  to 
take  a  ciass  around  tne  xake  and,  in  one  trip,  show  them  20  to  25 
species  of  birds.  The  Cnixdren  wouxd  also  see  beaver,  raccoon,  wood 
rats,  etc,  Mr.  Clay  is  of  the  opinion  that  only  in  Redwood  Park 
couxd  an  area  simixar  to  tne  Tixden  Nature  Area  be  reporduced,  and  to 
to  so  wouxd  require  that  a  lake  be  created. 

District  Manager  Walpole  interjected  with  tne  information  that  approxi- 
mately 25,000  children  visited  the  Nature  Area  over  a  period  of  one 
year,  and  tnat  attendance  in  tne  Regional  Parks  for  the  one  year  period 
exceeds  tne  number  of  visitors  to  Yellowstone  National  Park. 
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At  tnis  point,  Mr.  Max  VJaiden,  representing  tne  owners  of  the  land 
proposed  for  sub-division,  was  asked  to  speak,  Mr,  Waiden  spoke 

briefly  to  those  present,  and  with  a  map  described  tne  location  of 
the  property  in  question  in  relation  to  the  Nature  Area.  He  said 
that  tne  present. owners  had  paid  $2,0U0  per  acre  for  tnis  xand,  and 
that  engineering  costs  to  date  would  amount  to  approximately  $6uO 
per  acre,  makj.ng  the  lowest  possible  purchasing  price  at  tne  present 
time  $2,6uO  per  acre,  Tne  area  bordering  upon  the  Tiiden  Nature 
Area  contains  75  acres, 

I4r,  Samuel  L,  Holmes,  member  of  tne  Board  of  Directors  of  tne 
Kensington  Inprovement  Ciub.  Mr.  Holmes  first  assured  those  present 
that  the  irterests  of  the  Kensington  Improvement  Club  were  those  of 
the  general  public.  He  asked  tne  Board  if  they  feel  it  worth  while 
to  jeopardize  the  Tiiden  Nature  Area,  which  represents  an  invaluable 
investment,  with  the  proximity  of  a  sub-division.  Mr.  Holmes  be- 
lieves the  Nature  Area  should  be  preserved  since  tne  population 
increases  rapidiy,  and  he  added  that  we  need  moreparks  and  not  less 
to  take  care  of  the  growing  population.  He  urged  that  tne  Board 
not  pass  by  the  opportunity  to  protect  the  Nature  Area. 

Mr.  Hoimes  referred  to  the  Richmond  Planning  Commissions 's  survey  of 
park  and  recreational  areas  for  future  development,  and  pointed  out 
that  the  Mira  Vista  Country  Club  property  could  some  day  become  a 
part  of  the  park  land  in  this  vicinity  as  the  lease  has  only  seven 
years  before  expiration.  He  suggested  that  the  Regional  Parks  might 
be  interested  in  this  property  which  includes  an  established  golf 
course.  He  further  suggested  that  the  area  north  of  Tiiden  Park's 
present  boundary  would  be  a  natural  extension  of  the  present  Regional 
Park  system,  and  that  this  is  the  time  to  make  plans  for  any  such 
extension. 

yir.   Holmes  said  that  he  understood  tnat  a  Mr.  Robert  Kerr  of  Ansco 
Engineering,  had  once  owned  this  land  and  nad  sold  75  acres  for 
$30,000,  or  $1;00  per  acre,  to  tne  Ciarewood  Company.  He  considered 
this  price  so  removed  from  tne  present  valuation  placed  on  the  land 
that  he  suggested, an  impartial  appraisal  be  made  to  determine  the 
current  value. 

Concluding  his  talk,  Mr.  Holmes  stated  that  protection  of  the  Nature 
Area  would  benefit  the  residents  of  Kensington  District,  and  there- 
fore, the  Kensington  District  would  be  willing  to  become  a  part  of 
the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  contribution  approximately 
$3jOOO  per  year.  Furthermore,  tne  residents  of  Kensington  District 
would  be  willing  to  undertake  a  campaign  to  raise  funds  which  could 
be  used  in  part  to  purchase  a  portion  of  the  land  adjacent  to  the 
Tiiden  Nature  Area. 

Dr.  Stebbins  mentioned  the  fact  that  one  of  the  television  stations 
of  San  Francisco  is  T-iiiling  to  heip  out  in  a  fund-raising  campaign. 

Mrs.  Boie  of  Orinda  explained  that  she  owned  property  in  Oakland, 
and  therefore,  as  a  taxpayer  contributing  to  the  Regional  Park 
District,  and  with  a  definite  interest  in  the  Regional  Parks,  she 
wished  to  voice  her  personal  opinion  tnat  the  Tiiden  Nature  Area  is 
one  of  the  most  worthwhile  features  in  the  Regional  Parks,  Speaking 
on  behalf  of  the  Women's  Planning  Council  of  Contra  Costa  County  she 
states  that  they  are  greatly  concerned  with  anything  effecting  the 
future  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Parks,  and  that  they  wouid  be  dis- 
tressed if  first  consideration  is  not  given  to  the  protection,  pre- 
servation and  expansion  of  park  land  at  any  time  that  land  is  offered 
for  sale  by  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  or  other  large 
land  holder,  before  being  turned  over  to  speculators. 


President  Sibxey  mentioned  that  some  time  ago  ne  had  gone  over  the 
possibility  of  Ricnmond  coming  into  the  Park  District  whereupon  the 
Regional  Parks  would  be  able  to  purchase  additional  land  in  Wildcat 
Canyon,  However,  at  that  time  Richmond  appeared  indifferent  to  the 
subject,  and  so  the  matter  was  not  pursued. 

Miss  Dorothy  Scott,  A  Berkeley  resident,  spoke  on  behalf  of  the 
Audubon  Society,  expressing  their  interest  in  the  Nature  Area,  Sne 
explained  that  tne  Audubon  Society  concerns  itself  with  general 
conservation  of  ail  wildlife  rather  than  confining  its  interest  to 
birds;  and  therefore,  tne  society  advoaates  the  taking  of  any 
measures  which  wouid  give  protection  to  tne  Tiiden  Nature  Area, 

Bruce  V^ood,  whose  field  is  religion,  next  requested  that  tne  Board 
go  on  record  as  favoring  the  inclusion  of  the  land  proposed  for  sub- 
division as  a  part  of  the  parks.  He  further  requested  that  the 
Board  signify  that  it  would  be  agreeable  to  accepting  financial 
help  to  buy  the  property  in  question;  and  he  suggested  that  tne 
Regional  Park  District  might  exercise  its  powers  of  condemnation, 

Mr,  Walden  suggested  that  development  of  the  sub-division  might  be 
done  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  the  parties  interested  in  taking 
action  to  protect  tne  Tiiden  Nature  Area  more  time  in  which  to  make 
plans,  and  pernaps  to  purchase  part  of  the  land.  He  said  that  the 
major  portion  of  the  property  would  not  bs  developed  in  less  than 
two  years,  Mr,  Walden  also  expressed  his  opinion  that  some  of  the 
persons  objecting  to  the  sub-division  might  be  more  concerned  about 
it  for  personal  reasons  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  preservation  of 
the  Nature  Area, 

President  Sibiey  t  old  the  group  that  it  might  be  possible  for  the 
Regional  Parks  to  pay  $250  per  acre  to  buy  a  portion  of  the  pro- 
perty adjoining  the  Nature  Area,  but  that  it  wouid  be  impossible 
to  consider  an  expenditure  in  excess  of  this  amount  without  inviting 
severe  criticism.  He  requested  Director  Goodrich  to  speak  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  with  regard  to  the  circumstances  of  the  Park  District 
relative  to  consideration  of  this  problem. 

Director  Goodrich  commented  that  he  is  very  sympathetic  to  the 
wishes  of  the  group  present,  and  said  that  tne  Park  Board  has  done 
everything  possible  to  add  to  the  protection  of  tne  Nature  Area,  to 
make  it  a  wildlife  habitat. 

One  of  the  problems  in  bu3ring  land,  he  continued  to  say,  is  that  the 
policy  of  the  Park  District,  since  its  organization,  has  been  to 
avoid  piirchase  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  forming  small  parks  to 
serve  only  local  residents.  He  explained  that  the  District  has  al- 
ready preserved  an  enormous  area  as  a  wildlife  refuge,  and  that  the 
income  of  the  Regional  Parks  is  now  mortgaged  for  the  next  seven 
years  to  pay  for  Grass  Valxey  Regional  Park,  Very  little  is  left, 
therefore,  to  expend  for  land  purcnase  when  maintenance  and  operation 
costs  are  also  considered. 

Since,  according  to  Mr,  Walden,  it  would  be  some  time  before  tne  land 
under  discussion  could  be  developed.  Director  Goodrich  pointed  out, 
perhaps  some  arrangement  crouid  be  made  similar  to  those  made  between 
the  Park  District  and  the  Utility  District  whereby  purchase  of  pro- 
perty adjoining  the  Nature  Area  couid  be  purchased  in  several  parcels, 
each  parcel  being  deeded  to  tne  parks  upon  each  periodic  payment. 

Director  Goodrich  recommended  that  action  on  this  problem  should  not 
be  made  hastily  as  a  certain  amount  of  time  will  be  required  to  de- 
termine what  course  wouid  be  best  to  follow  in  the  public  interest, 

Mr.  Mason,  Director  of  the  Richmond  Planning  Commission,  said  that  it 
is  the  feeling  of  those  in  the  Planning  Commission  that  they  are  faced 
td.th  a  desperate  crisis  in  providing  adequate  recreational  space 
for  the  people,  Tney  have  met  with  tne  people  concerned  with  this 
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probxem  and  now  wouxd  appreciate  it  if  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Park  District  wouxd  write  them  to  notify  tnem  of  their  decision  on 
the  matter,  as  they  wish  to  work  togetner  with  tne  Regional  I'arks 
on  this  development. 

y!r»   Mason  thought  that  any  delay  in  the  Richmond  Planning  Commission's 
action  on  the  matter  of  the  sub-division  wouxd  have  to  be  vrith  the 
mutual  consent  of  tne  sub-dividers  and  tne  planning  commission. 

President  Sibxey  suggested  tnat  the  Secretary  and  the  District  Manager 
mignt  arrange  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Richmond  Planning  Commission 
in  order  to  discuss  this  probxem. 

Director  Roberts  made  tne  statement  that  he  is  in  favor  of  doing 
everything  possible  to  preclude  any  development  that  wo\ild  be  de- 
trimental to  the  Nature  Area, 

Director  Mulvany  said  that  it  would  take  time  to  determine  tne  best 
wasy  of  handling  this  matter  and  that  the  Park  Board  would  certaihly 
take  it  under  advisement. 

Director  Macdonald  voiced  still  another  suggestion  that  it  mignt  be 
possible,  in  considering  purchase  of  some  of  the  land  now  under 
discussion,  for  the  Regional  Parks  to  make  some  arrangement  to  match 
ai^  amount  which  would  be  contributed  toward  purcnase  by  means  of 
a  campaign. 

Director  Goodrich  pointed  out  that  the  Park  Board  wishes  to  be  fair 
to  the  owners  of  this  property,  and  that  he  feels  it  would  be  necessary 
to  obtain  an  appraisal  of  the  property  to  set  a  value  upon  it  before 
any  further  action  could  be  taken. 

The  Board  of  Directors  then  voted  unanomousiy  in  favor  of  making  a 
personal  inspection  of  tne  property,  and  instructed  District  Kanager 
Walpole  to  make  arrangements  for  them  to  do  so  as  soon  as  possible.

IV.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  November  17,  1955,  received  from  Dr.  and  Mrs,  Olaf 
P,  Jenkins,  requesting  an  easement  over  a  small  area  in  Tilden 
Park  so  that  they  nay  gain  access  to  their  property  in  tne 
Berkeley  Woods  area,  Accon5)anying  the  letter  were  two  maps 
indicating  the  property  lines  of  the  land  owned  by  Dr.  Jenkins 
and  a  contour  map  showing  the  driveway  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed if  the  easement  were  granted. 
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District  Manager  WaLpoie  showed  tne  maps  to  tne  Board  and 
called  tneir  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  might  be  impossible 
for  Dr.  Jenkins  to  obtain  an  easement  over  property  on  tne 
other  side  of  his  lot. 

The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  tne  granting  of  the  requested 
easement  would  not  benefit  the  park  in  any  way,  and  since  it 
is  the  established  policy  of  the  Park  District  to  grant  ease- 
ments only  in  the  very  few  cases  where  some  Itfenefit  to  the  parks 
can  be  derived,  they  instructed  the  District  Manager  to  notify 
Dr.  Jenkins  that  his  request  must  be  denied, 

V.   DISTRICT  r-'iANAGER'S  REPORT. 


A.  Attendance  in  the  Regional  Parks  received  an  upsurge  during  the 
warm  weather  in  the  eariy  part  of  November.  Piay  at  the  Goif 
Course  has  been  especially  heavy.  For  the  month  of  October  we 
vrere  $1,300  ahead  of  October  195U*  and  to  date,  since  January 
1,  we  are  $6,0U0  ahead  of  the  same  period  in  I9^k» 

Our  maintenance  work  has  dropped,  allov;ing  us  to  spend  a  great 
deal  of  time  on  new  construction  projects. 

B,  New  projects  for  \-/inter:  'During  the  \-d.nter  months  we  hope  to 
construct  a  shelter  in  the  new  Boys '  Cairp,  development  in  Redwood 
Regional  Park.  We  have  developed  in  area  alongside  of  the  creek 
above  Trail's  End  that  should  accomjnodate  some  1,000  boy  scouts 
at  one  time.  There  is  room  for  several  huts.  We  have  completed 
building  a  bridge  from  the  road  across  the  creek  into  tne  area, 
and  plan  to  take. water  and  sanitary  facilities  into  the  area. 

Aboe  and  just  beiow  Skyline  Gate,  we  plan  to  construct  a  flush- 
type  restroom  for  tne  Girxs'  Gamp  area.  We  also  hope  to  enlarge 
this  area  to  accommodate  more  gins  for  overnight  camping. 

During  the  last. few  years  more  and  more  demands  have  been  made 
upon  the  Regional  Parks  to  provide  camping  areas  for  youth  or- 
ganizations. 

In  Tilden  Park  we  hope  to  enlarge  the  large  Boys'  Camp  area 
that  we  are  in  the  process  of  developing.  Also,  we  will  move 
in  several  dry-pit  tyf)e  toilets. 

The  old  Miss  Graham's  Stable  will  be  demolished,  and  portions 
of  the  wood  and  the  roof  that  was  put  on  only  four  years  ago 
will  be  salvaged. 

We  are  also  planning  to  enlarge  all  picnic^areas  and  to  es- 
tablish at  least  one  new  area  in  Tiiden  Park  and  two  in  Redwood 
Park. 

The  new  three-mile  trail  starting  from  the  Macdonaid  Trail  and 
running  along  the  outside  of  Grass  Valley  is  also  under  con- 
struction, ajid  we  hope  to  make  considerable  progress  during  any 
dry  weather  in  the  winter  months. 

G.  The  rain  came  just  in  time  to  prevent  us  from  losing  a  number  of 
our  pine  plantations  in  the  hills.  In  some  instances  we  had 
started  watering  from  vater  carts  to  keep  particular  groves 
of  the  trees  alive.  Included  in  these  were  the  groved  dedicated 
by  the  Notary  Club  and  the  Kiwanis  Ciub.  We  are  helping  to  main- 
tain these  groves  in  good  condition  with  the  hope  that  tther 
organizations  will  contribute  trees  for  planting  in  the  parks.

D,  Work  Progress  Report:  From  tne  time  of  the  last  Board  meeting 
we  have  either  started  or  completed  the  following  projects. 
One  of  the  largest  projects  which  we  are  just  getting  started 
on  is  the  installation  of  the  rock  crusher  in  the  Tiiden  quarry, 
and  setting  up  the  operation  for  crushing  our  own  rock.  We 
hope  during  the  winter  months  to  crush  enough  rock  for  our  own 
use  during  the  summer.

a.  Completed  construction  of  one  30*  steel  rail  and  metal-

c.  Installed  UO'  of  new  steps  on  the  trail  from  the  new

d.  Completed  fifteen  feet  of  new  rock  wall  to  shelter  the 
new  restroom  at  Lake  Ansa, 

e.  Hauled  in  300  yards  of  rock  to  rock  the  area  around  the 
Little  Farm  at  tne  Nature  Area. 

f.  Used  900  yards  of  fill  dirt  given  to  us  by  a  contractor 
to  enlarge  the  Meadows  Playfield, 

g.  Planted  100  pine  trees  on  the  hillside  by  South  Gate 
Road. 

h.  Carried  on  work  of  getting  the  Nature  Area  museum  ready 

for  its  spring  opening, 
i.  Planted  25  new  specimens  of  California  Plants  in  the 

Botanic  Garden, 
j.  Completed  building  three  new  cages  to  house  animals  at 

the  Nature  Area, 
k.  Tne  rock  crusher  is  ready  for  use  and  repairs  to  the 

track  roller  on  the  TD9.

a.  Milorganited  all  tees  and  greens  and  the  grass  area  at

f.  Repaired  drains  above  and  beiow  No.  i3  green,  and  cleaned

d.  Started  constructing  a  pipe  gate  for  the  Ilarciei 
entrance  into  Grass  Valley. 

VI.   UIJFIHISHSD  BUSINESS. 

A,  In  reference  to  the  80  some  acres  under  discussion  at  our  last 
Board  meeting,  it  seems  that  Kensington  is  proceeding  to  take 
a  vote  on  the  proposition  of  annexation  to  El  Gerrito,  If 
this  is  done,  the  80  odd  acres  will  be  moce  or  less  cut  off 
for.-,  some  time  from  subdivision  due  to  the  fact  that  they  will 
be  unable  to  get  sewageout  of  the  area,  tnrougn  the  Richmond 
sewer  line  as  was  their  original  pxan.  In  any  event,  the 
matter  is  more  or  less  stymied  until  it  is  determined  whether 
Kensington  Tvdil  be  annexed  to  Ex  Cerrito,  These  proceedings 
wixl  hold  up  any  decision  on  the  part  of  the  Richmond  Planning 
ComiTinssion  as  to  whether  or  not  they  will  allow  Mr,  Vfelden  to 
proceed  witn  his  subdivision  pxans.  It  is  entirety  possible 
that  these  new  proceedings  may  malce  a  considerable  difference 
in  the  price  tnat'is  being  asked  for  tne  property, 

B,  Mr.  Lloyd  Granam  Donaldson  recently  requested  tnat  he  be  allowed 
to  carry  on  his  business,  formerly  Miss  Graham's  Stabxes,  at 
the  Piedmont  Stables  in  Redwood  Park.  Mr.  Donaldson's  request 
was  granted  by  tne  Board  at  its  October  2^,   i955  meeting,  and 

he  is  now  operating  tne  Piedmont  Stables.  Accordingly,  a 
license  authorizing  him  to  opeaate  tne  Piedmont  Stabies  for  the 
calendar  year  1956  was  executed  by  the  Board, 

VII.  Ngj  BUSINESS. 

A.  Accumulated  overtime  and  annual  leave  is  beginning  to  be  quite 
a  probxem  in  tne  park  administration.  As  previously  authorized 
employees  are  allowed  to  accumulate  up  to  x20  days  in  annual 
leave  and  overtime,  as  well  as  90  days  accumulated  sick  leave. 
In  most  cases,  we  do  not  pay  for  overtime,  but  allow  tne  time 
to  accumulate  to  be  taken  off  at  a  future  date  by  the  employees, 
however,  in  many  cases,  accumulated  leave  is  getting  to  be  such 
a  large  item,  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  pay  tne  men  when  it 
is  necessary  for  them  to  work  overtime  than  to  have  them  accumu- 
late it. 


The  District  Manager  would  like  to  request  permission  bf  the 
Board  to  pay  these  men  on  their  regular  montnly  rate  for 
authorized  overtime  work,  rather  tnan  have  tnem  accumiate 
too  much  time  to  be  taken  off  in  the  future. 

During  the  summer  months  our  men  are  very  often  needed  for 
longer  than  the  8  hour  period  and  have  considerable  opportunities 
to  pile  up  overtime.  Our  working  day  of  serving  tne  pubxic  in 
tne  summer,  particularly  on  weekends  starts,  in  instances,  at 
6  o'clock  in  tne  morning,  and  continues  until  almost  9  o'clock 
at  nignt,  giving  us  tre^tendousiy  long  days  that  we  have  to 
cover  by  the  empio^'^ees  on  duty. 

We'  also  have  difficulty  with  some  of  our  employees  in  getting 
them  to  take  a  vacation  and  tnerefore,  v;e  should  li^e  to  ask 
the  Board  to  authorize  a  ruling  tnat  ail  employees  of  the 
Regional  Parks  must  take  at  least  a  two-week  annual  vacation, 
and  tnat  tne  District  Manager  be  authorized  to  approve  pajTnent 
for  some  overtime  work  when  necessary  to  be  paid  for  at  tne 
prevailing  rate  of  the  employees'  salary. 

The  Board  was  in  agreement  tnat  no  employee  should  accumulate 
a  great  deal  of  annual  leave  or  overtime  which  might  have  to 
be  paid  him  at  the  termination  of  his  employment.  On  motion 
of  Director  Goodrich,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted:

AUTHORIZING  PAYl^vlT  TO  EMPLOY SES  OF  ALL  OVERTIME  EARNED  AT  THE

SHALL  BE  RE:2UIRED  TO  TAKE  HIS  ACCUMULATED'  TWELVE  DAYS  ANNUAL 
LEAVE  OFF  '.AfORK  ElCH  YEAR. 

WHEREAS,  some  Regional  Park  employees  are  required  to 
work  overtime,  said  overtime  often  accumulating  to  a  point 
where  it  would  not  be  feasible  for  tnem  to  take  the  time  off, 
and 

■'.'fflSREAS,  some  Regional  Park  employees  have  not  used  their 
accvimuiated  annual  leave,  thereby  having  a  considerable  amount 
of  leave  credited  to  them  which,  upon  termination  of  employment 
must  be  paid  to  them  in  a  large  amount,  or  would  prove  to  be  a 
serious  problem  should  they  wish  to  take  it  off  all  at  overtime, 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  that  employees  of  said 
District  shall  be  paid  for  all  overtime  worked  at  the  pro-rated 
hourxy  wage  rate,  and  that  each  employee  is  required  to  take 
twelve  days  per  year  vacation.

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  holding  the  next 
meeting  on  December  20, 

C,  President  Sibiey  reported  that  he  had  been  contacted  by  a 

group  of  people  from  El  Sobrante,  Richmond  and  Ei  Cerrito,  who 
would  like  to  interest  tne  Board  in  purchasing  land  i^dng  north 
of  Tiiden  Regional  Park  near  San  Pabio  Reservoir.  This  land  is 
now  owned  by  tne  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  and 
President  Sibiey  showed  the  Board  a  map  of  tne  area  under  dis- 
cussion.

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V.  DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REK)RT. 

A»  Attendance  in  tne  Regional  Parks  has  been  very  good  for  this 
time  of  year.  Last  Saturday  and  Sunday  we  had  showed  good 
attendance  in  all  the  parks,  particularly  in  Tiiden  Regional 
Park,  with  tne  concessions  all  operating  to  almost  full 
capacjty, 

B,  Rock  CKusher  operation:  The  rock  crusher  was  successfully 
set  up  and  operation  started.  It  appears  tnat  we  can  crush 
under  full  capacity  UO  tons  of  rock  per  day.  Considering  out 
labor  cost  and  cnarging  off  our  equipment,  it  would  appear 
that  tnis  operation  would  save  approximately  $30,00  per  day 
above  going  out  and  buying  and  trucking  in  crushed  rock. 

C,  We  have  started  our  tree  planting  program,  and  have  received 
approximately  500  pines  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District  which  have  been  planted.  We  also  purchased  200  pines 
and  150  pyrocantnas,  which  are  being  planted  on  the  hills  in 
the  Roberts  Area  and  around  the  merry-go-round  in  Tiiden  Park, 

D,  Work  Progress  Report:  From  the  time  of  the  last  Board  meeting, 
we  have  eitner  started  or  completed  the  following  projects: 

1,  Tiiden  Regional  Park, 

a.  In  the  Nature  Area  we  have  started  burning  and  cleaning 
up  all  the  slash  left  by  tne  tree  cutting  opeation 
this  summer, 

b.  Completed  construction  of  a  new  pig  pen  and  rocked  ail 
around  the  Little  Fai*m,  both  in  the  corrals  and  outside, 

c.  The  road  leading  up  to  the  Nature  Area  vxas  also  rocked 
and  rolled, 

.  We  had  givin  to  us  by  contractors  about  700  cubic  yards 
of  both  sub-soil  and  top-soil.  Top-soil  v;as  placed  in 
areas  where  we  would  like  to  plant,  and  sub-soil  was  put 
in  low  areas  which  hold  water  most  of  tne  year  and 
breed  mosquitoes  in  the  spring, 

d.  Completed  poisoning  all  of  the  stumps  xeft  by  the  loggers 
in  Tiiden  Nature  Area  so  tnat  no  eucalyptus  suckers  will 
come  back  to  reforest  eucalyptus  groves, 

e.  Pulled  in  the  old  raft  at  Lake  Anza  to  be  replaced  by  a 
new  one, 

f.  Completed  all  work  on  Lake  Anza  new  restroom, 

g.  Completed  installing  rock  crusher  and  built  a  wooden 
hopper  to  feed  the  crusher, 

h.  Installed  30'  of  new  twelve  inch  culvert  at  the  service 

yard  to  enlarge  tne  parking  area, 
i.  Installed  four  x  U^^   metal  posts  on  the  road  to  the  horse 

camp  to  keep  cars  out  of  tne  area, 
j.  Completely  overhauled  two  fire  trucks  and  put  then  out 

of  service  for  winter, 
k.  Cut  2U  railroad  rails  to  be  used  at  Temescal  establishing 

chain  barriers  on  the  dam, 
1,  Overhauled  and  put  into  service  the  pole  trailer  purchased 

from  Army  surplus, 

2,  Tiiden  Golf  Course, 

a.  Built  and  installed  a  box  for  tne  regulator  release  valve 
at  the  Tiiden  Golf  Clubhouse, 

b.  Repaired  two  gang  mowers,  sharpened  and  put  into  service, 

c.  Cut  twelve  stumps  froin  No,  U  fairway, 

d.  Painted  tee  markers,  benches  and  flag  poles, 

e.  Made  repairs  on  the  8"  pipeline  leading  to  tne  reservoirs. 


f.  Constructed  l8  tee  markers  and  ik   sand  trap  rakes, 

g.  Installed  100'  of  rock  drain  alongside  of  No,  8  fairway* 

3»  T ernes cal  Regional  Park, 

a.  Installed  32  six  inch  steel  pipe  posts  for  new  railing 
at  tne  park  entrance. 

b.  Carved  and  painted  seven  signs  for  Tilden  and  Redwood 
parks . 

c.  Started  building  a  new  steel  post  and  chain  railing  along 
the  west  side  of  tne  dam, 

d.  Planted  two  flats  oi  winter  blooming  flowers  around  the 
office  building, 

U.  Redwood  Regional  Park, 

a.  Finished  construction  of  tne  garage  and  tool  shed  at  the 
Roberts  Area, 

b.  Completed  painting  the  garage  and  tool  shed, 

c.  Poured  30  feet  of  concrete  for  a  foundation  under  the 
supervisor's  residence.  Also  concreted  the  walkway  and 
steps  at  the  residence  which  were  in  need  of  reconstruction, 

d.  Cleaned  and  painted  the  interior  of  Redwood  Lodge, 

e.  Burned  brush  piles  at  the  archery  range  in  Redwood  Bowl, 
f •  Hauled  four  truck  loads  of  wood  can  platforms  from  the 

American  Can  CoitqDany  for  firewood, 
g.  Completed  painting  garbage  cans  at  tne  Roberts  Area, 

5.      Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  i^OO  feet  of  trail  parexleiing  Redwood  Road, 

b.  Planted  200  lbs  of  annual  rye  grass  seed  where  eucalyptus 
was  logged  off  to  prevent  erosion, 

c.  Bladed  axl  roads  and  trails  with  tne  grader,  five  miles 
in  all, 

d.  Burned  off  approximately  ten  acres  in  tne  eucalyptus  area 
where  logging  operations  had  taken  place, 

e.  Cut  up  eucalptus  logs  for  posts  and  rails,  300  feet  in  ail, 
for  the  Roberts  Area, 

f .  Kept  up  maintenance  on  the  Kohler  exectric  generator  at 
Grass  Valley  and  installed  new  brushes, 

VI.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A,  In  reference  to  tne  group  of  people  in  ED.  oobrante,  Richmond  and 
El  Cerrito  who  had  contacted  President  Sibley  regarding  the 
possibility  of  these  areas  becoming  a  part  of  tne  District,  the 
Board  of  Directors,  represented  by  Directors  Macdonald,  Mulvany 
and  Roberts  as  well  as  the  District  Manager,  made  a  tour  of 
these  lands  and  examined  them  with  a  view  to  tneir  potentialities 
as  park  property. 

Some  of  the  land  appeared  to  have  value  for  park  purposes, 
although  a  great  deal  of  it  is  hill  land,  similar  to  a  great  deal 
of  land  that  v:e  already  own.  Perhaps  tne  Board  of  Directors 
would  like  to  express  their  feelings  concerning  tnis  land  and  the 
possibility  of  whether  or  not  to  encourage  the  groups  interested 
from  El  Sobrante,  Richmond  and  El  Cerrito  to  carry  on  with  their 
plans  of  campaigoing  to  have  those  cities  become  a  part  of  our 
Regional  Park  District,  It  would  seem  at  this  time  that  we 
should  give  them  a  fairly  definite  answer  to  prevent  their  ex- 
pending too  much  effort  in  this  direction  if  it  is  the  thought 
of  the  Board  tnat  tney  would  not  care  to  accept  the.  added 
financial  burden  of  guaranteeing  to  purchase  these  lands  as 
shoT-m  on  the  map  presented  by  the  same  group. 

Director  Macdonald  repoi^'ted  that  this  property  did  not  appear 
suitable  for  park  purposes  as  it  was  too  rugged  to  be  put  to 
any  practical  use. 
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Director  Mulvanysaid  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Regional  Park  District  couid  more  advantageously  devote  its 
efforts  in  purchasing  land  to  the  southern  end  of  the  Regional 
Parks  where  the  future  needs  m.xl   be  much  greater. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  that  they  were  not  in  favor  of 
undertaking  purchase  of  the  land  in  question,  and  further,  that 
the  District  Manager  should  advise  the  persons  who  suggested 
the  acquisition  of  this  property  by  the  Park  District  that  the 
Board  feels  that  the  Regional  Parks  are  too  heavily  indebted 
on  present  land  commitments  to  consider  their  proposal  at  this 
time  • 

VII.  Ng^J  BUSINESS. 

A.  No  checks  were  prepared  for  the  Directors  at  this  time.  The 
Directors'  fund  now  amounts  to  $609,  and  it  is  felt  that  the 
Directors  will  have  a  nned  to  buixd  this  fund  up  to  pay  for 
their  election  costs  during  the  coming  year.  Three  Directors 
come  up  for  re-election,  in  November;  Directors  Sibley, 
Macdonald  and  Roberts, 

B«  The  license  for  operation  of  the  trout  pond  in  Tilden  Park  which 
was  put  into  effect  May  1,  I95h,   to  expire  December  31>  1958, 
was  issued  to  Robert  A,  James  and  H,  Richard  Farmer,  Mr,  Farmer 
is  no  longer  connected  with  this  concession,  and  an  amendment 
was  prepared  and  executed  deleting  his  name  from  the  license, 

C.  The  Board  discussed  the  probxem  of  the  desire  of  some  communities 
on  the  borders  of  the  Regional  Parks  to  connect  roads  for  access 
into  the  parks  directxy  from  their  particular  areas.  The  Board 
was  of  the  opinion  that  tihe   addition  of  roads  in  tne  Regional 
Parks  would  spoil  tneir  natural  beauty,  and  in  order  to  provide 
some  protection  from  the  pressures  of  those  persons,  asked 
District  Manager  Waipole  to  contact  the  District  Attorney's 
office  and  to  determine  if  it  would  be  possible  to  fence  the 
boundaries  of  the  parks  with  a  fence  set  one  foot  within  the 
park  boundary  that  would  prevent  any  connection  of  roads  out- 
side the  parks  with  existing  park  roads, 

D.  Mr.  Hansen,  representing  tne  Real  Estate  division  of  the  Am^ 
Engineers,  was  present  at  the  meeting  to  apprise  the  Board  of 
the  fact  that  the  Army  is  interested  in  utilizing  3«8l  acres 
of  park  land  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  Nike  Launching 
station.  The  first  series  of  such  installations  has  been 
completed,  and  additional  ones  are  now  being  constructed  to 
fill  in  the  gaps.  This  new  installation  '-ail  include  a  batta- 
lion headquarters,  and  building  is  scheduled  to  start  in 
January  1956, 

Mr,  Hansen  stated  that  the  Board  woiud  have  a  choice  of  methods 
of  tixming  the  land  over  to  the  army,  either  in  fee  title,  or 
on  a  lease  basis,  and  also  said  that  if  the  Board  would  grant  a 
Right  of  Entry  Without  Prejudice  to  the  army,  the  manner  in 
which  the  land  would  be  transferred  to  the  Array  could  be  settled 
at  the  convenience  of  the  Park  Board  without  delaying  the 
beginning  of  work  which  the  Army  plans.  Mr.  Hansen  said  that  a 
barracks  building  would  be  built  on  the  land  in  question,  and 
that  also  a  part  of  another  small  building  would  be  on  this 
property. 

Mr.  Hansen  offered  to  escort  the  Park  Board  over  the  area  at  any 
time  they  might  wish  to  make  a  tour,  and  requested  that  they  xet 
him  know  two  days  in  advance  of  the  date  they  would  wish  to  go 
so  that  he  could  make  himself  available,  and  arrange  to  have 
some  of  the  officers  make  the  tour  with  them. 


The  Board  realizing  tnat  this  national  small  area  must  be 
occupied  by  tne  Army  in  the  interests  of  defense,  and  that  it 
is  remote  from  the  areas  which  receive  heavy  use  by  the  public, 
agreed  to  negotiate  with  tne  Army,  and  felt  that  a  lease  vdth  a 
definite  termination  date  wouxd  be  the  most  expedient  way  of 
permitting  tne  Army   to  use  this  property  since  the  Regional 
Parks  would  not  loose  title  to  the  land. 

With  regard  to  the  land  at  Voilmer  Peak  presently  occupied  by 
the  army,  Mr,  Hansen  told  the  Board  that  under  the  procedure 
established  by  Congress,  if  this  land  is  of  no  further  use  to 
the  army,  tney  must  notify  other  military  agencies  that  the 
area  is  available  for  use.  Mr,  Hansen  assured  the  Board  tnat 
he  was  sure  tnat  the  National  Guard  had  no  interest  in  this 
property.

C.  Letter  of  January  20,  1956,  received  from  Stanley  Pierson, 
State  Director  of  Civil  Defense,  thanking  the  Park- District  for 
the  loan  of  a  pump  and  the  services  of  two  men  to  assist  in 
removal  of  water  which  flooded  the  Civil  Defense  control  center 
at  Voilmer  Peak  in  December  1955.  Ordered  filed. 

VI.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  Clearing  up  of  general  storm  iSamage,  including  a  number  of  slides 
m  Tiiden  Park,  occupied  a  great  deal  of  time.  Redwood  Park 

was  .especially  hard  hit  and  much  trail  work  must  be  done  as  soon 
as  It  is  dry  enough.  Temescal  picnic  areas  were  damaged  by 
water  from  tne  creek  which  filled  up  with  mud  and  was  diverted 
from  Its  course  to  flow  through  tne  picnic  area  washing  mud  and 
sand  through  it.  The  rock  crusher  was  shut  down  for  the  entire 
month.  The  damage,  although  necessitating  a  great  deal  of  clean 
up  work  was  not  considered  too  excessive. 

B.  Examination  by  the  telephone  company  of  the  telephone  IJne 
serving  the  Roberts  Area  and  Redwood  Bowl  showed  that  archers 
had  almost  severed  the  cable,  leaving  park  telephones  out  of  order 
for  several  days.  ¥e  have  contacted  the  archery  ciub,  and  have 
had  all  targets  removed  from  this  area,  since  the  damage  was 
deiiniteiy  caused  by  archers  shooting  into  the  cable.  The 
telephone  company  was  put  to  considerable  expense  to  repair  the 
line. 

C.  Construction  of  a  new  bridge  at  Lake  Temescal  is  under  way,  and 
this  project  will  probably  be  completed  at  the  end  of  February. 

D.  We  have  been  carrying  on  x^h  tree  and  shrub  planting.  Over  300 
native  shrubs  were  purchased  from  L.  L.  Edmonds  Native  Plant 
Nursery  in  Danville  at  a  50^  discount  and  these  have  been  planted 
on  the  bare  slopes  at  the  Roberts  Area.  Approximately  500  pines 
were  received  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  and 
they  were  planted  in  Tiiden  Park. 

E.  Three  of  the  park  Directors  and  the  General  Manager  made  a  tour 
of  the  rocket  launching  site  north  of  Wildcat  Peak.  Army  officers 
were  present  to  explain  the  importaiice  of  the  site,  and  the  work 
they  are  doing  in  defense  of  the  Bay  Area.  One  of  the  brightest 


spots  of  the  visit  was  the  fact  that  it  was  pointed  out  tnat  the 
possibility  exists  of  the  army  developing  a  road  for  their  own 
use  so  that  they  would  not  have  to  use  Nimitz  Way.  This  is 
important  because  of  the  difficulty  experienced  last  year  in 
keeping  the  gate  closed  at  Inspiration  Point  and  a  dangerous 
situation  was  created  since  motorists  would  then  use  the  road, 
and  the  fire  hazard  from  cigarettes  was  much  greater, 

F,  The  General  Manager  and  Tom  Flood  attended  tbe  State  Convention 
of  the  California  Society  of  the  American  Institute  of  Park 
Executives  in  Bakersfield.  A  number  of  seminars  and  talks 
were  heard  with  principal  subjects  covering  legal  responsi- 
bilities of  parks,  personnel,  public  relations  and  new  ideas 

on  the  use  of  new  materials  in  park  construction.  The 
conference  was  attended  by  over  250  park  people,  and  wad  very 
successful, 

G,  Work  Progress  Report:  Since  the  last  Board  meeting,  the  follow- 
ing work  was  either  started  or  completed:- 

1.  Tiiden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Laid  out  and  started  welding  steel  to  be  used  in  construction 
of  the  bridge  at  Temescal,  - 

b.  Installed  a  new  trailer  hitch  on  the  Reo  truck, 

c.  Hauled  15  railroad  rails,  each  wieghing  700  pounds-,  from 
Emerj'viile  to  the  service  yard.  These  rails  will  be  used 

on  the  Temescal  bridge, 

d.  Since  the  rainy  weather  began,  piling  and  burning  slash 
left  from  logging  work  in  the  Nature  Area  has  been  carried 
on, 

e.  Grass  seed  has  been  sown  on  all  bare  spots  around  tne 
buildings  in  tne  Nature  Area  around  the  carral  and  in 
places  apt  to  wash  out  from  logging  around  Jewel  Lake, 
The  seed  of  bitter  brush  has  been  collected  and  vd.ll  be 
sown  in  the  area  as  it  is  excellent  deer  food, 

f.  Jim  Roof  and  Jack  Parker  went  over  to  Mt,  Tamalpais  and 
selected  600  Douglas  fir  seedlings  which  have  been 
planted  in  Tiiden  Park, 

g.  Built  one  20'  redwood  picnic  table  for  the  horsemen's 
camp,  and  one  10'  table  for  Oaks  picnic  area, 

h.  Completed  building  and  installing  a  wooden  hopper  to  feed 

the  rock  crusher, 
i.  Constructed  side  racks  for  the  Nature  Area  pickup  which 

is  used  for  hauling  animals  and  f^ed, 
j.  Repaired  eight  stone  barbecue  pits,  installing  new  screens 

and  doing  necessary  rock  work, 
k.  Planted  100  native  shrubs  on  the  banking  at  the  merry-go-round 
1.  Hauled  2^   loads  of  quarry  rock  to  Acacia  to  fill  wash- 
outs caused  by  the  storms, 
m.  Planted  250  Monterey  pines  near  the  South  Gate  Civil  Defense 

Area, 

2,  ISilden  Golf  Course, 

a.  Painted  the  kitchen  and  the  back  bar  in  the  furnace  room 
at  the  clubhouse, 

b.  Raised  and  cemented  the  kitchen  sin^. 

c.  Painted  ten  benches  and  3^  flag  poles, 

d.  Cut  down  and  bucked  up  eight  eucalyptus  trees, 

e.  Constructed  21;  sand  trap  rakes, 

f .  Planted  35  pihe  trees  on  tne  golf  course, 

g.  Overhauled  fairway  mowers  to  put  them  into  shape  for 
spring  use. 


3»  Tenescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Set  steel  posts  in  cement  and  put  up  525  feet  of  chain 
for  a  railing  on  the  west  side  of  the  dam, 

b.  Built  and  installed  a  metal  gate  at  tne  main  park  entrance. 

c.  Carved  and  painted  six  signs  for  Tilden  and  Redv70od  Parks. 

d.  Replaced  210  feet  of  wooden  barrier  with  six  incn  anchor 
chain  along  the  park  entrance. 

e.  Hauled  in  steel  rails  and  began  construction  of  a  bridge 
leading  on  to  the  dam. 

f .  Approximately  25;^  of  the  man  hours  were  taken  up  in  hauling 
debris  and  clearing  away  slides  and  mud  resulting  from  the 
heavT,'-  rain  stormes, 

U.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  InstsjLled  stop  signs  on  seven  iron  gates  tftroughout  the  park. 

b.  Painted  all  iron  barriers  and  gates. 

c.  Constructed  a  wooden  stariway  at  Piedmont  Stables  to  replace 
stairs  that  were  in  dangerous  condition, 

d.  Constructed  and  installed  a  "Macdonald  Trail"  sign,  a 
"Piedmont  Stables"  sign  at  the  entrance  to  Piedmont  Stables, 
and  a  "No  Motorcycle"  sign  for  Grass  Valley. 

e.  Painted  and  oiied  tne  car  port  and  shop  at  the  Rooerts  Area. 

f.  Installed  electricity  in  the  car  port  at  tne  Roberts  Area, 

g.  Began  construction  of  a  rail  fence  at  tne  Roberts  Area 
parking  lot. 

h.  Planted  200  Monterey  pines  and  250  shrubs  in  the  Roberts  Area, 
i.  Removed  four  picnic  tables  to  be  placed  in  new  locations 

near  the  ball  field  at  the  Roberts  Area. 
j.  fiauled  away  100  yards  of  slide  that  had  banked  up  against 

the  barn  at  the  Piedmont  Stables  and  reset  culverts, 
k.  Reshaped  Redwood  Cove  picnic  area  ^-d-th  tne  TD9  tractor. 
1.  Finished  repair  of  tne  roofs  of  Redwood  Lodge  and  the  garage. 

VII.  NElif  BUSINESS. 

A.  Mr,  King,  Manager  of  the  San  Leandro  Cnamber  of  Commerce  has,  on 
behalf  of  the  chamber,  expressed  its  interest  in  helping  to  secure 
a  rignt  of  way  through  Lake  Cnabot  property  from  tne  water  district 
to  bring  a  road  into  Grass  Valley  from  San  Leandro.  They  suggest 
that  a  rignt  of  vray  mignt  be  obtained  from  Estudiilo  Avenue  leading 
into  Grass  Valley.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  also  pledges  itself  to 
work  with  the  water  district  in  trying  to  secure  this  rignt  of  way. 
It  would  be  a  very  important  step  to  secure  this  access  to  tne  park 
and  would  save  San  Leandro  residents  l5  to  20  minutes  of  driving 
time  in  entering  Grass  Valley. 

The  Board  was  pleased  to  hear  of  the  interest  of  the  San  Leandro 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  promoting  more  practical  means  of  access 
to  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  for  residents  of  San  Leandro. 

They  authorized  tne  Ganerai  Manager  to  write  to  Mr.  King  to  let 
hJm  know  that  tne  Park  Board  endorses  any  action  tne  Chamber  of 
Commerce  may  wish  to  take  in  this  regard,  and  to  thank  him  for 
their  assistance, 

B.  Acceptance  of  the  Audit:  On  motion  of  Director  Miuvany,  seconded 
by  Director  Macdonald,  tne  following  resolution  was  adopted:

I.  ROLL  CALL, 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District  was  held  at  the  District  Office,  6^00  Broadway, 
Oakland,  California,  on  Tuesday,  February  28,  1956,  at  3  p.m. 

PRESENT:     President  Pro-Tfira  Goodrich,  Secretary  Roberts,  and 

Directors  Macdonald  and  Muivany.  General  Manager  Walpole 
was  also  present* 

ABSENT:      President  Sibley. 

II.  MINUTES  APPROVED. 

The  minutes  of  the  regular  meeting  of  January  31,  1956,  having  been 
submitted  to  each  director,  were  approved  as  recorded  by  unanimous 
vote, 

III.  DEMANDS  APPROVED. 

The  list  of  demands,  having  been  carefully  studied  by  Director  Macdonald, 
and  payment  recommended  by  him;  on  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded 
by  Director  Muivany,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

IV.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A,  Letter  of  February  23,  1956,  received  from  the  San  Leandro  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Service  Club  Council,  signed  by  Clifton  S.  Johnson,  Chairman, 
containing  the  following  sioggestions  and  recommendations: 
(1)  that  chemical  toilets  be  installed  in  Grass  Valley  to  e3q)edite 
use  of  the  park;  (2)  that  a  road  into  Grass  Valley  Park  from  Estudillo 
Avenue  be  constructed,  a  map  of  the  necessary  right  of  way  from  the 
Utility  District  having  already  been  submitted  to  that  District; 
(3)  that  cooperative  help  from  San  Leandro  service  clubs  to  provide 
tables,  benches  and  barbecues  or  other  equipment  will  be  forthcoming; 
(1a)  that  representatives  of  their  council  will  attend  future  meetings 
of  the  Regional  Park  Board;  and  (5)  that  plans  for  a  road  from  the 
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end  of  Grass  Valley  to  Redwood  Road  be  abandoned  as  it  would  not  serve 
the  residents  of  San  Leandro  and  East  Oakland  who  are  already  included 
In  the  Park  District, 

The  Board  discussed  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  attempting  to 
develop  picnic  areas  in  Grass  Valley,  Director  Macdonald  stated 
that  he  felt  that  the  Regional  Parks  should  be  developed  as  much  as 
possible  for  use  by  residents  in  the  East  Oakland  and  San  Leandro  areas. 
General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  first  development  of  additional 
picnic  areas  might  be  made  along  the  edges  of  the  park  with  dry 
pit  toilets  installed  for  these  areas.  He  thought  that  the  water 
company  may  install  a  sewer  line  down  Skyline  Blvd.  which  could 
be  connected  to  at  some  future  date  as  yet  unknown,  Alailability 
of  water  is  the  most  important  problem  in  development  of  Grass  Valley 
for  general  use,  and  diy  pcinic  areas  seem  to  be  the  only  practical 
means  of  development  at  the  present  time. 

Director  Mulvany  suggested  that  action  be  delayed  on  the  matter  of 
development  in  Grass  Valley  until  further  study  is  made.  General 
Manager  Walpole  was  asked  to  reply  to  Mr,  Johnson's  letter,  thanking 
him  f  or  the  interest  shown  by  the  San  Leandro  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  advising  them  that  the  Board  is  in  accord  with  their  desire  for 
improvement  of  Grass  Valley  and  listing  dates  of  future  Park  Board 
meetings . 

V.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT, 

A.  The  television  program  known  as  "Bay  Windwo"  is  making  plans  to  shoot 
a  series  of  pictures  of  the  Little  Farm  for  release  on  t  eievision 

at  some  future  date.  Their  scouts  have  been  looking  over  the  area, 
and  they  intend  to  devote  a  large  portion  of  one  of  their  programs 
to  showing  the  activities  and  the  animals  at  the  Little  Farm, 

B.  A  great  deal  of  our  time  during  the  month  of  February  was  taken  up 
with  clean  up  work  from  the  storms  that  we  have  experienced  so 
far  this  year.  Up  to  the  time  the  last  storm  hit,  we  had  every- 
thing in  pretty  good  shape,  and  had  repaiired  most  of  the  storm  damage. 
However,  there  is  still  much  trail  work  to  be  done  on  washouts, 

and  replacement  of  culverts.  Most  of  the  service  raods  in  Grass 
Valley  are  shown  by  preliminary  surveys  to  be  in  pretty  bad  shape. 
Most  of  this  work  will  have  to  wait  until  things  have  dried  out 
enough  so  that  we  can  use  equipment, 

C.  There  has  been  so  much  demand  for  day  camping  for  next  year  that  we 
have  started  building  tertporary  canping  areas  on  the  up-hill  side 
of  the  road  at  Woodland  Camp  in  the  Nature  Area,  These  areas  will 
be  located  so  that  girls  in  the  camp  can  use  the  restrooms  at 
Woodland,  Anther  reason  why  this  is  being  done  is  to  stop  any 
unwanted  traffic  on  the  Woodland  Camp  Road,  Also,  if  our  demands 
get  too  heavy  for  day  camping,  we  will  have  to  put  in  a  temporary 
carrping  area  on  one  edge  of  the  logged  off  area  at  Jewel  Lake,  This 
camp  would  be  so  located  that  use   could  be  made  of  the  Jewel  Lake 
rest room, 

D.  In  Redwood  Regional  Park,  we  are  also  feeing  to  have  a  problem  in 
taking  care  of  the  demands  for  day  camping.  We  are  planning  to 
install  a  flush-type  restroom  at  the  Girls'  Camp  below  Skyline  Blvd., 
and  also  clear  out  the  brush  in  the  bottom  of  the  canyon  to  make  it 
possible  for  several  groups  of  gins  to  camp  in  this  area.  Water 

is  alreadj"  there,  and  with  the  addition  of  a  flush-type  toi±et,  we 
will  be  able  to  take  care  of  a  great  many  girls  for  day  camping 
purposes  during  this  summer.  We  are  also  investigating  the 
possibilities  of  holding  some  day  camps  in  the  Redwood  Bowl.  This 
area,  that  was  once  taken  over  entirely  by  the  archers,  has  been 
gradually  cleared  of  the  archers,  as  they  have  been  moved  out  onto  the 
ridge,  and  if  we  could  build  restroom  facilities  in  the  area,  it 
vrould  make  another  promising  day  camp  for  youth  groups.  This  is  a 
particularly  favorable  spot  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Roberts 
Area  is  so  close,  and  the  day  camps  can  make  use  of  the  swimming 
pool  and  other  facilities  at  the  Roberts  Area, 
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E.  During  the  month  the  girl  scouts  planted  over  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
pine  trees  close  to  the  Nature  Area.  These  groups  ail  brought 
their  own  trees,  namely  Monterey  Pines,  in  gallon  cans,  and  have  done 
all  the  planting  under  the  supervision  of  Jack  Parker.  There  is  a 
definite  move  for  cai serration  among  youth  groups  of  America. 

A  number  of  organizations  which  in  the  past  have  never  had  such  a 
committee,  have  appointed  committees  on  conservation,  and  have 
expressed  themselves  as  being  willing  to  help  with  conservation 
projects, 

F.  Vice-President  LeRoy  Goodrich,  and  the  General  Manager  had  lunch 

with  Arthur  Breed,  and  two  members  of  the  Sport scar  Club  of  California. 
(One  of  the  members  is  a  national  officer).  They  are  interested 
in  having  a  racing  strip  in  Grass  Valley,  They  are  very  enthusiastic, 
and  feel  that  a  racing  strip  construced  in  Grass  Valley  would  bring 
national  pbulicity  to  the  East  Bay  Area,  TheyaqDressed  a  desire  to 
appear  before  the  Board  at  somefuture  date  to  outline  their  plans 
for  a  racing  strip.  Perhaps  Vice-President  Goodrich  would  like  to 
enlarge  on  this  report. 

President  Pro-Tem  Goodrich  described  the  road  which  the  Sportscar 
dub  is  interested  in  as  one  with  no  banked  turns,  with  a  good 
surface  for  fast  driving,  and  with  spectator  space  at  various 
points.  The  Sportscar  Club  generally  receives  some  revenue  from 
spectators  at  their  races,  (which  draw  as  many  as  50,000  persons 
at  Bel  Monte).  This  revenue  would  be  turned  back  to  the  Regional 
Park  District  to  offset  the  cost  of  the  road  built  for  their  use, 
which  is  roughly  estimated  as  to  cost  at  approximately  $75>000  to 
$100,000,  However,  it  was  pointed  out  that  other  areas  in  which 
many  spectators,  none  of  which  are  to  be  found  in  or  adjacent  to 
the  Regional  Parks, 

The  Board  unanimously  agreed  that  spectator  sports  such  as  sportscar 
races  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of  recreational  facilities  to 
i*iich  the  Regional  Parks  are  suited,  Mr.  Breed  will  undoubtedly 
want  to  appear  before  the  Board  in  person  and  present  his  proposal 
for  a  sportscar  racing  road. 

G.  Work  Progress  Report:  Since  the  last  Board  meeting,  the  following 
projects  were  either  started  or  completed.  - 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park, 

a.  Work  is  continuing  with  readying  the  Nature  Lodge  for  a 
dedication  in  June.  Jack  Parker  and  Mss  Danielson  have  been 
working  on  this,  and  their  newest  exhibit  is  a  hone^'^-bee 
exhibit  which  will  be  shown  in  part  of  the  bioilding.  The 
building  should  be  reac^  for  dedication  by  June. 

b.  Completed  mapping  the  Nature  Area,  and  preparing  maps  to 
note  and  use  in  preparing  the  Master  Plan  for  the  Nature  Area, 

c.  We  have  been  working  on  pians  for  the  fire  school  which  will 
be  held  in  the  Nature  Area  some  time  in  May  for  all  of  the 
interested  in  fire-fighting  organizations  in  the  East  Bay. 

d.  Hauled  five  loads  of  rock  from  the  quarry  to  Cairp  Padre 
parking  area. 

e.  Repaired  and  overhauled  four  tables  at  Mineral  Springs  picnic 
area. 

f.  Sawed  up  ten  loads  of  firewood  to  be  used  in  picnic  areas. 

g.  Worked  up  pine  groves  on  South  Gate  Road,  pruning  and  cleaning 
debris  underneath. 

h.  Constructed  a  new  door  for  the  house  at  the  driving  range, 
i.   Constructed,  painted  and  put  in  place  in  the  Brazilian 

Building  fo\ir  sections  of  panels  to  be  used  for  cutting  off 

portions  of  the  room. 
j.  Started  working  over  and  rebuilding  small  Caterpillar  tractor, 
k.  Installed  nww  oil  storage  tanks  adjacent  to  the  gas  pumps, 
1.  Constructed  and  welded  20  metal  picnic  stove  grills. 


2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a«  Couplet ed  overhauling  one  Toro  tractor,  one  Worthington 
tractor,  and  seven  gang  mowers  for  mowing  fairways, 

b.  Repaired  and  replaced  28  automatic  sprinklers. 

c.  Constructed  new  partitions  and  installed  one  new  toilet  in 
the  residence  room  at  the  golf  clubhouse, 

d.  Repainted  parking  lines  in  the  parking  lot  at  the  golf  club- 
house,

IV.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  March  23,  1956,  received  from  Clifton  S.  Johnson, 

Chairman  of  the  Service  Club  Council  of  the  San  Leandro  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  thanking  the  Park  Board  for  its  offer  of  cooperation 
in  working  for  development  of  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park, 

This  letter  states  that  the  service  clubs  of  San  Leandro  are 
extremely  interested  in  Grass  Valley  development,  and  that 
Utility  District  officials  are  new  looking  into  the  possibilities 
of  running  a  road  into  Grass  Valley. 
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President  Sibley  said  that,  although  the  Board  cannot  take 
any  initiative  to  expedite  action  on  bringing  the  question 
of  Hayward  or  Eden  Township  into  the  Park  District,  he  feels 
that  it  would  help  for  the  Board  members  and  the  General 
Manager  to  discuss  the  matter  with  as  many  people  as  possible 
on  the  subject. 

V,  GSt^EElAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  Tilaen  Park  Archery  Club,  located  above  the  Nature  Area, 
has  completely  rejuvenated  their  shooting  range.  They  now 
have  a  range  that  is  on  a  par  with  that  in  Redwood  Regional 
Park,  Archery  is  becoming  more  and  more  popular.  The  Tilden 
Club  has  over  150  members,  and  the  Redwood  Club,  somewhsre 
around  20C  members.  In  addition  to  these  clubs,  a  great  many 
free  lance  archers  use  the  ranges  on  weekdays,  and  at  periods 
when  the  club  is  not  shooting.  The  clubs  have  proved  to  be 
good  for  the  parks,  due  to  the  fact  that  they  police  the  ranges 
as  well  as  provide  the  straw  targets  and  other  things  necessary 
to  the  operation  of  an  archerjr  irange.  It  has  worked  out  to  a 
point  where  archery  is  a  major  attraction  in  both  Tiiden  and 
Redwood  Parks,  with  very  little  cost  necessary  on  the  part  of 
the  Regional  Parks, 

B,  April  lU  has  been  set  as  the  opening  date  at  Lakes  Anza  and 
Teaescal  and  at  the  Roberts  Area,  Tryouts  for  lifeguards 
will  be  held  on  April  7,  at  thich  time  the  lifeguards  for  both 
lakes  and  the  pool  will  be  chosen  as  a  result  of  coit^etitive 
tests.  Only  the  highest  ranking  applicants  are  employed  on  the 
basis  of  test  results, 

G,  On  March  1$,   we  opened  our  reservation  offices  for  picnic  area 
reservations.  In  Tilden  Regional  Park,  6?  p&one  calls  for 
reservations  were  received  in  a  four-hour  period  on  the  l5th. 
In  Redwood  Regional  Park,  32  calls  were  received,  and  at  the 
Roberts  Area,  bookings  totalling  25>000  people  were  taken 
on  the  first  day;  and  the  phone  at  the  Temescal  office 
was  busy  TdLth  reservations  being  made  for  use  of  picnic  areas 
at  Temescal  Park, 

D,  During  the  month  of  March,  with  a  number  of  nice  sui>ny  Saturdays 
and  Sundays,  a  great  many  people  made  use  of  all  the  parks. 

In  Tilden,  particularly  on  Sundays,  an  almost  steady  stream 
of  cars  were  to  be  seen  driving  through  the  parks.  The  picnic 
areas  were  all  in  use,  and  a  great  many  people  were  out  flying 
kites.  All  these  things  point  toward  a  very  bsuy  season  this  year, 

E,  During  the  month  of  March  we  were  still  able  to  devote  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  to  construction  work,  although  we 
are  getting  to  a  point  vxhere  we  must  think  turning  back  to  almost 
full-time  maintenance  work.  During  the  month,  the  following  new 
projects  were  either  started  or  completed: 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Over  900'  of  concrete  vralkway  was  poured  in  the  Native 
Garden,  to  make  it  possible  for  people  to  walk  through 
the  Native  Garden  in  wet  weather. 

b.  Work  on  the  new  Nature  Lodge  in  the  Nature  Area  was 
carried  on  through  the  entire  month,  and  it  will 
definitely  be  ready  for  dedication  in  Jurie. 

c.  Completed  constructing  and  launching  a  float  for

d.  Repaired  and  reconstructed  the  greenhouse  for  use  in 
the  Nature  Area,  for  growing  pine  trees, 

e.  Constructed  two  large  cages  to  house  the  raccoons  in  the 
Tilden  Nature  Area,

a.  Painted  inside  of  driving  range  buildings, 

b.  Constructed  wire  cab  on  fiirway  mower  tractors. 

c.  Con^jleted  overhaul  of  two  fairway  tractors. 

d.  Worked  over  and  installed  new  aerifier  teeth  on  greens 
spiker. 

e.  Worked  over  kS   automatic  sprinklers, 

f .  Using  ladder  truck  borrowed  from  the  City  of  Oakland, 
painted  flag  pole  at  the  golf  clubhouse, 

g.  Milorganited  and  top-dressed  all  tees  and  greens, 

3.  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Construction  of  bridge  on  the  Temescal  Dam  now  90^ 
complete. 

b.  Carved  and  painted  twelve  new  park  signs  for  use  in 
Redwood  and  Tilden  Parks. 

c.  Completed  painting  interior  of  food  stands  and  girls 
change  room. 

d.  Cut  and  bucked  up  four  eucalyptus  trees  that  fell  in 
the  storm  in  the  upper  Willowbrook  picnic  area. 

e.  Painted  steel  posts  and  600'  of  chain  along  west  side  of 
dam, 

f .  Worked  on  clearing  the  lower  trail  around  lake  of  debris 
caused  by  rains  and  slides. 


f .  Poured  two  yards  of  concrete  in  the  new  restroon  at 
Lake  Anza  for  walks  and  landing  stages, 

U,  Redwood  Regional  Park, 

a.  Completed  taking  down,  demolishing  and  cleaning  up 
Graham's  Stables, 

b.  Constructed  six  20'  picnic  tables  at  Roberts  Area,  for 
family  use, 

c.  Developed  a  new  family  picnic  area  with  four  10'  tables 
near  the  ball  field  at  the  Roberts  Araa,

VI,  UI.TINISHSD  BUSINESS. 

A.  During  the  month  the  General  Manager  made  a  study  of  the 
possibilities  of  installing  immediately  some  picnic  areas  along 
the  outside  perimeter  of  Grass  Valley,  particularly  along 
Skyline  Blvd.,  which  vjould  be  the  closest  point  that  could  be 
approached  by  residents  of  San  Leandro,  Unfortunately  the  areas 
that  would  lend  themselves  best  to  the  development  as  picnic 
areas  lie  inside  the  Grass  Valley  property,  considerable  distances 
from  existing  roads  that  aprallel  the  park.  It  might  be  possible, 
however,  to  install  three  areas  along  Skyline,  although  the  locations 
are  not  as  nice  as  would  be  desired.  It  would  be  possible  to  use 
dry-pit  toilets  in  these  areas,  install  some  tables  and  stoves 

and  the  possibility  exists  that  it  might  be  possible  in  the  near 
future  to  run  a  water  line  into  these  particular  areas.  If  the 
service  clubs  of  San  Leandro  are  interested  in  helping  vrith  the 
establishment  of  these  areas,  they  might  best  do  so  by  contributing 
money  that  could  be  used  for  purchase  of  materials. 

Director  Macdonald  expressed  the  feeling  of  the  Board  that  areas 
referred  to  should  be  developed  if  possible, 

B,  The  Oakland  Recreation  Department  is  palnning  to  hold  its  annual 
day  camp  again  as  they  have  in  the  last  two  years  in  Grass  Valley, 
and  we  are  receiving  a  great  many  applications  for  early  in  the 
year  camping,  in  the  Grass  Valley  area  by  boy  scout  troops. 
These  will  all  be  taken  care  of. 

The  East  Bay  Canp  Committee  is  also  interested  in  the  installation 
of  camps  in  the  interior  of  Grass  Valley,  and  it  may  be  possible, 
if  they  provide  their  own  water,  to  allow  some  camping  by  youth, 
groups  throughout  the  entire  ^ear  in  the  area  in  Grass  Valley 
that  has  been  set  aside  for  camping  purposes.  We  are  also  sur- 
vejdng  the  four  areas  around  the  youth  camp  area  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  another  Nature  Area  that  can  be  used  to  supplement 
the  camping  experiences  of  youth.  Great  care  must  be  taken 
throughout  the  development  of  Grass  Valley  to  see  that  development 
is  carried  on  in  an  orderly  manner, 

VII.  NEW  BUSINESS 

A.  General  Manager  Walpole  informed  the  Board  that  due  to  lack  of 
enrollment,  the  Redwood  Canyon  School  may  be  discontinued. 
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He  said  that  the  building  would  make  a  very  good  clubhouse 
for  Redv;ood  Park,  and  suggested  that  it  might  be  possible  to 
buy  the  land  and  building  if  the  school  is  removed.  He  further 
pointed  out  that  the  Redwood  Lodge  in  Redwood  Park  will  soon 
have  to  be  torn  down  as  it  has  deteriorated  to- a  point  where 
it  will  be  unusable  in  a  short  time.

V.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  March  29,  1956,  received  from  the  Alameda  County  Clerk 
replying  to  the  Park  District's  request  for  cancellation  of 
property  taxes  on  land  in  Redwood  Regional  Park,  advising  the 
Park  District  that  since  the  land  in  question  lies  outside  the 
Park  District's  boundaries,  it  is  not  legally  possible  for  the 
County  Board  of  Superrisors  to  cancel  the  taxes. 

The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  is  should  not  be  necessary  for 
a  tax  supported  organization  to  pay  taxes  on  property,  and 
President  Sibley  asked  Director  Goodrich  to  consult  Senator  Arthur 
H.  Breed  on  the  subject  of  exempting  the  Regional  Park  District 
from  tax  payments  on  land. 

B.  Letter  of  April  lii,  1956,  received  from  Mrs.  Alice  Quadros, 
Secretary  of  the  Tilden  Archers,  thanking  the  General  Manager 
and  Park  Supervisor  George  Heard  for  excavating  work  done  at 

the  Tilden  Archery  Range.  This  letter  also  refers  to  instruction 
classes  given  by  the  club  which  cover  safety  on  the  range,  use 
of  bows  and  arrows  and  shooting  techniques.  These  classes 
have  just  started  and  the  participants  have  been  very  enthused. 
Ordered  filed, 

C.  Letter  of  April  20,  1956,  received  from  Richard  M.  Leonard 
representing  the  Wilderness  Society,  expressing  the  appreciation 
of  that  society  for  the  Regional  Park's  providing  natural  park 
areas  near  the  city  population.  Mr.  Leonard  also  said  that  he 
was  concerned  over  rumors  of  pressure  building  up  for  sports  car 
racing  in  Grass  Valley,  and  he  said  he  feels  that  such  use  of  a 
natural  type  of  park  would  be  particularly  harmful  and  seriously 
damaging  to  a  Regional  Park,  Ordered  filed. 

VI.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  Alameda  County  Planning  Commission  is  now  holding  meetings  on 
the  subject  of  acquiring  park  and  recreational  land  within  the 
county  of  Alameda.  We  have  a  mpa  which  shows  the  land  that  they 
regard  as  suitable  for  park  and  recreation  purposes,  including  the 
Regional  Parks  v;hich  would  total  35,000  to  [iO,000  acres  for  Alameda 
County.  The  Manager  has  attended  one  of  their  general  meetings, 
and  expects  to  attend  another  general  meeting  tomorrow.  Part 
of  the  purpose  of  these  meetings  is  to  point  out  the  land  that 
is  at?ailable  and  that  has  park  possibilities  and  to  think  in 
terms  of  how  these  lands  may  be  acquired  and  under  whose  direction 
they  would  fall.  There  is  some  thinking  that  the  Regional  Parks 
should  advanc-e  to  a  point  where  they  could  take  over  and  operate 
all  of  these  lands  in  question. 


llr.  Titus  told  the  Board  that  one  person  present  at  the  meeting 
he  attended  urged  that  the  county  find  a  way  to  obtain  the  land 
included  in  their  plan. 

The  Board  requested  General  Manager  Walpole  to  attend  these 
meetings  to  watch  developments, 

B,  April  lii  was  the  official  opening  date  for  all  of  our  swimming 
areas,  but  the  weather  was  such  that  hardly  anyone  txirned  out 
for  swimming.  However,  since  that  date,  arid  the  warm  weather 
that  followed,  we  have  had  considerable  swimming  at  all  areas, 

C,  The  Redwood  Bowmen,  who  are  the  club  that  operates  the  archery 
range  in  Redwood  Regional  Park,  held  an  annual  April  fool  shoot 
on  the  first  of  April,  Over  150  contestants  took  part  in  the 
event,  and  200  or  300  people  were  out  to  watch  the  tournament 
and  take  part  in  the  trophy-giving  ceremony. 

D,  President  Sibley  and  the  Park  Manager  met  with  a  committee  from 
the  Oakland  Kiwanis  Club  on  Wednesday,  April  ll.  This  is  the 
Oakland  Kiwanis  Club  Conservation  Section,  and  they  are  anxious 
and  willing  to  do  something  within  the  park"  that  would  be  of  aid 
to  cons eirvat ion.  The  meeting  took  place  in"  the  Nature  Area  in 
Tilden  Park,  and  the  Kiwanis  memberi^ip  expressed  themselves  as 
being  delighted  with  the  type  of  program  that  was  being  carried 
on  there.  President  Sibley  spoke  to  them  on  the  subject  of  an 
atomic  museum  on  Grizzly  Peak.  They  are  very  enthusiastic  about 
the  idea  and  have  offered  their  assistance  to  the  park  in  any  way 
in  which  they  may  be  helpful. 

E,  Attendance:  On  the  warm  days  during  the  month  of  April,  a 
considerable  number  of  people  made  use  of  ail  the  parks.

F,  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  month  of  March,  we  were  still 
able  to  devote  a  considerable  amount  of  time  to  constructional 
work.

The  feeling  of  the  group  seemed  to  be  that  all 
efforts  should  be  made  to  have  Eden  Township  join  the  Regional  Park 
District,  With  this  in  mind  a  meeting  has  been  set  up  with  some 
of  the  city  officials  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Hayward  to 
explore  the  possibilities  of  making  a  strong  effort  to  have  the 
proposal  for  Eden  Township  to  join  the  District  on  the  November 
ballot •

A.  Letter  of  Msqt  $,   1956,  received  from  Larry  Williams,  Chairman 
of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter  Conservation  Committee  of  the 
Sierra  Club,  stating:   "...We... view  with  alarm  the  proposal 
that  a  sports  car  racing  course  be  established  in  Grass  Valley 
Regional  Park." 
Ordered  filed. 
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B,  Copy  of  a  letter  dated  May  1^,  19^6,  received  for  park  records, 
written  by  Senator  Arthur  Breed  to  the  Sierra  Club  regarding 
Mr.  Williams'  letter  to  the  Regional  Park  District  regarding 
sportscar  racing  in  the  Regional  Parks.  Senator  Breed  feels 
that  sports  car  racing  in  the  Regional  Pai;ks  can  be  justified 
and  suggested  that  perhaps  the  Sierra  Club  is  applying  policies 
for  wilderness  areas  to  paries  close  to  metropolitan  areas. 

Also  a  copy  of  an  answer  to  Senator  Breed's  letter,  dated  May  18, 
1956,  written  by  Davis  R.  Bi^ower,  Executive  Director  of  the  Sierra 
Club,  was  received.  Mr.  Brower  suggested  that  he  and  Senator 
Breed  talk  over  this  matter,  and  pointed  out  that  people  are 
extremely  conseirvation  minded  now. 

Dr.  Mason,  representing  the  Regional  Parks  Assn.  was  present 
at  the  meeting,  and  offered  a  letter  written  by  the  association 
expressing  their  opinion  regarding  sportscar  racing  in  the 
Regional  Parks.  The  Board  welcomed  this  idea,  and  thanked 
Dr.  Mason  for  his  offer. 

VII.  DISTRICTT  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  combined  organizationsthat  are  responsible  for  fire-fighting 
in  the  hills  held  a  fire  school  at  the  Nature  Area  in  Tilden 
Park  on  Magr  17.  Represented,  in  addition  to  the  Regional  Park 
Supervisors  and  men  responsible  for  direction  of  fire-fitting 
were  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  State  Parks  and 
State  Fire-fighting  Division,  P.  G.  &  E.,  Oakland  Park  Department, 
Moraga  Land,  Orinda  and  the  Oakland  Fire  Department.  The  school 
was  of  a  practical  nature  and  all  demonstrations  tended  to  cover 
the  ground  necessary  for  fighting  fires  in  the  hills.  Approxi- 
mately 75  people  were  in  attendance. 

B.  Lake  Temescal  is  again  open  to  swimming  after  owe  having  to 
close  it  for  a  four  week  period  due  to  the  fact  that  a  sewer 
line  had  broken  at  the  upper  end  of  the  lake  and  had  flooded 

.  the  lake  with  sewage.  After  extensive  treatment  of  the  lake, 
we  finally  received  favorable  tests  from  the  City  Hewlth 
DepartmerA,  and  the  lake  was  reopened  on  May  17  for  swimming. 

C.  Progress  was  made  on  development  of  the  picnic  areas  in  Grass 
Valley.  We  hope,  by  the  middle  of  June,  to  be  able  to  open  the 
first  area  which  will  be  at  Grass  Valley  Road  and  Skyline  Blfd. 
This  first  picnic  areas  will  accommodate  approximately  7$   people* 
Our  plans  and  layouts  for  the  other  two  additional  picnic  areas 
are  complete,  and  before  the  summer  is  over  we  hope  to  have  all 
three  areas  ready.  The  number  one  area  shows  possibilities  of 
extending  to  a  point  where  we  can  take  as  many  as  200  people. 
This  is  the  one  closest  to  the  people  of  San  Leandro. 

D.  President  Bob  Sibley,  Director  Macdonald  and  the  General  Manager 
attended  a  picnic  in  Tilden  Regional  Park  given  by  the  Berkeley 
Kiwanis  Club  which  donated  The  Little  Farm  building  to  the  Nature 
Area.  They  are  very  desiro\is  of  making  this  a  larger  project  by 
putting  in  a  couple  of  additional  buildings. 

The  project  has  been  extremely  successful,  and  a  great  deal  of 
favorable  comment  has  been  received  on  it.  ^owever,  the  en- 
largement of  this  project  to  any  great  extent,  without  additional 
help  from  the  Kiwanis  to  maintain  it,  might  prove  a  burden  on 
the  maintenance  fund  of  the  Parks.  We  are  thinking  in  terms  of 
talking  to  them  about  supplying  sane  monies  toward  maintenance 
as  well  as  development,  and  we  believe  that  this  sound  thinking 
in  regards  to  any  organization  wishing  to  give  something  to  the 
park  that  will  require  ccnsiderable  maintenance  mi^t  also  think 
in  terms  of  supplying  some  additional  funds  for  maintenance 
purposes • 


I  believe  this  has  been  siifficiently  discussed  in  the  past, 
that  maintenance  over  the   long  pull  is  our  main  consideration, 
and  as  attractive  as  a  thing  might  appear  as  a  park  attraction, 
unless  TTe  can  see  our  way  clear  to  competent  and  successful 
maintenance,  it  is  very  apt  to  become  a  liability  to  the  park. 

E,  Attendance  dviring  the  month  was  considerable — so  much  so  that 
it  has  hampered  our  ability  to  do  constructional  work.     The 
weekend  of  the  19th  and  20th  was  extremely  heavy  in  all  parks 
and  as  always,  weather  seems  to  be  the  deciding  factor  in  the 
size  of  the  crowds  that  we  experience.     During  this  time  of 
year  we  are  particularly  crowded  with  school  groups  which  hold 
their  annual  outings  in  the  parks.     Most  of  the  catholic  schools 
in  the  entire  East  Bay  Area  schedule  at  least  one  big  outing  in 
one  of  the  Regional  Parks,  and  on  some  weekdi^rs  we  have  had  as 
many  as  2,000  children  from  one  organization  in  the  park. 

F,  General  Manager  Walpde  read  a  letter  which  he  wrote  to  the 
District  Attorney,  asking  for  an  opinion  as  to  an  interpretation 
of  the  Regional  Park  Eanbling  Act  in  connection  with  annexation 
of  new  areas  to  the  Park  District,     Due  to  the  interest  in  Eden 
Township  joining  the  Park  District,  this  matter  must  be  clarified 
before  any  action  could  be  taken  during  this  election  year. 

As  yet  no  reply  has  been  received  to  the  letter. 

General  Manager  Walpole  has  ?oken  with  Senator  Arthur  Breed  on 
this  subject,  and  he  is  willing  to  introduce  an  amendment  in  the 
State  legislature  to  make  it  possible  for  unincoiTJorated  areas 
or  cities,  not  within  a  municipal  utility  district,  to  become 
annexed  to  the  Regional  Parte  District. 

President  Sibley  requested  Director  Mxilvany  to  work  with  General 
Manager  Walpole  in  this  subject  to  expedite  an  opinion  from  the 
District  Attorney. 

G,  Wcrk  Progress  Report:     During  the  month  of  May,  the  following 
projects  were  either  started  or  completed^ 

1.     Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  In  the  Nature  Area  we  completed  three  new  animal  cages  and 
switched  the  animals  around.    We  nowhave  some  pretty  nice 
looking  cages. 

b.  A  trail  will  be  built  from  the  back  side  of  the  barn  up  by 
the  big  rock  and  over  to  the  animal  cages.     By  the  way, 
this  big  rock  has  an  interesting  history,  and  we  are  going 
to  try  to  feature  it  with  a  sign. 

c.  We  have  turned  loose  four  grown  fox  sqxiirrels  in  the  Nature 
Area.  We  hope  to  start  a  good  supply  of  tree  squirrels  for 
the  children  to  see  in  that  area. 

d.  We  completed  rebuilding  the  little  green-4iouse,  and  have 
some  plants  coming  along  to  be  planted  in  the  Nature  Area. 
These  are  all  native  plants,  and  plants  that  are  at  home  in 
the  Nature  Area  as  proven  by  their  growing  there  naturally. 

e.  We  had  hauled  in  for  us  by  a  contractor  UOO  yards  of  fill 
to  the  service  yard  to  cover  a  culvert  and  make  a  place  for 
a  wash  rack  just  outside  of  the  service  yard. 

f .  We  also  had  a  contractor  haul  in  2,000  yards  of  extra  dirt 
to  the  archery  range  to  complete  a  new  parking  area.

Vin .     UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.     The  Manager,  after  checking  our  enabling  act  concerning  the 

possibility  of  Eden  Township  joining  the  District,  thou^t  that 
there  was  enough  doubt  as  to  the  legality. of  this  moMB,  that 
perhaps  he  had  better  ask  the  District  Attorney's  office  for  an 
opinion,  which  he  did.     Although  as  yet  we  have  received  no 
direct  reply  from  the  District  Attorney's  office,  their  conver- 
sation with  me  over  the  telephone  leads  me  to  believe  that  they 
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are  going  to  render  an  opinion  \infavorable  to  the  acqvdsition 
of  Eden  Toimship.     In  the  meantime,  however,  we  have  talked  with 
Senator  Breed,  who  has  offered  to  amend  the  act  to  make  it  legal 
for  Eden  Township  to  vote  themselves  into  our  District.     This 
would  probably  take  at  least  two  years  to  accomplish  which  would 
mean  that  we  could  not  actively  expect  Eden  Townhhip  to  vote  on 
this  matter  until  19$8. 

B,  The  DiBtirict  Manfiger  attended  a  second  meeting  of  the  Alameda 
County  Planning  Cciranission  on  the  subject  of  acquiring  parks 
and  recreational  land  within  the  county  of  Alameda,     it  would 
appear  that  the  Alameda  County  Planning  Commission  is  going 
to  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a  county  park 
commission,  although  the  feeling  of  most  of  the  supervisors 
seems  to  be  that  the  Regional  Park  District  is  taking  care  of 
this  matter  almost  on  a  county-wide  basis.     Additional  hearings 
will  be  held  before  the  supervisors  take  any  definite  action  on 
this  matter. 

C.  President  Sibley  told  the  Board  that  he  had  seen  unusual  interest 
demonstrated  in  a  fire-lookout  tower  in  northern  California,  and 
suggested  that  a  fire-lookout  tower,  fully  equipped  and  maintained 
for  public  exhibition  located  on  Redwood  Peak  would  stimulate 

the  same  interest  in  the  Bay  Area. 

General  Manager  Walpole  informed  the  Board  that  there  had  been 
some  talk  of  turning  the  towers  on  Grizzly  Peak  and  on  Roimdtop 
Peak  over  to  the  Regional  Park  District  at  some  time  in  the  future, 
and  that  he  considers  the  idea  of  opening  to  the  public  an  ex- 
cellent one. 

President  Sibley  suggested  that  General  Manager  Walpole  obtain 
additional  infoimation  from  the  state  parks  concerning  their 
operation  of  fire-lookout  towers  open  for  public  inspection,  and 
he  also  asked  Dr.  Mason  to  secure  any  similar  information  from 
the  Uniersity  Forestry  Department,  and  to  report  on  their  findings 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

IX.     NEVir  BUSINESS
